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Preamble. 



CHAPTER I. 

AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE ADJUSTMENT OF CERTAIN 
ALLEGED CLAIMS AGAINST THE STATE. 

Whereas, There have for a long time existed, and still 
remain outstanding certain controverted claims against the 
State, commonly known as Minnesota State Railroad Bonds, 
and certain other claims referred to in this act, the validity of 
all which claims has ever been and still is disputed by the State; 
and 

Whereas, Certain holders of such disputed claims have re- 
cently made propositions for the compromise and settlement of 
the said claims held by them, which propositions are now pend- 
ing, and the substance of which propositions is embraced within 
the provisions hereinafter coatained; and 

Whereas, It is considered to be desirable, and for the best 
interests of the State and of all the people thereof that all such 
controverted claims, if possible, should be compromised, settled 
and extinguished; therefore 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. Any holder of said Minnesota State Railroad 
Bonds who desires to avail himself of the provisions of this act, 
must deposit his bonds and coupons with the State Auditor, Bondstobede 
accompanied by an agreement in writing obligating himself to itate^luditor 
accept in lieu of said bonds and coupons, and in full payment 
and satisfaction thereof, fifty (60) per cent, of the amount 
nominally due upon said bonds and coupons less any deduc- 
tions hereinafter provided for, in cash, or in new bonds of the 
State, as provided for in this act. 
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Provided^ howeverCth|A;where there has been a compliance 
with the requirentiwit&.of section one (1) of the act entitled 
"An Act jpro.v^ditt^ for the adjustment of the Minnesota State 
Railroad ppnfbV? approved March second (2d), A. D. one thou- 
sand eigltt bundred and eighty-one (1881), the same shall stand

•. .Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Governor and State Au- 
• ditor to cause to be prepared new bonds of the State, which new 
bonds shall be styled Minnesota State Railroad Adjustment 
Bonds, and bear date July first (1st), A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-one (1881), and shall be of the denomina- 
tion of one thousand dollars ($1,000) each, and shall be, and 
on their face shall be made payable atter ten (10) years and not 
more than thirty (30) years from their date, at the option of the 
State of Minnesota, in the city of New York, with interest 
after January first (1st), A. D. one thousand eight Jiundred and 
eighty-four (1884), payable semi-annually in the city of New 
York, at a rate not exceeding five (5) per cent, per annum, and 
shall have coupons attached for such interest, and shall pledge 
the faith and credit of the State to the payment thereof. Said 
new bonds shall be signed by the Governor and attested by the 
Secretary of State under the great seal of the State, and the 
coupons shall have the names of the Governor and Secretary 
of State thereto, and the bonds shall be countersigned and 
registered by the State Auditor, and upon being so executed, 
countersigned and registered and as soon as practicable after 
the passage of this act, the Governor shall deliver to the sev- 
eral owners of the Minnesota State Railroad Bonds, their 
heirs or legal representatives, who shall have deposited their 
bonds with the State Auditor aforesaid, such an amount of the 
new bonds as shall be equal to (50) fifty per cent, of the par 
value of principal and interest of said Minnesota State Rail- 
road Bonds and the coupons thereto attached, on the first (1) 
day of January, one thousand eight hundred and eighty four 
(1884), less any deduction resulting firom other provisions of 
this act, said interest to be computed at five (5) per cent, per 
annum after the passage of this act, and take from said several 
owners and holders of said Minnesota State Railroad Bonds so 
deposited as aforesaid, a release under seal, reciting the num- 
ber and denomination of the State Railroad Bonds which said 
new bonds are taken in payment and settlement for, and ac- 
knowledging full satisfaction from the State of all liability on 
said Minnesota State Railroad Bonds so owned and deposited 
by such person, which release shall be filed in the State Audit- 
or's office. The first coupons shall be made payable on the first 
(1st) day of July, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
tour (1884), and thereafter on the first (1st) days of January and 
July in each year, until the maturity of said bonds; provided, 
that at its election the State may, and in case said bonds shall 
draw a less rate of interest than five (5) per cent, shall, in lieu of 
said bonds, pay cash (less any deduction aforesaid) to the several 
holders of said Minnesota State Railroad bonds so deposited as

aforesaid, or any of them, a sum equal to fifty (50) per cent, of 
the par value of principal and interest of said Minnesota State 
Railroad Bonds and coupons on the day when said payment 
is made, taking the release under the seal from the holder, as 
in the case of delivery of bonds hereinbefore provided; and to 
that end the Governor, Auditor and Treasurer of the State are 
hereby empowered in their discretion to negotiate, at not less 
than par, the bonds to be issued under the. provisions of this 
act and apply the proceeds to the payment of said holders of 
Minnesota State Railroad Bonds, as hereinbefore provided. 
And for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this pro- 
viso, said bonds may be made to bear interest from January 
first (1st), A. D. one thousand eight hundred and eighty-two 
(1882), payable semi-annually thereafter; and in case of the de- 
livery of said new bonds, any fractional sum less than one thou- 
sand (1,000) dollars, may be paid in cash; and whenever any 
of said Minnesota State Railroad Bonds or the coupons thereof, 
or any bond of the State is paid under the provisions of this 
act or otherwise, the Treasurer or officer paying the same, 
shall stamp or cause to be stamped thereon, in large letters, 
the words, "cancelled and paid;" and on the first (1st) Monday 
in each month the State Treasurer shall, in the presence of the 
Governor and State Auditor, burn up all bonds and cou- 
pons that shall have been cancelled and paid by him during 
the preceding month or any previous time, and said Treasurer 
shall keep the number and description of the bonds so destroyed 
which shall be certified to be correct by said officers present 
at their destruction, and be included in the annual report of 
the State Treasurer. 

Sec. 3. The judgments mentioned and referred to in chap- 
ter one hundred and fifty-two (152) page three hundred and 
eighty-eight (388) of the special laws of one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seven (1867) with interest thereon com- 

Suted in the same manner and at the same rate as upon said 
[innesota State Railroad bonds and coupons shall be adjusted 
and settled by the payment to the plaintiffs therein, their heirs, 
attorneys, executors or administrators, of fifty (60) per cent, 
of the amount so due thereon, either in new bonds of the 
State or in .. oney, in manner as provided in the preceding 
section for the settlement of said Minnesota State Railroad 
Bonds, provided the plaintiffs in said judgments, their heirs 
or legal representatives shall accept the same in full settlement 
and satisfaction of all claim and demand against the State on 
account thereof. 

Sec. 4. Any person having a subsisting, legal and valid 
claim against either of the land grant railroad companies 
which received any of said Minnesota State Railroad Bonds 
from the State, or against any contractor, sub-contractor, or 
other pers^on. which accrued for work, labor or services per- . 
formed in the location or construction of either of the lines of tractors*, h*ow 
railroads of said companies, or for boarding engineers, con- aeuil^®*^ '^"^ 
tractors, sub-contractors, workmen or others while engaged 
in the location or construction of said lines of road or any 
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part thereof, or for hire of teams, or for provisions for men or 
teams, goods, or other supplies, ties, piles, timber, lumber, 
stone, or other material furnished for actual use in the loca- 
tion or construction of either or any part of said lines of rail- 
roads, and which claim so accrued prior to the time when the 
State acquired said lines of railroad and transferred the same 
to other companies, may have the same adjusted and settled, 
as herein provided. Such claimant shall file a petition with,

They shall fix upon a time and place for hearing the same, 
and may appoint a clerk, and adjourn from time to time, in 
their discretion.

HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-EEGHT (1878), RELATING TO THE 
ACTION OF REPLEVIN IN JUSTICES COURTS.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That section ninety (90) of chapter sixty-five 
(65) of the General Statutes of A. D. one thousand eight 
(1878), be amended to read as follows: " The plaintiff shall 
also execute a bond to the defendant with not less than two 
(2) sureties, to be approved by the justice in a sum 
not less than fitty (50) dollars, conditioned that he wil| 
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appear ou the return day of the writ, and prosecute his 
action to judgment, and to pay all costs and damages that 
may be adjudged against him, the bond shall be filed with the 
Justice for the use of any person injured by the proceedings, 
and an action may be maintained on such bond to recover the 
amount of any judgment rendered on dismissal of the action 
for want of jurisdiction or any other cause, or for failure to abide 
by any such judgment, or for failure or neglect to pay all costs 
and damages that may or shall be incurred in such proceeding. 

Section 2. That section ninety-one (91) of chapter sixty- 
five (65) of the General Statutes A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-eight (1878), be amended to read as 
follows: *'The Justice shall thereupon issue a writ, directed to 
the Sheriff or any Constable of the County, commanding him ^constaSfe.**' 
to take the property therein described without delay, and to 
hold the same subject to the further order of the Court, and to 
summon the defendant to appear and answer the same on the 
return day mentioned in the writ." 

Section 3. That section nine*'y-two (92) of chapter sixty- 
five (65) of the General Statutes A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-eight (1878), be amended to read as 
follows: "In obedience to such writ the officer shall forth- officer may 
with take possession of the property mentioned in the writ if Sweiung.^" 
the same is in the possession of the defendant or his agent 
for which purpose he may break open any dwelling house or 
other inclosure, having first demanded entrance and exhibited 
his authority, if required, and shall return the writ immedi- 
ately after the service thereof, and state in his return fully in

is decided by the Court." 

Section 4. That section ninety-four (94) of chapter sixty- 
five (65) be amended to read as follows: If the property 
sought is not obtained by the officer serving the writ, the 
plaintiff, if he establishes his right thereto, shall recover the 
value of that right, and whether obtained or not, he shall re- 
cover the damages and costs he has sustained in consequence require officer 
of the illegal detention or taking and withholding thereof, lools*^®*" 
and if the property or any part thereof is obtained and it is 
found upon the trial that the plaintiff is entitled to the pos- 
session of the same or anv part thereof, the Justice shall im- 
mediately enter an order [in his docket] requiring the officer 
serving the writ to deliver the goods and chattels to the plain- 
tiff, and issue execution tor the costs and damages awarded the 
plaintiff, together with the amount due « plaintiff as the value 
of the property not obtained, and to which plaintitt is enti- 
tled. 

Section 5. That section ninety-five (95) of chapter sixty- 
five (65) of the General Statutes A. 1). one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-eight (1878), be amended to read as Defendant 
follows: If the plaintiff fails to establish his right to the SLma«eTaSd 
property, or the action is dismissed by the Justice for want of costs, when 
urisdiction or other cause, or the action is discontinued by the 
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plaintiff, tbe defendant shall recover such damages and costs 
as under the circumstances he shows himself entitled, and in 
addition thereto may have judgment for the return of the 
property or the value thereof, if the same has b.een taken out 
of his possession, and the Justice shall immediately enter an 
order in his docket requiring the officer to deliver the same 
goods and chattels to the defendant and adjudge that he may 
recover such damages and costs of the action as he shows 
himself entitled to, and shall issue execution therefor, and 
whenever an order shall be entered by a Justice in an action 
for the recovery of the possession of personal property for the 
delivery of property to either party, the property shall notjbe 
delivered b the party in whose favor the same is entered until 
the expiration of twenty-four (24) hours after the entry of the 
order, provided the losing party in the action does not file with 
the Justice or his successor in office within twenty-four (24) 
hours after the entry of such an affidavit setting forth that he 
intends to appeal Irom the judgment rendered in the action, 
and that the appeal is made in good faith and not for the pur- 
pose of delay in which case the officer will continue to hold 
and keep the property in his possession until an appeal 
is perfected as required by section one hundred and four- 
teen (114), chapter sixty-five (65) of the general statutes 1878 
and upon the perfection of said appeal the officer having such 
property in his possession shall transfer and deliver the same 
to the party appealing, upon receiving his fees and reasona- 
ble compensation for the care and keeping of such property, 
such compensation to be fixed by the Court or Justice.

Section 1. That all telegraph and telephone lines built 
and operated within this State shall be subject to taxation as 
hereafter required. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the President, Vice- 
x^resident, General Manager, or Superintendent of every tele- 
graph and telephone Company operating a line in this State 
to furnish the Auditor of State on or before the first (1st) 
Monday of July in each year, a statement under oath, and in. 
such form as the Auditor may prescribe, showing the follow- 
ing facts: 

^irst. The total number of miles owned, operated, or 
leased within the State, with a separate showing of the num- 
ber leased. 

Second, The total number of telegraph and telephone 
stations on each separate line, and the total number of tele- 
graphic and telephonic instruments in use therein, together 
with the total number of stations mentioned. 

T'hird. The total number of miles in each separate line or 
division thereof, together with the number of separate wires 
thereon, and stating the counties through which the same 
are carried. 

Fourth, The average number of telegraph and telephone 
poles per mile used in the construction and maintenance of 
said lines. 

Sectioi^ 3. Upon the receipt of said statement from the 
several Companies, the Auditor of State shall lay the same 
before the State Board of Equalization at its annual meeting, 
which Board shall proceed to assess said telegraph and tele- 
phone lines at the true cash value thereof, in contradistinc- 
tion from its original cost. 

Sbctioi^ 4. The said State Board shall also, at said meet- 
ing, determine the rate of tax to be levied and collected upon 
said assessment, which shall not exceed the average rate of 
taxes, general, municipal and local, levied throughout the 
State, which tax shall be in lieu of all other taxes, State and 
local, and shall be payable into the State Treasury.

CHAPTER 82. 

AN ACT FOR THE LICENSING OF DOGS AND FOR THE PRO- 
TECTION OF SHEEP, LAMBS AND OTHER DOMESTIC ANI- 
MALS. 



Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

SBCTioisr 1. Every owner or keeper of a dog shall annually, 
on or before the thirtieth (30fch) day of April, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of the clerk of 
the city, village or town wherein he resides, and shall cause, 
it to wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked with its 
owner's name and registered number, and shall pay for such 
license one (1) dollar for each male dog, and two (2) dollars 
for each female dog, over the ages of six months. 

Seo. 2. The elerk shall issue the license and receive and 
pay the money therefor into the citv, village, or town treas- 
ury, retaining to his own use fifteen (l5) cents for each license. 
The treasurer shall keep an accurate and separate account of 
all sums received and paid out under the provisions of this 
chapter relating to dogs, which account shall at all times be 
open to the inspection of any voter of the place. 

Seo. 3. The clerk shall annually, within one week after 
the first day of May, post and maintain in some conspicuous 
public place a list of all dogs licensed for the current year; 
and shall furnish a copy thereof to the police officer of the 
city, village or town, or one of the constables of the township 
in which the owner of such dogs resides, and shall also from 
time to time furnish said officer with a list of such dogs as 
are subsequently licensed during the year. 

Seo. 4. Any owner or keeper of a dog may at any time 
have it licensed until the first day of the ensuing May upon 
paying the sum as provided in section one (1); but such li- 
cense shall not exempt him from the penalty of the following 
section on complaint made prior to issuing the license. 

No new license for the current year shall be necessary upon 
the removal of a licensed dog into another city, village or 
town unless required by some by-law passed under section 
twelve. 

Seo. 5. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the provisions 
of this chapter shall forfeit ten dollars, to be recovered on 
complaint to the use of the city, village or town wherein the 
dog is kept. 

Sec. 6. Whoever wrongfully removes the collar from or 
steals a dog licensed and collared as aforesaid shall be pun- 
is ned by a fine not to exceed fifty (50) dollars; and whoever 
wrongfully kills, maims, entices or carries away such a dog 
shall be liable to its owner for its value in a civil action. Who-

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ever distributes or exposes any poisonous substance with in- 
tent that the same snail be eaten by any dog, shall be pun- 
ished by fine not exceeding fifty (50) nor less than ten (10) 
dollars. 

Sec. 7. Any person may, and every constable and other 
police oflBcer sh^ll, kill or cause to be destroyed all dogs going 
at large and not licensed according to the provisions of this 
chapter; and such oflBcers when not otherwise paid for their 
services, shall receive from the city, village or town treasury 
fifty (50) cents for each dog so destroyed oy them. 

Sec. 8, Every owner or keeper of a dog shall forfeit to any 
person injured by it double the amount of the damage sus- 
tained by him, to be recovered in a civil action. 

Sec. 9. Any person may kill a dog that shall suddenly as- 
sault him while he is peaceably walking or riding without the 
inclosure of its owner or keeper; and any person may kill a 
dog that is found out of the inclosure or immediate care of its 
owner or keeper worrying, wounding or killing any neat cat- 
tle, sheep, lambs or other domestic animals. 

Section 10, Whoever suffers loss by reason of the worry- 
ing, maiming or killing of his sheep, lambs or other domestic 
animals by dogs may, within thirty days after he knows of 
such loss, present proof thereof to the city council, village 
trustees, or town supervisors wherein the damage is done, and 
thereupon said oflBcers shall draw an order in favor of the 
owner upon the treasurer of said village or town for the 
amount of such loss. The treasurer shall register such orders 
at the time of their presentation, and annually on the first 
day of January pay them in full, if the gross amount received 
by his city, village or town under the provisions of this 
chapter relating to dogs, and not previously paid out, is suffi- 
cient therefor; otherwise he shall divide such amount pro 
rata among such orders in full discharge thereof, and the 
residue, if any, shall be passed to the credit of the general 
fund of said city, village or town. After such oixler has been 
drawn, the city, village or town may, in a civil action recover 
against the keeper or own^r of any dog concerned in doing

A JOINT RESOLUTION REQUESTING CONGRESS TO FIX THE 
HEAD OF NAVIGATION OF THE MINNESOTA RIVER. 



Whereas, The Minnesota river is not a navigable river 
west of the eastern line of the county of Kedwood ; and 

Whereas, That in law it is considered as navigable, to the 
great expense and detriment of the people residing near said 
river, west of said point, in the matter of bridging it for high- 
way purposes, and the improvement of milling privileges, 
therefore. 

Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

That our Senators and Representatives in Congress be re- 
quested to urge immediate action and to procure a resolution 
of Congress fixing the head of navigation of the Minnesota 
river at the point where the range line between ranges thirtjr- Resolution, 
three (33) and thirty-four (34), west of the fifth (5th) princi- 
pal meriaian, crosses said river, said range line being the east- 
ern boundary of Redwood county. 

Resolved^ That the Secretary of State is requested to for- 
ward copies of this resolution to each of our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress.

Your memorialists the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota, would respectfully represent as follows: 

That the rapid growth and development of the Mississippi 
Valley has forced upon the thought of the country at large, 
the question of cheap transportation. 

That experience has taught us the fact that only by water 
routes can this grave question be solved so that the farmer, 
manufacturer and merchant ma}"^ at all times be assured of a 
fair profit on their labor, industries, and investments. 

That the necessity of improving the navigable streams of 
this great valley and the correlative duty of all the States 
and Territorial Legislatures, as well as that of the General 
Government to render material aid in order to complete, at 
the earliest moment possible, the improvements already con- 
templated, is shown from the fact that within the area of 
States and Territories drained by the Mississippi and its 
navigable tributaries is produced 90 per cent, of the corn, 73 
per cent, of the wheat, 83 per cent, of the oats, 64 per cent, 
of the tobacco, 77 per cent, of the cotton, and 66 per cent, of 
the value of the live stock of the whole country. In addition 
to this vast supply of food and textile products, its supera- 
bundant mineral deposits, lumber, and other articles of com- 
merce mark it as the grand seat of manufacturing industries 
and the unquestioned source of American production and 
national revenue. 

That this region has furnished to the market of the world 
products that have changed the balances of trade in our favor 
and made us the creditor instead of the debtor nation. 

That Minnesota stands at the head of the principal river 
and is one of the largest food exporting States in the Union, 
and as such, is entitled to all the benefits derived from cheap 
transportation. 

That the question of practicability, safety, and expedition 
has been fully solved and set at rest forever, by shipments 
already made from this city under the most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances proving conclusively that grain can be trans- 
ported by barge to New Orleans, thence by ocean tonnage to 
any port in the Old World, not only with perfect safety, but 
more expeditiously and at less than one-half the usual cost 
by rail. 

TuBBEFORE, Your memorialists respectfully pray your 
Honorable Body to appropriate an adequate amount of 
money to be expended by and under the direction of the 
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proper department of the GoYernment to secure the improve- 
ment of the navigation of the Mississippi river from St. 
Anthony Falls to New Orleans, in accordance with the 
action of the River Improvement Convention that assembled 
in the city of St. Paal, Minnesota, October eleventh (11th), 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven (1877.) 

Resolved by the Senate of the State of Minnesota, the 
House of ifepresentatives concurring, that the Secretary BMoiutkm 
of State is hereby requested to transmit a copy of this me- 
morial to each of our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress, and a copy to the President of the Senate and Speaker 
of the House of Representatives.

CHAPTER 1. 

AN ACT TO REDUCE THE LAW INCORPORATING THE CITY OF 
GRANITE FALLS, YELLOW MEDICINE COUNTY, MINNESOTA INTO 
ONE ACT. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

SecTiON 1. That chapter eleven (11) of the special laws of eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-nine (1879), being an act to incorporate 
the "city of Granite Falls" be and the same is hereby amended as 
follows: 

CHAPTER 1. 

Sec. 1. That the following described territory in the county of 
Yellow Medicine and State of Minnesota, to-wit: 

All of section thirty-three (33) and so much of section thirty- 
four (34) as lies west of the Minnesota river in Yellow Medicine 
county, in township one hundred and sixteen (116) north of range 
thirty-nine (39) west, as the same is designated upon the plat of the 
United States survey, is hereby set apart and incorporated as the 
"City of Granite Falls" and shall have the powers generally pos- 
sessed by municipal corporations at common law, and in addition 
thereto, shall possess the powj^rs hereinafter specially granted, and 
be. capable of contracting ^d being contracted withfsueing and be- 
ing sued, pleading and being impleaded in all courts of law and 
1 
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equity, and may have a common seal and may change and alter the 
same at pleasure, and also take, hold, purchase, lease and convey 
such real and personal estate, within or without the limits thcxeof, 
as the purpose of the city may require. 

Sec. 2. The elective officers of said corporation shall be one (1) 

f^resident, one (1) recorder, three (3) trustees, one (1) treasurer, one 
1) justice of the peace and one (1) constable, and shall each, except 
the justice of the peace, hold their respective offices tor the term of 
one (1) year, and until their successors are elected and qualifiied. 
The justice of the peace shall hold his office for the term of two (2) 
years, and until|his successor is elected and qualified. In addition 
to the above mentioned officers, the city council shall have power 
to appoint and define the duties of such other officers as to said 
city council may seem necessary. Provided, that when a mem- 
ber of the city council holds any appointed office, he shall not vote 
upon any question involving his action as such appointed officer. 

Seo. 3/ Each officer, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, and within ten (10) days after receiving notice of his election 
shall fi^ive notice, in writing, of his acceptance of the same, to the 
recorder of said city and shall take and subscribe, before some officer 
by law authorized to administer oaths, an oath of office, to support 
the constitution of the United States and the constitution of the 
State of Minnesota, and that he will faithfully perform the duties 
of his office in accordance with the law of the ordinances of said 
city. And in addition thereto, the treasurer, recorder, justice of the 
peace and constable shall each give bond in a sum not less than 
two hundred dollars ($200.00) to be determined by the said council, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of their res- 
pective offices, which bond shall be filed with the recorder of said 
city. 

Seo. 4, That the president, recorder and trustees shall consti- 
tute the city council, to which body shall belong all the legislative 
powers granted by this act to said corporation. All actions of the 
council intended to have the force of rules or law, or authority for 
contract, shall be by ordinance, under the style of ^*Be it ordained 
by the city council of the city of Granite Palls." The city council 
shall meet, for the transaction of business, at least once in each 
month, and a majority thereof shall be a quorum for the transaction 
of any business. The president, when present, shall preside at all 
meetings of the city council, but in case of his absence the 
members present shall choose one of their number to preside during 
his absence, but no ordinance shall be passed except by the vote of 
a majority of all the members of the city council. A record in book 
form shall be kept by the recorder in which he shall record all the 
proceedings of the city council and ayes and noes on every ordi^ 
nance voted upon shall be entered therein. 

Seo. 5. That to the president shall belong the executive powers 
granted by this act to said corporation, except such of said powers 
as are specially vested in, or must, from their nature, necessarily 
pertain to the other executive officers of said corporation, and 
whether said officers are created bv this act, or by the city council. 
He shall have power, and it shall be his duty to call out and use in 
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such manner as may seem mosfc proper, all the constahulary or police 
of said corporation when he may deem it necessary to quiet or pre- 
vent riot. He shall have power to call a meeting of the council by 
giving such notice thereof as may have been provided by ordinance, 
or in default of such provision, in such manner as he may deem 
meet and proper. 

Sec. 6. That the recorder shall be the recording officer of the 
city and the council. He shall have the custody of the seal of said 
corporation, and all the records thereof, not necessarily and spe- 
cifically appertaining to the other officers thereof. He shall receive 
all moneys payable to said corporation, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and shall immediately pay the same over to the treasurer, 
charging him therewith ana taking his receipt therefor. He shall 
keep all the accounts of the corporation, receive all claims against 
the same, and draw orders upon the treasurer for moneys payable 
by said corporation, but no such order shall ever be drawn by 
said recorder unless the same shall be in full or part payment of a 
claim against said corporation, previously audited and allowed by 
the city council. He shall also make to the city council at the 
close of each official year, a condensed report of all his doings as 
such officer during such year, which reoort shall be published in 
such manner and to such extent as may be provided by ordinance, 
and he shall with all reasonable dispatch, make such other reports 
and at such times as the city council shall require. 

Sbo. 7. That the treasurer shall be the depositary of all moneys 
belonging to said corporation. He shall from such moneys, pay 
npon presentation, all orders therefor, drawn by the recorder and 
countersigned by the president. 

Sec. 8. The justice of the peace provided for and elected under 
the provisions of this act, shaJl have and possess all the power and 
jurisdiction of justices of the peace provided and elected under the 
general laws of the State, and in addition thereto shall have cogni- 
zance and exclusive jurisdiction of all suits, prosecutions or proceed- 
ings for the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or penalty, under any 
by-law, ordinance or regulation of said corporation or under this act 
or for the breach or violation of any such by-law, ordinance or reg- 
ulation and in all cases of assaults, batteries and affrays, not indict- 
able and for a breach or violation of any bv-law, ordinance or 
regulation, shall be commenced in the name oi the city of Granite 
Falls, and the same proceeding shall be had in all civil or criminal 
suits or prosecutions, before said justices, when not otherwise 
herein directed, as are established and required to be had in civil 
and criminal actions by the general laws of the State, before 
justices of the peace, except, that no change of venue shall be taken. 
All fines, forfeitures and penalties, imposed by or recovered before 
said justice of the peace, in any suit, prosecution or proceeding, had 
and commenced in the name of the said city, shall be promptly paid 
by said justice to the recorder of said corporation, for the use 
thereof. The justice of the peace shall take judicial notice of the 
by-laws, ordinances and regulations of said corporation; and it shall 
not be necessary, in any action, civil or criminal before said justice, 
to plead or refer to the same in any manner whatever, in any 
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pleading or complaint, but said bj-laws, ordinances and regula- 
tions, snail, in said justice court, be held and deemed to be public 
law. The lustice of the peace shall, at least once in three (3) 
months, mase to the city council, a full report of all moneys re- 
ceived by him for fines, forfeitures and penalties, and shall pay them 
into the hands of the recorder, taking; his receipt therefor. Any 
justice of the peace, elected or appointed in the city of Oranite 
Falls, under the general laws of the State, and residing within the 
limits of the corporation, upon filing the bond and oath of office 
herein before prescribed for the justice of the peace, shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with the justice of the peace elected under the 
provisions of this act, and be subject to the same liabilities and re- 
strictions. In case of prosecutions for a breach or violation of an 
ordinance, by-law or regulation of said corporation, or this act, or 
for an assault, battery or affray, not indictable, committed within 
the limits of said corporation, no appeal shall be allowed when the 
judgment or fine imposed, exclusive of costs, is less than ten ($10) 
dollars. The fees of the justice of the peace shall be the same as allowed 
and fixed by the general laws of the State, for jastices of the peace. 
All warrants, writs and processes of every nature, issued by such 
justice, shall be directed to the sheriff or any constable of the 
county of Yellow Medicine, and be executed or served by the 
constable elected under the provisions of this act or by the 
sheriff or any constable of said county, and for such purpose said 
sheriff and constables shall have and possess the power and 
authority, which by the general laws of the State, they have and 
possess in the execution or service of warrants, writs and ether pro- 
cesses issued by justices of the peace, elected under such general 
laws. 

Sec. 9. The constable elected under the provisions of this act 
shall be the ministerial officer of the council and shall have and 
possess all the powers belonging to the constables elected under the 
general laws of the State, and his compensation, except in section 
ten (10) of chapter one (1) of this act, otherwise provided, shall be 
fixed by ordinance of the council, and said constable shall, within 
the county in which he resides, also have and exercise, all the pow- 
ers and perform all the duties of constables elected under the 
general laws of the State, and when acting as such, shall receive 
the same compensation; he shall also be chief of the police force of 
said city, but as such, shall be subordinate to the president. 

Sec. 10. There shall be an annual election for the elective 
officers herein provided for, on the first (1st) Tuesday of January in 
each and every year, and the polls shall be kept open from ten (lOJ 
o'clock in the forenoon until four (4) o'clock in the afternoon; ana 
ten (10) days previous notice shall be given by the city council, of 
the time and place of holding such election and of the officers to be 
elected, by posting notices thereof in three (3) of the most public 
pi aces in said city of Granite Falls. At the said elections, the trus- 
tees or any two (2) of them, shall act as judges of election and the 
recorder as clerk of election, and in case of inability or nonattend- 
ance of any of said officers, the vacancy shall be filled by an ap- 
pointment made by those officers present. At the close of the polls 
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the votes shall be counted and a true statement thereof proclaimed 
to the voters present, by one of the Judges, and the recorder shall 
make true record thereof and within nve(5) days thereafter, he shall 
give notice in writing to the persons so elected, of their election. 
Sec. 11. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in any elective office, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the city council. Any person ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy, shall hold his office and discbarge the du- 
ties thereof for the unexpired term. 



CHAPTER 2. 



Section 1. The city council shall have the manafi^ement and 
control of the finances and all the property of the corporation, 
and shall also, in addition to the power herein vested m them, have 
full^ower and authority to make« enact, ordain, establish, publish, 
enforce, alter, modify, amend and repeal all such ordinances, rules, 
by-laws and regulations for the government and good order of the 
city, for the suppression of vice and intemperance, and for the pre- 
vention of crime, as they shall deem expedient. The city council 
shall have full power and authority to declare and impose fines, 
penalties and punishments, and to enforce the same against any 
person or persons who may violate any of the provisions of any or- 
dinance, rule, by-law or regulation passed and ordained by them, 
and all such ordinances and rules and by-laws and regulations are 
hereby declared to be and have the force of law. Provided, that 
thev be not repugnant to the constitution of. the United States or of 
this State, and for the purposes aforesaid, and the said city council 
shall have authority by ordinances, rules, by-laws or regulations: 

First. To license and regulate the exhibitions of common show- 
men and shows of all kinds, or the exhibitions of caravans, circus- 
ses concerts or theatrical performance, billiard tables, nine or ten 
pin alleys, bowling saloons, to grant license and regulate auctions 
and auctioneers, groceries, taverns, victualing houses,.and all persons 
vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors. 

Second, To restrain, regulate and prohibit all descriptions of 
gambling and fraudulent devices and practices, and fdl playing of 
cards, dice, or other games of chance, and for the purpose of gam- 
ing in said city, and to regulate and restrain any persons from 
vending, giving or dealing in spirituous, fermented or vinous liquors, 
unless duly licensed by the city council. 

Third. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, drunkenness, 
or disorderly assemblage in said city. 

Fourth, To compel the owner or occupant of any grocery, 
cellar, tallow-chandler's shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, barn, 
privy, sewer or other unwholesome nauseous house or place, to 
cleanse, remove or abate the same from time to time, as often as 
may be deemed necessary for the health, comfort or convenience of 
the inhabitants of said city. 

Fifth. To direct the location and management of slaughter 
houses and markets, breweries, distilleries, pa\;n-brokers, the 
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storage of gun powder, kerosene oil, or other combustible material 
and to compel the owners or occupants to remove or abate the same. 

Sixth. To prevent the encumbering of streets, sidewalks, lanes, 
alleys or public grounds with carriages, carts, wagons, sleighs, boxes, 
lumber, firewood, posts, awnings or any other materials or substan- 
ces whatever. 

Seventh. To prevent and punish horse-racing, immoderate riding 
or driving in the streets, to compel persons to fasten their horses 
or other animals attached to vehicles or otherwise, while standing 
in the streets; and to regulate places of bathing and swimming in 
the waters within the limits of said city. 

Eighth. To restrain the runnmg at large of cattle, horses, swine, 
sheep, poultry, ducks and geese, and to authorize the distraining 
and sale of the same, and to impose penalties on the owners of such 
animals for violation of the ordinances. 

Ninth. To prevent the running at large of dogs, and to impose 
a tax on the same, and to authorize the destruction of the same in 
a summary manner, when at large contrary to the ordinance. 

Tenth. To prevent any person from bringing, depositing or 
having within said city any putrid carcass, or other unwholesome ^ 

substance, and to require the removal of the same by any person " 

who shall have upon his premises any substance or putrid or un- 
sound beef, pork, fish, hides or skins of any kind, and on default to 
authorize the removal thereof by some competent officer, at the ex- 
pense of such person or persons. 

Eleventh. To make and establish public pounds, pumps, wells, 
cisterns, hydrants and reservoirs, and to establish, contract and 
maintain sewers. 

Twelfth. To establish and regulate boards of health, and provide 
hospitals and hospital grounds. 

Thirteenth. To prevent all persons riding or driving any ox, 
mule, cattle or other animals on the sidewalks, or in any way doing 
any damage to such sidewalks, obstructing or encumbering the 
same. 

Fourteenth. To prevent the shootng of fire-arms or fire-crack- 
ers, and to prevent the exhibtion of any fire-works in any situation 
which may be considered by the city council dangerous to the town 
or anv property therein, or annoying any citizen thereof. { 

Fifteenth. To prevent and punish drunkenness or obscenity in 
the streets or public places of said city. 

Sixteenth. To license and regulate butchers' stalls, shops and 
stands, for the sale of game, poultry, butchers' meat, butter, fish 
and other provisions. 

Seventeenth. To regulate the place and manner of weighing hay 
and selling the same, and the measuring and selling of firewooa, 
coal and lime, and to appoint suitable persons to superinted and 
conduct the same. 

Eighteenth. To compel the owner or occupant of buildings or 
grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the sidewalk, street 
or alley opposite thereto, and to compel such owner or occupant to 
remove from the lot owned or occupied by him, all such substances 
as the board of health shall direct, and on his default, to authorize 
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the removal or destruction thereof by some ofBcer of the city, at thfe 
expense of such owner or occupant. 

Nineteenth, To provide for watchmen and to prescribe their 
number and duties, and regulate the same, and to create and estab- 
lish the police of said city, and to prescribe the number of police 
ofBcers and their duties, and to regulate the same. 

Twentieth. To provide by ordinance for a standard of weights 
and measures, for appointment of a city sealer, and to require ail 
weights and measures to be sealed by the city sealer, and to pro- 
vide for the punishment of the use of false weights and measures, 

Twenty^first. To direct and regulate the planting and preserv- 
ing of ornamental trees in thd streets and public grounds. 

Twenty-second, To remove and abate any nuisance in j urious to the 
public health, and provide for the punishment of all persons who 
shall cause or maintin such nuisances. 

Twenty-third, To remove and abate any nuisance, obstruction, 
encroachment upon the streets, alleys, public grounds, and high- 
ways of the city. 

Twenty-fourth, To do all acts and make all regulations which 
may be necessary or expedient for the preservation of health and 
the suppression of diseases, and make regulations to prevent the 
introduction of contagious or infectious diseases into the city; and 
to make quarantine laws and to enforce the same within the city. 

Twenty-fifth, To restrain and punish mendicants, street beggars 
and prostitutes, and to punish all inmates and visitors of houses of 
ill-fame. 

Twenty-sixth, To organize fire companies, hook and ladder com- 
panies; to regulate their e:overnment and the time and manner of 
their exercises; to provide all necessary apparatus for the extin- 

fuishment of fires; to require owners of buildings to provide and 
eep suitable ladders and fire buckets, which are hereby declared to 
be appurtenances to the real estate and exempt from seizure, dis- 
tress or sale in any manner, and if the owner shall neglect or re- 
fuse to procure suitable ladders or fire buckets after reasonable 
notice, the city council may procure and deliver the same to l^im 
and in default of payment therefor may recover of such owner 
the value of said ladders or fire buckets, or both, with costs of suit; 
to regulate and direct the safe construction of places for the de- 
posit of ashes; to direct the fire wardens to enter into, at reasonable 
times, and examine all dwelling houses, lots, yards, enclosures and 
buildings of every description, in order to discover whether any of 
them are in a dangerous condition, and to cause such as they deem 
dangerous to be put into a safe condition; to regulate the manner 
of putting up stovepipes; to prevent fires and the use fireworks and 
firearms within the limits of said city, or such part thereof as they 
may think proper; to compel the inhabitants of said city to aid in 
extinguishment of fires and to pull, brake down and raze such 
buildings in the vicinity of fires as shall be directed by the city 
council or any three (3) of them who may be at the fire, for the 
purpose of preventing its communication to other buildings, and 
any buildings so destroyed shall be paid for by the corporation; 
to construct and generally to establish other measures of prudence 
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ioT the prevention or extinguishment of fires as they may deem 
projper. 

Twenty^Btventh. Fines, penalties and punishments imposed by 
the city council for the breach of any ordinanec, by-law or regular 
lation of said city, may extend to a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars ($100) or imprisonment not exceeding thirty (30) days, or 
both, and to be fed on bread and water, at the discretion of the 
justice; and offenders against the same may be required to give se- 
jcurity for their good behavior, and to keep the peace for a period 
not exceeding six (6) months, in a sum not exceeding five hundred 
(foOO) dollars. 

Seo. 2. All ordinances, regulations, resolutions and by-laws shall 
be passed by an affirmative vote of a majority of the city council, by 
ayes and noes, and published at least once in the official paper before 
the same shall be in force, and shall be admitted as evidence in any 
court in the State without further proof; they shall be recorded by 
the recorder in books to be provided for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. The power conferred upon the city council to provide 
for the abatement or removal of nuisances shall not bar or hinder 
suits, prosecutions or proceedings in the courts according to law. 
Gambling houses, houses of ill-fame, disorderly taverns and houses J 

or places where spirituous, vinuos or fermented liquors are sold 
without license required therefor, within the limits of said city, are 
hereby declared and shall be deemed public or common nuisances. 

Sec. 4. The city council, shall examine, audit and adjust the ac- 
counts of the recorder, treasurer, justice, and all other officers and 
agents of the town, at such places and times as they may deem 
proper, and also at the end of each year, and before the term for 
which the officers of said city were elected or appointed shall have 
expired. And the citv council shall require each and every such 
officer and agent to exhibit his books, accounts and vouchers for such 
examination and settlement, and if any such officer or agent shall 
refuse to comply with the orders of said council in discharge of 
their said duties, in pursuance of this section, or shall neglect or re- 
fuse to render his accounts or present his books and vouchers to 
said council, or a committee thereof, it shall be the duty of the city 
council to declare the office of such person vacant, and the city 
council shall order suits and proceedings at law against any officer 
or agent of said city who may be found delinquent or defaulting in 
his accounts, or in the discharge of his official duties, and shall 
make a full record of all such settlements and adjustments. 

CHAFfER 3. 

SEonoisr 1. All actions brought to recover any penalty or 
forfeiture under this act or the ordinances, police or health regula- 
tions made in pursuance thereof, shall be brought in the corporate 
name of the city. 

Sec. 2. In all prosecutions for any violation of this act, or -any 
ordinance of the city, the first process shall be by warrant; Provided, 
that no warrant shall be necessary in any case of the arrest or ap« 
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prehension of any person^ or persons while in the act of violating 
any law of the State of Minnesota or ordinance of the city, but the 
person or nersons, so arrested may be proceeded against, tried, con- 
Yicted and punished, or discharged, in the same manner as if the 
arrest had been by warrant. 

Sbc. 3. The constable and other police officers are hereby vested 
with all powers of a sheriff or constable, in the service of writs as 
granted to them by the law of the State, and may pursue into any 
county in this State and take and brin^ back for trial, any offender 
against this act or the ordinance of said city. 

Sec. 4. All ordinances and resolutions heretofore made and es-* 
tablished by the city council of the city of Granite Falls, not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act shall be and remain in force 
until altered, modified or repealed by the city council, after this act 
shall take effect. 

Seo. 5. When any suit or action shall be commenced against 
said city, the service therein shall be made by copy left with the 
recorder of the city. 

Seo. 6. No law of this State contravening the provisions of this 
«ict, shall be considered as repealing, amending or modifying the 
same, unless such purpose be expressly set forth in such law. 

Sec. 7. The sale of intoxicating:, vinous, spirituous, malt or un- 
fermented liquors, within the limits of said city, is hereby declared 
to be under the exclusive control of the city council of said city of 
Granite Falls, except as provided in chapter five (5) of this act, and 
all fines imposed for violation of any law or ordinance, regulating 
such traffic, shall be paid into the treasury of the city for the use 
thereof, in whatever court collected. 

Sec. 8. The city council shall have the power and authority to 
open, lay out and vacate streets and alleys within the limits of said 
city of Granite Falls, which is conferred by the general laws of the 
State upon the board of supervisors of townships, to open, alter, dis- 
continue or lay out roads, and in the matter of opening, laying out 
or vacating streets or alleys, and the assessment of damages; the 
city council shall be governed by and act under the general laws of 
the State, providing for altering, discontinuing and laying out 
roads; and appeals may be taken in the same manner to the county 
commissioners, as appeals are, under the general laws, taken from 
the decisions of township supervisors. 

Sec. 9. The costs and expenses of building, grading, paving or 
repairing sidewalks, shall be, at the option of the city council, 
chargeaole to the luts fronting on saia improvements; whenever 
the city council shall deem it necessary to construct or repair any 
sidewalk in the city of Granite Falls, they may require the street 
commissioner to notify all owners or occupants of any lot or lots, 
or parcels of land adjoining such sidewalk, to construct or repair 
the same at his or their own proper expense and charge, within a 
certain time, designated, by delivering to the owners or occupants 
of said lot or lots or parcels of land, or by the publication in a news- 
paper, printed and published in said cit^, for not less than two (2) 
weeks, of a notice to said owners or occnpants, setting forth what 
work is to be done and the character of tne same, by such owners 
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or occupants and the time within which thej are required to 
do the same. 

Sec. 10. If such work is not done, and the sidewalk not built or re- 
paired in the manner and within the time prescribed, the city council 
may order the same to be done by the street commissioner, at the ex- 
pense of the lots and parcels of land adjoining said sidewalk, 
and said expense shall be assessed upon such lots and parcels of 
land, so chargeable, by the street commissioner, and returned by 
him to the city council; and said assessment, so made and returned, 
if approved by the city council, shall become a lien upon said lots 
and parcels of land, as in case of town, county and State taxes. 
^ Sec. 11. If said assessment be not paid to the street commis- 
sioner, of the city of Oranite Falls, on or before the twentieth (20) 
day of August in any year, the city council shall cause a statement 
of the same, with twenty-five per cent, additional thereto, to be 
transmitted with the city taxes levied for that year, to the auditor 
of the county. 

Sec. 12. The city council may prescribe the width of side- 
walks, and may establish different widths in different locations, and 
may determine the kind of material of which they shall be con- . 

structed, having regard to the business and amount of travel in the ^ 

vicinity of each. 

Seo. 13. All property, real and personal, in the city except 
such as may be exempt by the laws of the State, or is city 
property, shall be subject to taxation, not exceeding two and a 
halt (2^) mills on the dollar per year for general purposes. Such 
property shall also be liable for such specisu taxes as the city coun- 
cil are herein authorized to levy. 

Sec. 14. The city council shall have full power tb order and 
direct the levy and collection, within the limitation prescribed by 
law, ot taxes sufficient to give full effect to the powers herein con- 
ferred. 

Sec. 15. The city council shall have power to provide, by ordi- 
nance for the manner of assessing and enforcing the collection of 
all taxes levied under the provisions of this act, but until express 
provision is made in regard to that subject, all taxes shall be col- 
lected as follows: The recorder shall deliver to the county auditor 
of Yellow Medicine county a certificate signed by him, setting 
forth the amount levied upon every dollar in value of the taxable 
property within the limits of the city of Granite Falls, as incorpo- 
rated by this act, and it thereupon shall become the duty of the said 
auditor to add the amount thus levied to the assessment rolls of the 
year in which such levy was made, and it shall become the duty of 
the county treasurer of said county to collect the amount thus added 
to the assessment roll, and to enforce the collection of the same in 
like manner as any other tax of the said county of Yellow Medi- 
cine, placed in his hands for collection, also all uncollected delin- 
quent taxes, within said corporation including all moneys, in his 
hands arising from the same, and to pay the amount so collected 
to the treasurer of the city of Granite Falls, incorporated by this act. 

Sec. 16. In any action brought to recover any penalty or dama- 
ages under this act, or under any ordinance made by the city council, 
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it shall be sufficient to complain that the defendant is indebted to the 
city to the amount of said penalty or damag<?s and to refer to the 
act or ordinance under which the same is claimed, and to give the 
special matter in evidence under it. All civil cases shall be under 
the control and direction ot the city council; they shall have power 
to settle, compromise or prosecute all such actions on the part of 
the city when such city shall be a party, or be interested in such 
action, and no person shall be an incompetent juror by reason of 
being an inhabitant of said city in an action to which the city shall' 
be a party. 

Sec. 17. In all respects not herein provided for, said city of 
Granite Falls shall be and continue a part of the township of 
Otis. 



CHAPTEH 4. 



Sbotiox 1. The city council shall have power to appoint and at 
their pleasure remove the following officers, to-wit: One (1) chief 
engineer of the fire department, two (2) fire wardens, one (1) pound 
master and one (1) jailor, and they may prescribe their duties and 
fix their compensation under the provisions of this act, and impose 
and enforce in law such penalties as to said city council may seem 
proper, for any malfeasance or improper conduct of any of said 
officers, and may require bonds satisfactory to themselves, for the 
faithful performance of the duties of any of them, or any such of 
them as may be deemed expedient and necessary by said city 
council. 

Seo. 2. The city council shall have power to establish a fire 
limit within the city of Granite Falls and within the fire limit, so es- 
tablished, shall have power to regulate the erection of buildings, 
and provide for all kind of material to be used and to prohibit the use 
of such material in the erection of buildings within said limits as shall 
be deemed by them proper to prevent fires. The city council shall 
have power, within said limits to remove buildings erected in viola- 
tion of any ordinance or by- law passed in pursuance of this act, and 
to punish the violation of the same by fine or imprisonment. 

Sec. 3. The city council shall have power to establish a prison 
for the use of the city of Granite Falls, which shall be used as a 
placa of imprisonment, and in all cases in which imprisonment 
is authorized, or it shall be optional with the justice before whom 
any person is convicted, to commit him or her to the county jail 
used by the county of Yellow Medicine; in such case the commit- 
ment shall be in the same form as nearly as may be, as is pursued 
under the general law in cases of conviction before justices of the 
peace, and the prisoner shall be received and placed in the jail of 
the same as though the conviction had taken place under the 
general laws of the State. The jailor shall receive and detain the 
prisoner in like manner, as though he had been convicted by a 
justice of the peace in and for Yellow Medicine county, under the 
general law of the State.

Seotiok 1. The legal voters of the cit^ of Granite Falls are ( 

hereby authorized to vote upon and determine for themselves the 
question whether license for the sale of intoxicating liquors shall be 
granted in said city of Granite Falls or not. 

Sbo. 2. The recorder of the city of Granite Falls is hereby re- 
quired upon receiving the petition, for that purpose of ten (10) or 
more legal voters of said city, at any time not less than twenty (20) 
days beiore any annual charter election of said city, to give notice that 
the question of granting license for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in said city of Granite Falls shall be submitted to the legal voters 
thereof, which question shall be determined by ballots containing 
the words "In favor of license" or "Against license" as the case 
may be; the votes upon said question shall be deposited in a box by 
themselves, and shall be taken, canvassed and returned in the same 
manner as is prescribed by law for canvassing and returning the 
votes for the elective officers of said city, and if such returns show 
that a majority of the votes cast at said election on said question 
shall be against lieenpe, no license for the sale of intoxicating ^ 

liquors in said city shall be granted by the said city council of said 
city or board of county commissioners of Yellow Medicine county. I 

Sec. 3. Whoever sells, barters, or disposes of, under any pretext j 

or in manner whatever, any spirituous, vinous, fermented or malt 
liquors in less quantities than five (5) gallons, within the corporate 
limits of said city of Granite Falls, without first having obtained 
license therefor agreeable to the provisions of this act, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon conviction thereof in any 
court having jurisdiction of the same, be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred ($100) dollars nor less than twenty-five ($25.00) 
dollars with costs of prosecution for each oflfense, or by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not less than thirty (30) nor more than 
ninety (90) days, or until such fine and costs are paid; Provided, 
that the penalties imposed by this act may be enforced by indict- 
ment and trial in the district court 'for said Yellow Medicine 
county, or by complaint and trial before any justice of the peace 
holding his office within the corporate limits of said cit^ of Granite 
Falls, and provided further, that nothing in this act contamed shall be 
so construed as to prevent or prohibit the city council of said city 
so from issuing license to regular dealers in drugs and medicines for 
the sale of spirituous, vinous and fermented liquors for medicinal 
and mechanical purposes; but any such dealer in dru^s and medi- 
cines may be prosecuted and convicted under the provisions of this 
act, for selling or disposing of any auch liquors for any other than 
medicinal and mechanical purposes. 

Seo. 4. The city council shall have power to fix the amount to 
be paid for license for sale of spiritous liquors, at not less than one 
hundred ($100) dollars nor more than five hundred ($500) dollars, 
and for malt liquors, for not less than fifty ($50) dollars and not 
more than two hundred ($200) dollars, and for a drug store license 
for the sale of liquors for medicinal and mechanical purposes, not 
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more than ($100^ hundred dollars nor less than twenty^fire ($25) 
dollars; Providea, that when any person shall have a license to self 
intoxicating liquors it shall embrace the riffht to sell malt liquors; 

Sec. 2. This act is hereby declared a public act and need not be 
pleaded or proved in any courfc of this State. 

Seo. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 2. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF WARREN. MARSHALL 

COUNIY, STATE OF MINNESOTA. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Seotiok 1. That all of the east half (i) of the southwest quarter 
(i) also the west half (i) of the southeast quarter (i) of section 
thirty-six (86), township one hundred and fifty-iSve (15.5), range 
forty-eight (48), in the county of Marshall and State of Minnesota, 
is hereby set apart and incorporated as the village of Warren, and 
the people now inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter inhabit the 
district of country herein described, shall be a municipal corporation 
by the name of the village of Warren, and shall have all the 
powers possessed by municipal corporations at common law, and 
in addition thereto, shall possess all the powers and privileges 
granted by chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the gen- 
eral laws approved March fourth (4th), A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five (1875), entitled an act to provide for the 
organization of villages in the State of Minnesota. 

Sec. 2. That James P. Nelson, Ethan Allen and J. C. McCrea, 
are hereby designated. [asj commissioners tocariy out the provisions 
of section nine (9) of said chapter, and the secretary of State is 
hereby directed to notify said commissioners of the passage of this 
act, 

Seo. 3. That in lieu of electing "one (1) village constable," as 
provided in chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the 
general laws of the year A. D. one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-five (1875), the village council be, and they are hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to appoint a village marshal 
and assistant marshal, who shall hold their offices at the pleasure 
of the council, and whose duties in addition to those now prescribed 
by law for village constables, shall be prescribed by the village 
•ouncil of said village^ and who shall receive in addition to the fees 
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now allowed by law to village constables, such per diem, as the 
Tillage council may ordain and such marshal and assistant marshal 
shall qualify in the same way, and shall have all the powers, 
rights and authority of village constables and shall be subject and 
liable to the general laws pertaining to the powers and duties of 
village constables in this State. 

Sbg. 4, That two (2) justices of the peace instead of one (1) 
shall be elected as provided for in said chapter one hundred and 
thirty-nine (139) of the general laws of the year A. D. one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), and said justices shall 
have sole and exclusive jurisdiction of all suits, prosecutions and 
proceedings for the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or penalty under 
any by-law, ordinance or regulation of said village. All prosecu- 
tions for assault, batteries and affravs ^not indictable, and for a 
breach or violation of any by-law, ordinance or regulation of said 
village, shall be commenced in the name of the village of Warren, 
and the same proceedings shall be had as are required Inr law in 
criminal cases tried before justices of the peace, and all nnes im- 
posed or collected in such cases, and in all cases tried before said 
justices for any violation of law committed within said village, shall 
accrue to the benefit of said village, j^ovided^ that an appeal from 
any judgment or decision of said justices shall be allowed as now 
provided by law for appeals from judgments rendered by justices of 
the peace. 

Seo. 5. That in all actions or proceedings arising or growing 
out of this chapter, or said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine 
(139) of the general laws of the year A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five (1875), or out of, or under any ordinance, 
by-law or regulation of the said village council, all processes issued 
by said village justices shall be directed ^^to the marshal or assis- 
tant marshal of Warren." 

Sec. 6. That in addition to the general powers conferred by the 
said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139), the village council 
shall have power: 

First To prescribe such additional duties for the o£Scers of said 
village as they may by ordinance direct. 

Second. To appoint such additional o£Scer8 for said village as 
may be necessary therefor. 

Third. To prevent the obstruction of public streets, and public 
grounds. 

Fourth. To provide for the compensation of the oflScers of said 
village, provided, that no member of said village council shall re- 
ceive any pay or fee, except the village recorder. 

Fifth. To provide for the publication in a newspaper published 
in said county, of notices and ordinances. 

Sixth. To prevent and punish all indecent and disorderly con- 
duct. 

Sec. 7. The village council of said village may cause to be es- 
tablished from time to time, and as rapidly as the convenience of 
the inhabitants may require, the grades of all streets, sidewalks and 
alleys in said village, and it shall cause accurate profiles thereof to 
be made and kept in*the o£Sce of the village recorder, and all grad- 
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ing of streets and alleys which the said council shall order by ordi- 
nance, by-law or resolution, shall be at the expense of the property 
benefited thereby, to the extent of such benefits, the same to be 
determined by a commission appointed by«the council and the re- 
mainder to be paid out of the general fund. A.ny person feeling 
himself aggrieved by the award of the commissioner, may appeal to 
the district court of the said county of Marshall, provided^ that 
said appeal shall be taken within thirty (30) days after the said 
award is filed in the office of the village recorder, written notice of 
such appeal shall be served upon the village recorder or president 
of the council. 

Sko. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 3. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF BUFFALO, WRIGHT 

COUNTY. STATE OF MINNESOTA. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Skotion 1. That the following described territory in the county 
of Wright, State of Minnesota, to- wit: The northeast quarter (i) 
and the southeast quarter (i), also lot one (1) of section tnirtv (30) 
and the north half (i) of the northeast quarter (i) of section tnirty- 
one (31), all in township one hundred and twenty (120), range 
twenty-five (25), in the county of Wright, State of Minne- 
sota, be and the same is hereby set apart for incorporation and the 
same is hereby incorporated under the corporate name and style of 
the ''village of Buffalo,^^ to be organized pursuant to chapter one 
hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the general laws of one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-five (1875) and the amendments thereto. 

Sko. 2. That Worth W. Brasie, C. E. Oakley and S. R. Wells 
are hereby designated as the persons who shall give the proper 
notice of and for a meeting of the legal voters of said territory to 
organize said village and elect officers pursuant to the provisions of 
section nine (9) of chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the

Sec. 3. In addition to the general powers conferred by said 
chapter, the village council of said village shall also have power: 

First. To provide for the planting of shade and ornamental 
trees along the streets, alleys and public grounds in said village. 
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Second. To provide by ordinance for the compensation of the 
members of the Tillage council and other o£Scers. 

Third. To provide and direct that all ordinances may be posted 
in three (3) of the most public places in said village pursuant to 
section six (6) of said chapter. Provided however^ If there shall be 
a newspaper or newspapers published in said village, then all ordl- 
nances shall be published in at least one oi said newspapers. 

Sbg 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 4. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF WACONIA, IN THE 
COUNTY OP CARVER, AND TO CONFER CERTAIN POWERS UPON 
THE COUNCIL OF SAID VILLAGE AND THE ELECTORS THEREOF. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That the following described territory in the county 
of Carver and State of Minnesota, to- wit: Lots No. one (1) and 
two (2) of section No. thirteen (13) and lot No. eight (8) of section 
fourteen (14), all in township one hundred and sixteen (116), range 
twenty-five (25) be and the same is hereby set apart for incorpo- 
ration as a village, under and pursuant to chapter one hundred and 
thirty-nine (139) of the General Laws of one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-five (1875), and the inhabitants thereof are hereby 
authorized to organize such Village in the manner and form as pro- 
vided in said chapter, and shall thereupon be endowed with all the 
powers, rights and duties mentioned in and conferred by said 
chapter. 

Sec, 2. The name of such municipal corporation, shall be the 
village of Waconia. 

Sec, 3. The council of said village shall have the exclusive power 
to license persons vending, dealing in or disposing of spirituous, 
vinous, malt or fermented liquor within the limits of said village, 
and persons so licensed shall not be required to obtain a license 
from the board of County Commissioners of said county of Carver. 
Provided^ the person so obtaining such license shall comply with 
all the requirements of the General Laws of the State of Minne- 
sota, relating to the sale of intoxicating, spirituous, vinous, malt 
or fermented liquors, and be subject to all the penalties provided 
therein for violating the laws of this State relating thereto, and 
provided^ that no license shall be granted for a less sum than 
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wentv-fire ($25) dollars nor a ereaier sum than two hundred 
($200) dollars, at the discretion of the village council of said Tillage, 
and provided further^ that the bond required by the general laws 
of the State to be ^ren by persons obtaining license to vend and 
deal in spirituous liquors, shall run to and in case of default be 

i)ayable to said village council, and provided further^ that all 
icenses granted by said village council shall expire on the second 
(2) Tuesday of January of each year. 

Sec. 4. AH the provisions of said chapter one hundred and 
thirt3'-nine (139) of the general laws for the year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), shall apply to and be in force 
in said village, except as herein otherwise provided, and in addi- 
tion to the powers so conferred, said village council shall have 
power: 

First. To perscribe such additional duties for the officers of such 
village as they may by ordinance direct. 

Second, To appoint such additional special officers for said vil- 
lage as they may deem necessary therefor. 

Third. To provide ior the publication in a newspaper of ordi- 
nances, by-laws and resolutions of said village council. 

Fourth. To provide compensation for the officers of said village. 

Fijth. To direct the street commissioner or road master of said 
village to expend highway labor, and taxes raised for road purposes, 
at any points within or beyond the limits of said village. ^ 

Sec. 5. Andrew F. Schultz, Albert Kohler and Benedict Meiser, 
are hereby designated as the persons to carry ^ut the provisions of 
said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) in relation to the 
organization of said village, and the first election of officers thereof, 
and the secretary of State is hereby directed to issue his official 
notification of the passage of said act to said persons. 

Seo. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

COUNTY OF BENTON, MINNESOTA. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section" 1. That the following described territory in the county 
of Benton, State of Minnesota, to-wit: Lot three (3) in section 
fifteen (15), township thirty-six (36), north of range thirty-one (3 J)

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west; all of sections twenty-two (22), twenty-three (23), twenty 
four (24), twpnty-five (25), twenty-six (26), thirty-five (35) and 
thirty- six (36), township thirty-six (36) north of range thirty-one

the village of Sauk Rapids, under and subject to the provisions of

A. J. Demules, B. K. Knowlton and Erasmus Cross, are 
hereby appointed commissioners to act under section nine (9) of 
said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the general laws 
of the year one thousand eight hundred and seyenty-five (1875), to 
call and give notice of the first election ; to organize and elect 
officers as in said section nine (9) provided; and the secretary of 
State is herehy directed to issue his official notification of this act 
to said persons. 

Sec. 8. That in lieu of electing three (3) trustees as provided in 
said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the general laws 
of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), the electors 
of the village of Sauk Rapids shall elect one trustee only, and that 
the president, trustee and recorder shall constitute the village 
council, and that in lieu of electing one village constable as pro- 
vided in said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the gen- 
eral laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), 
the village council of said village of Sauk Rapids shall be and are 
hereby empowered, authorized and directed to appoint a village 
marshal, wbo i»hali hold his office at the pleasure of the village 
council and shall receive in addition to the fees now allowed to the 
village constable, such fees or per diem as the village council may- 
ordain.

Sec. 4. In addition to the general powers conferred by the said

Fi?*8t. To provide additional duties for the officers of said vil- 
lage as they may by ordinance direct.

Third, In case of a vacancy in the office of the justice of the 
peace, to fill the same by appointment, by a majority of said village

Fourth, To provide for the compensation of the officers of said 
village. Provided, that no member of the said village council shall 
receive per diem or fees to exceed twenty-five ($25) dollars in any 
one year, except the recorder of said village. 

Sec. 5. That the recorder shall be the recording officer of said 
village and said village council. He shall have the custody of the 
seal of said corporation, if any, and of all records of said village not 
necessarily appertaining to the other officers of said village. He 
shall receive all moneys payable to said corporation, receive al4 
fines collected by the justice of the peace or marshal of said village, 
and pay the same over to the treasurer of said village,-chargin^ him 
therewith and taking his receipt therefor.

Provided, that nothing herein contained shall in any- 
wise change, alter or affect the township organization of the' town- 
ship of Sauk Rapids, except as provided in said chapter one 
hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the general laws of one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), and that said village shall 
continue to be a part of said towaship of Sauk Rapids, and the said 
township shall be as heretofore, one election district for all pur- 
poses not in conflict with the provisions of this act.

That all of the northeast quarter of section twenty- 
five (25), and the south half of the southeast quarter of section 
twenty-four (24) in township one hundred and thirty-seven (187) in 
range forty-six (46), and the west half of the northwest quarter of 
section thirty (30) in township one hundred and thirty-seyen (137) 
in range forty-five (45) in Clay county, be and the same is hereby 
set apurt for incorporation as the village of Bamesville, under and 
pursuant to chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the Gen- 
eral Laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875) 
and the amendments thereto. 

^ Seo. 2. The village council of said village shall have the exclu- 
sive right to license persons vending, dealing in or disposing of 
spirituous, vinous, malt or fermented liquors, within the limits of 
said villa£;e; and persons so licensed shall not be required to obtain 
a license from the board of county commissioners of said county of 
Glav; Provided^ The person so obtaining such license shall comply 
with all the requirements of the General Laws of the State of Min- 
nesota relating to the sale of spirituous, vinous, malt, or fermented 
liquors, and l^ subject to all the penalties provided therein for the 
violating the same; Provided^ further^ No license shall be granted 
for a less sum than twenty-five dollars nor a greater sum than two 
hundred dollars, in the discretion of the viHage council of said vil- 
lage. The money received for suchllicense shall be paid to the 
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treasurer of said village, and be used t defray the expenses thereof 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall sell, barter, or in any manner dis- 
pose of to others, any spirituous, vinous, malt, or fermented or in- 
toxicating liquors within the limits of said village, without first 
obtaining a license therefor, as provided in this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by fine not exceeding one nundred dollars nor less than twenty- 
five dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail of said county of 
Clay for a period not exceeding ninety days. 

Sec. 4. In all respects not herein provided for, said village shall 
be and remain a part of the town ot Barnesville. 

Sec. 5. F. Mackenroth, John Marth and L. H. Colby are hereby 
designated as persons who shall give notice of and for a meeting of 
the legal voters of said territory, to organize said village, and elect 
oflBcers, pursuant to the General Laws aforesaid.

Section No. fifteen (15), township No. one hundred and twenty- 
two (122) north of range No. forty (40), is hereby set apart for in- 
corporation as the village of Glontarf, under and pursuant to the 
provision of chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the Gen- 
eral Laws of Minnesota, of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-five (1875) and the several acts amendatory therrof. 

Sbc. 2. The following named persons are hereby designated to 
receive the notice, perform the acts and post the notices of election, 
as provided in section No. nine (9) of the said chapter one hundred 
and thirty-nine (139) of the General Laws of Minnesota, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-five (1876): Frank GoUon, G. J. 
Molan and J. L. Green. 

Sbc. 3. Upon the completion of the organization authorized by 
this act, the said above described territory shall be and continue the 
village of Glontarf, and the inhabitants (thereof shall be iai coii- 
stitute) a municipal corporation witb all rights, powers and prjivi- 
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leges conferred upon such corporations by that certain act of the 
Legislature of the State of Minnesota approved March fourth (4), 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), entitled, '*An 
Act to incorporate villages in the State of Minnesota,*^ and the 
several acts amendatory thereof. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be a public act, and need not be pleaded 
or proven in any court of this State.

CHAPTER 15. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OP AVOCA. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Sbotion 1. All that part of the township of Lime Lake, in the 
county of Murray and State of Minnesota, hereinafter described, 
shall be known and constitute the village of Avoca, and as such 
corporation shall have all tne powers generally* possessed by muni- 
cipal corporations at common law and in addition thereto shall pos- 
sess the powers hereinafter granted, and by that name sue and be 
sued, make contracts, purchase, take and hold real and personal 
estate, and have a corporate^ seal, alter..ble at pleasure. Every 
grant and devise of lands or right or transfer of property which has 
been or may be made for the benefit of its inhabitants shall have 
the same effect as if made to the village by name. 

Sbo. 2. The territory included in said village o^ Avoca shall be 
the north-west quarter of section thirty-four (34), and the north- 
east quarter and the east half of the northwest quarter of section 
thirty-three (33), the south-west quarter and the south half of the 
northwest quarter of section twenty-seven (27), and the southeast 
quarter and the east half of the sou^'hwest quarter of section twen- 
ty-eight (28), all in township one hundred and six (106), range 
forty (40), situate in the county of Murray and State of Minnesota, 
which shall be known as the village site of Avoca in the county of 
Murray. 

Sec. 3. The government of said corporation and the manage- 
ment of all its municipal concerns shall be vested in one (1) presi- 
dent and three (3) trustees, one (1) treasurer, one (L) justice of the 
peace, one (1) assessor, one (1) constable, one (1) clerk, who shall 
*l)« residents of said village. The president, trustees, treasurer, jus- 
tice of the peace and constable shall be elected by the quahfied 
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Yoters of the village. The assessor and clerk of said village shall 
be appointed by the president and trustees of said village, and majr 
be removed at anv time by said president and trustees. The presi- 
dent, trustees ana treasurer shall hold their o£Bce for one (1) year 
and the justice of the peace and constable for two (2) years, and 
until their successor is elected and qualified. The president ajid 
trustees may fill by appointment any vacancy in any village office. 

Sag. 4. The village Justice shall have sole and exclusive jurisdic- 
tion to hear all complaints and conduct all examinations and trials 
in cases arising under any of the ordinances of said village, and in 
all cases in which said village is a party and shall also have the 
same powers and authority as other justices of the peace of the 
county in all respects, and is entitled to the same fees. Provided, 
the defendant has the right of appeal in all cases from a judgment 
rendered against him ror violating any of the provisions of this 
charter or any of its ordinances to the same extent as allowed from 
judgments rendered by justices of the peace under and by virtue of 
the statutes of the State of Minnosota. 

Sec. 5. There shall be an annual election held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in April in each year, at which the 
electors of said village qualified to vote at town elections may elect 
by ballot and plurality of votes, the president, trustees, treasurer, 
justice of the peace and constable of said village. The president 
and trustees of said village shall act as judges of election, but in 
case of absence of either of them any qualified voter of said village 
may be selected by the voters present, to act as such judges. At 
all village elections held under this act the polls shall be opened at 
one (1) o^clock in the afternoon and continue open until four (4) 
o'clock in the afternoon of the same day, and the election shall oe 
by ballot and shall be conducted and governed in the same manner 
as far as may be, as township elections. The village clerk shall 
give a notice of such elections, similar to that required "by township 
elections. Provided, that any failure to give the notice aforesaia 
shall not in any manner invalidate any election. Special elections 
may be called at any time by the president and trustees or a ma- 
joritv of them, on the petition of five (5) freeholders of said village, 
and by giving the notice above required, stating the object of said 
election. The first election under this act shall be held on the first 
Monday in January, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
two (1882), and Edwin McMillan, T. O'Leary and A. H. Drucke or 
any two of them shall act as judges of said election, and shall ^ve 
ten (10) days notice of the time and place of holding said election, 
by posting up notices thereof in three (3) public places in said vil- 
lage. They shall canvass the votes ana give certificates of election 
to those receiving the highest number ot votes. 

Seo. 6. The said village of Avoca, as defined by this act, and the 
remaining portion of the township of Lime Lake outside of said 
village, shall for general election and township election purposes 
constitute as heretofore an election district of Murray county, and 
the officers of the said township of Lime Lake shall conduct such 
elections and make returns thereof as prescribed bv the laws of the 
State, and the said township of Lime Lake may hold their township 
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elections within the corporate limits of the village of Avoca if said 
township shall desire so to do, and any of the officers elected at the 
township election of said township of Lime 'Lake may reside in and 
execute the duties of their office in said village of Avoca. 

Sec. 7. All officers of said villafi^e shall enter upon the duties of 
their respective offices within ten (10) davs after their election or 
appointment, otherwise the office shall be vacant. The justice of 
the peace, the treasurer, assessor, constable and clerk shall respect- 
ively possess all the powers, enjoy all the rights, and be subject to 
the same liabilities, rules, laws and fees, as far as the same may 
apply, as such township officers are by the general laws of the State, 
and their official bonds shall run to the president and trustees of 
said village. Provided^ That the president and trustees of said vil- 
lage shall receive no compensation for their services. The president 
shall preside at all meetings of the trustees and president, and sign 
all orders, commissions, licenses and permits granted by said presi- 
dent and trustees, which shall also be attested by the clerk, and no 
money shall be paid out of the Treasury of said village except by 
the affirmative vote of the president and trustees, or a majority of 
them, and upon a written or printed order signed by the president 
and clerk. The treasurer of said village shall give to the president 
and trustees an official bond for such an amount as the president 
and trustees may require, he shall receive and pay out all moneys 
belonging to said village, and shall keep a just and true account of 
all moneys and other things coming into his hands as such treas- 
urer, in a book to be provided by the president and trustees for 
that purpose, which book shall remain the property of the village ; 
he shall settle with the president and trustees at the end of every 
year, and oftener it required by them. It shall be the duty of the 
constable to suppress all riots, disturbances and breaches of the 
peace, and to arrest all drunken or disorderly persons in said village, 
and for this purpose he shall have the power and authority of the 
sheriff of anv county of the state. 

Seo. 8. A majority of the trustees, including the president, shall 
be a quorum for the transaction of business. They shall appoint a 
clerk, assessor, and such other officers as the^ may deem necessary, 
and prescribe by-laws for the use of such officers when not defined 
by law. The president and trustees may enact ordinances and by- 
laws for all purposes contemplated by this act, and may affix pen- 
alties for violating the same and they shall have the force of law, 
but before they shall become law they shall be signed by the presi- 
dent and clerk and published in a newspaper printed in said county 
and posted up in a public place in said village ten (10^ days, and 
shall be filed and recorded by the clerk. The style of all ordinances 
of said village shall be, ^The President and Trustees of the village 
of Avoca do ordain as follows." 

The president and trustees shall have exclusive power, 

First. To prevent or to license and regulate within the corpo- 
rate limits of said village according to law or ordinance or both, the 
selling or vending or dealing in any manner in vinous, spirituous, 
malt, termented or intoxicatiug liquors or drinks. 

Second. To license and regulate the exhibition of common 
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Bhowmen or shows of any kind, or the exhibition of any caravan, 
circus, theatrical, or slight of hand performances; to license and 
regulate billiard tables, ten pin alleys, or other ball alleys; to 
license and regulate auctioneers and peddlers, venders of gunpowder 
and to revoke any such licenses. All money received lor any such 
liceuMC and from all other sources shall be paid to the treasurer of 
said village for its use. Provided that in no instance shall the sum 
to be paid for any such license be less than the amount fixed and pro- 
vided by the laws of this state when the same is established by law. 

Third. To restrain and prohibit every description of gaming 
with cards or. otherwise and to authorize destruction of all instru- 
ments used for the purpose of gamine. 

Fourth. To prevent any riots or disorderly assemblages and to 
suppress and restrain disorderly houses, groceries, saloons or houses 
of ill fame. 

Fifth. To direct the location and management of slaughter- 
houses and markets, the storage ot gunpowder or other comousti- 
ble material and to compel the owner or occupant of any cellar, 
tallow chandler shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, bam, privy, 
sewer or any unwholesome house or place to cleanse, remove or 
abate the same. 

tiixth. To prevent the encumbering of streets, sidewalks, public 
grounds and alleys and to define the same and to prevent racing or 
immoderate driving or riding on the same, also to prevent injury of 
the same or any public property in the village. 

Seventh. To restrain the running at large of horses, cattle, 
mules, swine and sheep, and to authorize the distraining, impound- 
ing and sale of the same, and also to prevent the ruunmg at large 
of dogs, to make and establish a pound and appoint a poundmaster, 
to compel the setting out and to keep growing of shade trees by lot 
owners in front of their premises, and to protect shade and orna- 
mental trees in the streets and alleys and public grounds, and to 
compel the owner and occupants of buildings to remove snow, dirt 
or rubbish from sidewalks, streets or alleys opposite thereto. 

Eighth. To authorize fire companies and hook and ladder com- 
panies and to regulate their government, to restrain drunkards, im- 
moderate drinking or obscenity in the streets and to punish all 
persons guilty of the same, to lease, purchase or erect all buildings 
necessary for the use of said village as a municipal corporation to 
tax every male resident of said village, over twenty-one (21) and 
under fifty (50) yeais of age two (2) days labor, or in lieu thereof 
three dollars (|3) per annum to be applied on roads, streets and 
alleys in said village; to make, keep open and in repair, grade, im- 
prove, lay out, alter, widen, vacate or discontinue roads, streets, al- 
leys, sewers and sidewalks in said village: to establish and main- 
tain pumps, cisterns, reservoirs and drains in said village, and 
purchase and hold any lands necessarv for the purposes herein 
named; to prescribe the limits within which wooden buildings may 
be erected or repaired; to prevent the dangerous construction or 
continuance of chimneys, fireplaces, stove-pipes, and cause the same 
to be removed or made safe. 

Seo. 9. Any peace officer may and it shall be the duty of the 
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constable to arrest without Varrant any person found in a state of 
intoxication, or who shall be guilty of immoderate drinking, im- 
proper revelinp^, obscenity, boisterous or disorderly conduct m the 
streets or public places, and to take such person or persons forth- 
with before the justice of the peace who has an office in said viflage, 
or keep them until they become sober in confinement, or until such 
time until such justice can reasonably hear and dispose of such 
offender. 

Sec. 10. The president and trustees shall on the annual election 
day, make an accurate statement of the finances of the village at 
that date, including all debts and liabilities, and the means and 
assets to discharge the same; which statement shall be read to the 
electors present, and recorded for the inspection of all persons. 

Sbo. 11. The village of Avoca shall constitute one road district, 
and the highway labor and taxes shall belong to the general fund, 
and the president and trustees shall appoint one overseer of said 
road district, and they shall issue a warrant to him containing the 
whole amount of highway labor and taxes assessed and levied in his 
district; which said warrant shall be returned to the village clerk. 
The laws ot the State shall apply to warning, working, sueing for 
and collecting the highway taxes, and to returning delinquent taxes; 
and in all respects, except as herein expressly provided, the presi- 
dent and trustees shall have full power to direct the overseer when 
where and how to expend such labor and tax, and to remove him, 
and may direct him to expend the labor in the manner to be directed 
by them, at any point beyond the limits of the village; and the 
president and trustees shall perform the duties imposed by law upon 
the supervisors of {owns, in levying highway taxes, and shall be 
governed and restricted in the amount so levied by the same law 
applicable to supervisors of towns in levying highway labor and 
taxes. 

Seo. 12. PenaUies and forfeitures shall be sued for by the presi- 
dent and trustees in the name of the village of Avoca, and shall be- 
long to said village. The expense of opening and grading new 
streets, and of paving, or repairing, building and maintaining side- 
walks on streets or alleys, may be chargeable to the lots fronting on 
such improvements, or paid in whole or in part from the general 
fund, at the discretion of the village president and trustees. 

Sso. 13. All property both real and personal, in the village, ex- 
cept such as may be exempt by the laws of the State or as village 
property, shall be subject to taxation not exceeding five (5) miUs 
on the dollar for any one year for general purposes; and sucn pro- 
perty shall also be liable for such special taxes as the president and 
trustees may levy in pursuance of law. And the president and 
trustees may levy a tax upon the taxable property of said village 
when authorized by a majority vote of all the legal voters of said 
village, not exceeding ten (10) mills on the dollar valuation for any 
one year, to be used for such purposes as a majority of the voters of 
said village may direct. 

Seo. 14. The president and trustees shall report to the auditor 
of Murray county, by October fiist of each year, the amount of gen- 
eral and special taxes levied upon any of the lots or portions of lots 
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or portions of said village, and it shall be the duty of the coanty 
auditor to insert such taxes in the assessment roll of said village of 
Avoca, and the same shall be collected by the county treasurer or 
returned by him as delinquent; and all proceedings in relation 
thereto, including the selling, conveying and redeeming property 
shall be the same as in proce^ings on account of other taxes under 
the laws of the State. 

Sec. 15. The damages sustained by reason of the laying out, 
opening or altering of any road, street or alley, may be determined 
in the same manner as the laying out of a road in a town, under the 
laws of the State, except the village clerk is substituted for the 
town clerk, and the president and trustees for the supervisors. 

Sec. 16. All actions brought to recover any penalty, sum of 
money, or for forfeiture under this act or the ordinances or by-laws 
made by the president and trustees, shall be brought in the corpo- 
rate name of the village, and it shall be proper to complain that the 
defendant is indebted lor the amount of such penalty or damage, 
and refer to the act or by-law under which the same is claimed, and 
to give special matter in evidence under it; and all civil actions shall 
be under the direction and control of the president and trustees, and 
they shall have power to settle, compromise, prosecute and defend 
all such actions on the part of the village. 

In actions against such village, service of process shall be on the 
president of said village, and the village shall have the right of 
appeal as individuals have. 

DEC. 17. Such actions may be commenced in the District Court 
or before any justice of the peace in the county of Murray, without 
being required to give security for costs in any such action, and in 
no case shall judgment be rendered against said village for costs in 
criminal actions, and no person shall be an incompetent judge, 
justice, or juror, by reason of being an inhabitant of said village, in 
an action to which said village shall be a party. Every execution 
issued upon any judgment recovered therein for any penalty, or for 
violating any of the provisions of this act, or any ordinance or by- 
law made by virtue thereof, may contain a clause directing that m 
event of the non-payment of the judgment, the imprisonment of the 
defendant in the county jail of said Murray county not exceeding 
thirty (30) days, if the damage or penalty recovered by such judg- 
ment shall be ten (10) dollars or less, and not exceeding sixty (60) 
days if such damage or penalty exceed that sum; and the sherifp of 
Murray county shall receive and take charge of such defendant 
committed to said jail. All penalties and judgments shall be paid 
into the village treasury. 

SsG. 18. It shall be lawful for all the legally qualified voters of 
said village residing within its corporate limits as hereinbefore de- 
scribed, to meet at the Lincoln Hotel in said village on the first 
Monday of January, A. D., 1882, at one (1) o'clock in the afternoon 
of that day, to choose viva voce, two (2) Judges and one (1) Clerk 
of election and the election shall be conducted, at said election the 
electors shall vote for or against this act of incorporation, and a 
majority of the votes cast shall decide and be conclusive in receiving 
or rejecting the same. 
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Sec. 19. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage, except that the same shall not go in effect in said vil- 
lage until its adoption by the legal voters residing within the corpo- 
rate limits of said village of Avoca.

CHAPTER 16. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF PULDA. IN MURRAY 

COUNTY. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That all that territory lituate, lying and being in 
the county of Murray, State of Minnesota, and described as follows, 
to-wit: The west half (i) of section twenty-five (25) and the east 
half (i) of section twenty-six (26), in township one hundred and 
five (l05) north, of range forty (40), in the township of Bondin in 
said Murray county be and the same is hereby set apart for an in- 
corporation and incorporated as a village under the corporate name 
and style ot the village of Fulda, to be organized pursuant to 
chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the general laws of 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), and the sev- 
eral acts of the Legislature amendatory thereof. 

Sec. 2. That in addition to the officers to be elected under the 
general law, the said village may elect an assessor, who shall receive 
the same paV as township assessors. 

Sec. 3. That Wm. M. Davis, B. W. WootslencroflF and John G. 
Bnrke, are h»^reby appointed as the persons to act under section 
nine (9) of said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the 
general laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875) 
and acts amendatory thereof, to call and give notice of the first 
election thereof. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect ...nd be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 17. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OP BRANDON, DOUGLAS 

COUNTY. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Seotiok 1. That the following described territory in the county 
of Douglas, State of Minnesota, to- wit: The south-west quarter of 
the section number twenty-one (21), township number one hundred 
and twenty-nine (129) of range number thirty-nine (39), be and the 
same is hereby set apart, constituted and incorporated as the village 
of Brandon, under and subject to the provision of chapter one hun- | 

dred and thirty-nine (139) of the General Laws oi eighteen hundred 
and seventy-five (1875), and the inhabitants of said territory shall j 

form and constitute a municipal corporation, and shall have the 
powers possessed by municipal corporations at common lawtoeeth- 1 

er with the powers granted and conferred by said chapter one nun- - 

dred and thirty-nine (139) (ff the General Laws of one tnousand eight 
hundred seventy-rfive (1876). 

Seo. 2. Martin Stowe, Halvor Engerman and Enud Knudson 
are hereby appointed as persons to act under section nine (9) of 
said chapter one hundred and thirty-nine (139) of the General Laws 
of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), to call and 
give notice of the first election in said village. 

At such election the question of incorporation under the provis- 
ions of this chapter shall be submitted to a vote of the electors re- 
siding in said territory, and each elector may deposit a ballot on 
which, may be printed or written, or partly printed and partly 
written, the words, "in favor of incorporation," or, "against incor- 
poration," which votes shall be canvassed in the same manner as 
other votes cast at such election, and if a majority of the votes so 
cast shall be in favor of incorporation, then said territory shall be 
taken and considered as being incorporated under said chapter; and 
if a majority of such votes should be against such incorporation then 
in that event such territory shall not be incorporated. 

Sec. 3. That the village Council shall not have any power or 
authority under this act to grant or issue license to any person or 
persons for the purpose of vending, dealing in or disposing of spirit- 
nous, vinous, malt or fermented Kquors, until such power and au- 
thority shall first be given them by vote of a majority of the legal 
voters of the township of Brandon, voting at any regular or special 
meeting of the township of Brandon to vote upon that question. 
That due and legal notice of such meeting or meetings shall be 
given by the Supervisors of the said town of Brandon by posting 
notices in at least three (3) public places in said township at least 
ten (10) days before the same is held, that the purpose for which 
such meeting is Held shall be clearly stated in such notices, and if 
the village Council are by such vote authorized to issue license as 
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aforesaid, then they shall fix the license at not less than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500). 

Sbo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage'

CHAPTER 18. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE CITY OF BRAINERD IN JRO W WING 

COUNTY. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota* 

CHAPTER 1. 

Seotion 1. All that part of the county of Crow Wing contained 
within the limits and bouodaries hereinafter described shall be a 
city by the name of Brainerd, and the people now inhabiting and 
those who shall hereafter inhabit wifchin the district of country 
hereinafter described shall be a municipaL corporation by the name 
of Brainerd, and shall have the general powers possessed by munic- 
ipal corporations at common law, and in addition thereto shall pos- 
sess the powers hereinafter specifically granted, and the authorities 
thereof shall have perpetual succession; shall be capable of con- 
tracting and being contracted with; of suing and being sued; plead- 
ing and being impleaded in all courts of law and equity, and shall 
have- a common seal and may change and alter the same at pleasure. 

Sbg. 2. That the territory included within the following boun- 
daries and limits shall constitute the city of Brainerd, viz.: The 
west half of sections niaeteen (19) and thirty (30) in township 
forty-five (45) of range thirty (30), and all of fractional township 
forty-five (45) of range thirty-one (31) west of the .fifth principal 
meridian. 

Sbo. 3. The city shall be divided into three wards, to be* called 
the First (1st), Second (2d) and Third (3d) wards, limited and de- 
scribed as follows: AH the territory south of the main line of the 
Northern Pacific railroad and west of Broadway, and west of a line 
extending due south from the southern terminus of Broadway 
aforesaid (which said Broadway is one of the streets of the ori^nal 
town site of Brainerd, as are all other streets hereinafter referrea to), 
shall constitute and be the First (1st) ward. 

AH the territory north of the Main line of the Northern Pacific 
railroad aforesaid, and west of Tenth street and west of a line ex- 
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tending due north from the northern terminus of said Tenth street, 
shall constitute and he the Second (2d) ward. 

All the territory east of the First (Int) and Second (2d) wards 
shall be and constitute the Third (3d) ward. 

Provided^ The limits of said wards may be altered hereafter by 
ordinance of the city council of said city not oftener than once in 
three (3) years, as occasion may require, but each ward shall con- 
tain as nearly at practicable an equal number of voters. 

CHAPTER 2. 

Sbotion 1. There shall be an annual election for elective officers 
hereinafter provided, held on the first (1) Tuesdav in March of 
each and every year, at such place in each ward as the council shall 
designate, and the polls shall be kept open from ten (10) o^clock in 
the rorenoon until Ave (5) o'clock in the afternoon; ana ten (10) days 
previous notice shall be given by the council of the time and places 
of holding such election and of the officers to be elected by posting 
notices thereof, in three public places in each ward and by pul^ 
lishing the same in at least one (1) of the papers published in the 
city, if one shall b<' published in said city. 

Sec. 2. The elective officers of said city shall be a mayor, treas- 
urer, clerk, one (1) justice of the peace who shall be styled police 
justice, and two aldermen in each ward, who shall be qualified 
voters in their respective wards. All other officers for said city 
shall be appointed by the city council, unless otherwise provided. 
The police justice and aldermen shall hold their offices for two 
years, and until their successors are elected and qualified; all other 
elective officers shall hold their offices for one year and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 3. Any officer of said city appointed by the council or 
elected by the people, may be removed from said office by a vote of 
two- thirds ot all the aldermen authorized to be elected. But no 
officer elected by the people shall be removed except for cause, 
nor unless furnished with a written statement of the charges 
against him. The city council shall fix a time and place for the 
trial of suoh officer, (of which not less than ten (10) days notice 
shall be given to such officers and each alderman), and have power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of books 
and papers and to hear and determine the case, and if said officer 
shall neglect to appear and answer the charges against him, the 
city council may declare the office vacant. 

DBC. 4. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of Mayor 
such vacancy shall be filled by a new election, which shall be or- 
dered and held within twelve days after such vacancy shall occur. 
Any vacancy occuri.ig in any other office shall be filled by the city 
council. The person elected or appointed to fill a vacancy shall 
hold his office and discharge the duties thereof for the unexpired 
term with the same rights and subject to the same liabilities as the 
person whose office he may be elected to fill. 

Sec. S. All elections by the people shall be by ballot, and a plur- 
ality of votes shall constitute an election. Whenever two or more 
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candidates for an electire office shall receive an equal number of 
votes for the same office, the election shall be determined by the 
casting of lots in the presence of the city council at such time and 
in such manner as it may direct. 

Sec. 6, All persons entitled to vote for county and state officers 
and who shall have resided in the city for six months next preced- 
ing the election and fitteen days in the ward where they offer to 
vote, shall be entitled to vote for any officer to be elected, or ques- 
tion to be voted upon under this act and to hold any office hereby 
created. 

Provided^ That no person shall be permitted to vote at any elec- 
tion under this a<;t whose name shall not appear on the poll lists in 
his ward at least ten days prior to said election, and the city coun- 
cil shall by ordinance provide at least one day for registration of 
voters prior thereto; and provided further^ That no person shall be 
eligible to the offices of mayor, alderman or clerk, who has not 
resided in the city tor the period of one year next preceding the 
election, and who is not the owner of real estate therein. 

Sec. 7. All elections in sdd city for city officers shall be held 
and conducted by three judges and two clerks of election in each 
ward to be appointed by the city council, said elections shall ex- 
cepting as otherwise provided by this act, be conducted in the same 
manner and under the same penalties, said judges and clerks of 
election shall take the »ame oaths or affirmations, and vacancies in 
the boards thereof shall be filled as provided by the general statutes 
of this state regarding elections; 

Provided^ No candidate for office shall act as judge or clerk at 
such election; and provided further^ ths.t nothing in this act shall 
be construed to alter or change the election districts as now exist- 
ing in Crow Wing county for all state and county elections, or the 
manner of holding and conducting such elections or canvassing the 
returns thereof. 

Sec. 8. When a city election shall be closed and the number of 
votes for each person voted for shall have been counted and ascer- 
tained by said judges they shall make returns thereof forthwith, 
stating therein the number of votes for each person for each and 
every office, and shall deliver or cause to be delivered such returns 
by one of their number to the city clerk within one day after the 
close oi such election, and the city council shall meet and canvass 
said returns and declare the result as it appears from the same, 
within three days thereafter, which result shall be recorded by the 
city clerk among the proceedings of the city council, and the city 
clerk shall therewith notify the officers elected of their election, by 
written notice served upon such officers in person^ or lett at their 
usual place of abode with some person of suitable age and discre- 
tion. 

Sec. 9. Any officer removing from the city or ward for which 
he is elected, or any officer who shall refuse or neglect for ten days 
after notice of his election or appointment, to qualify and enter 
upon the discharge of the duties of office shall be deemed to hav^ 
vacated his office and the city council shall proceed to fill th<) va- 
cancy as herein pre^cribed. 
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Sec. 10. The term oi every ofiBcer elected under this law shall 
commence on the second Tuesday of March of the year for which 
he was elected. 

Seo. 11. Should there be a failure by the people to elect any offi- 
cer herein required to be elected on the day designated, the city 
council shall order a new election to be held, ten days notice of the 
time and place being given. 

CHAPTER 3. 

Sectiok 1. Every person elected or appointed to any office un 
der this act shall, before he enters upon the duties of his office, take 
and subscribe an oath of office and file the same, duly certified by 
the officer taking the same, with the city Clerk; and the Treasurer 
and Chief of Police and such other officers as the city Council may 
direct, shall severally, before entering upon the duties of their re- 
spective offices, execute to the city a bond, with at least two sure- 
ties, to be approued by the city Council, who shall make affidavit 
that they are each worth the penalty specified in said bond over 
and above all debts, exemptions and liabilities, and said bonds shall 
contain such penal sum and .such conditions as the city Council may 
deem proper, and they may from time to time require new or addi- 
tional bonds and remove any oliicer refusing or neglecting to give 
the same. 

Sec. 2. The Mayor shall see that the laws of the State and the 
ordinances of the city are duly observed and enforced ; and that all 
other officers of the city discharge their res])ective duties. 

He shall from time to time give the city Council such informa- 
tion, and recommend such measures as he may deem advantageous 
to the city. The Mayor shall be the chief executive otiicer and 
head of the police of the city, and shall, by and with the advice of 
the city Council, appoint such Police Officers and Watchmen as may 
be necessary, except when otherwise provided for; and any Police 
Cfficer or Watchman appointed by the Mayor as aforesaid, may be 
discharged from office by him with the approval of the city Council, 
whenever, in their opinion, the welfare of the city demands it, or a 
reduction of their number rendera it necessary. The Mayor shall have 
power to execute all acts that may be required of him by any ordi- 
nance made in pursuance of this act, and is hereby authorized and 
empowered to call upon every male inhabitant of said city over 
the age of eighteen years, to aid in enforcing the laws and ordinan- 
ces of the said city; and any person who shall not obey such call, 
shall forfeit to said city a fine not exceeding twenty- five ($ 5.<)0) 
dollars and not less than five ($5.00) dollars. All ordinances 
mid all resolutions, including all allowances for the payment of 
claims, shall, before they take effect, be presented to the mayor, and 
if 'he approve thereof, he shall sign the same; and such as he shall 
not approve he shall return to the city council with his objections 
thereto, by depositing the same with the city clerk, to be by him 
presented to the city coancil at their first meeting thereafter. And 
upon the return of any such ordinance or resolution by the mayor, 
the same rote by which the same was passed shall be reconsidered, 
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and if, after such reconsideration, the city council shall pass the same 
by a two-thirds vote of those present and voting, it shall have the same 
effect as if approved by the mayor; and in such case the vote shall 
be by ayes and noes, which shall be entered on the record by the 
city clerk. If an ordinance or resolution shall not be returned by 
the mayor within five (5) days after it shall have been presented to 
him, the spme shall have the same effect as if appi^oved by him. 

In case the mayor shall be guilty of willful oppression or corrupt 
partiality in the discharge of the duties oi his office, he sha.l be 
liable to indictment, and on conviction thereof, shall pay a fine of 
not more than five hundred ($500), and the court shall have power 
(upon the recommendation of the jury in the case) to add to the 
judgment of the fine that he be remove! from office. 

Sec, 3. At the first meeting of the city council in each year, 
after each annual el ction under this charter for officers of said city, 
the city council shall proceed to elect by ballot from their number, 
a president. The president shall preside over the meetings of the 
city council, apd during the absence ot the mayor from the city, or 
his inability from any cause to discharge the duties of his office, 
the president shall exercise all the powers and discharge all the 
duties of the mayor. In case the president shall be absent a presi- 
dent pro tempore may be elected from among their number by the 
aldermen present. The president of the council while performing 
the duties of mayor shall be styled the ''acting mavor", and acts 
performed by him while acting as mayor, as aforesaid, shall have 
the same force and validity as if performed by the mayor. 

' Sec. 4. The city clerk shall keep the corporate seal of the city 
and all papers and records of the city council. He shall draw all 
orders on the city treasurer in pursuance of any order or resolution 
of the city council authorizing the same, which shall be signed by 
the mayor or acting mayor for the time being and countersigned 
by himself, and shall also impress thereon the corporate seal of the 
city, and shall keep a full and accurate account thereof in books 
provided for that purpose, and make a full and fair record of all the 
by-laws, resolutions and ordinances passed by said city council. 
The said clerk shall have power to administer oaths and affirmar- 
tions, and copjes or transcripts of all papers filed in his office, and 
transcripts from the records of the city council duly certified by 
him under the corporate seal of the city shall be evidence in all 
courts of this State in like manner as if the originals were produced. 
* He shall report annually on or about the first (1) Tuesday in 
March to the city council an estimate of the expenses of the city for 
the current year, and the revenues necessary to be raised therefor, 
and the fiscal year of the city shall commence on the first (1) 
Tuesday in March. Said city clerk shall countersign all contracts 
made in behalf of the city, and all certificates of work done by order 
of the city council. He shall examine the report, books, papers, 
vouchers and accounts of the city treasurer, and shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the city council. But he 
shall not be directly or indirectly interested in any contract or job to 
which the city is a party, or in any loan to be negotiated by or m 
behalf of the city« 
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Seo. 5. The city council shall have the power to elect an attor- 
ney for the city, who shall perform all professional duties incident 
to his office, and when required shall furnish written opinions 
upon any or all subjects or questions submitted to him by tlie city 
council or any of its committees.* 

Seo. 6. The city treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to 
the city, including license money and fines, and keep accurate and 
detailed accounts thereof in such manner as the city council 
shall direct, and shall pay all orders legally drawn upon him. He 
shall exhibit to the city council at least fifteen (15) days before the 
annual election, or sooner if required by them, a full and detailed 
account of the receipts and expenditares after the date of the last 
annual report, and also of the state ol the treasury, which account 
shall be filed with the city clerk, and a copy of the same published 
in one or more of the city newspapers. 

He shall also report to the city council at such times and in such 
manner as they may require. 

Seo. 7. It shall be the duty of the street commissioner of said 
city to render bis personal services and perform labor in repairing 
the streets of said city, and to superintend all work and improve- 
ments, and to carry into effect all orders of the city council iu re- 
lation to works and improvements upon the streets and public 
grounds of the city. 

He shall keep accurate accounts of all moneys received by him, 
and of all moneys expended in the discharge of his duties, and ren- 
der monthly reports thereof to the city council, or oftener if re- 
quired. He shall also superintend the work of all prisoners of said 
city upon the streets or public works thereof. 

Seo. 8. The city surveyor shall hold his office during the pleasure 
of the city council, who shall prescribe his duties and fix the fees 
or compensation for any services performed by him. All surveys, 
profiles, plans or estimates made by him for the city shall be the 
property of the city, and shall be carefully preserved in the office 
of the city clerk, open to the inspection of parties interested. 

Seo. 9. The justice of the peace for the city, styled the police 
justice, shall possess all the authority, power and rights of a justice 
of the peace for the county of Crow Wing under the laws of this 
state, and shall have in addition ^thereto jurisdiction to hear and 
try all complaints for violation of any provision or provisions of 
the charter, and any ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation made or 
adopted or by virtue thereof, and all cases cognizable before a justice 
of the peace in which the city is a party, and all writs, prosecu- 
tions and proceedings in the recovery of any fine or forfeiture or 
penalty under any by-law or ordinance or regulation of the said 
city or its charter, and in all cases of offences committed against 
the same, and the said police justice shall have jurisdiction in cases 
of larceny, and may hear and try the same, when the amount 
claimed to have been stolen does not exceed the sum of twenty 
($20) dollars, and shall have original jurisdiction in all civil actions 
cognizable before a justice of the peace when the penalty or 
amount claimed or in controversy does not exceed the sum of two 
hundred and fifty (|250) dollars. 
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In all prosecutions for assaults, batteries and affrays, and for all 
other offences not indictable and in all civil suits or proceedings 
before said Police Justice the same forms and proceedings shall be 
had and used when not otherwise directed as are established and re- 
quired to be held in civil and criminal actions by the laws of the 
State before a Justice of the Peace, and appeals from the judgment 
and decision of said Police Justice shall be allowed as now provided 
by law for appeals from judgments rendered by Justices of the 
Peace, but no change of venue shall be had or allowed in any action 
or proceeding pending before said Police Justice, and no other Jus- 
tice of the Peace in Crow Wing couuty shall have jurisdiction within 
the limits of said city. 

Provided^ That nothing herein shall be deemed to divest the 
District Judges of their authority as conservators of thp. public 
peace, nor to affect in any manner the jurisdiction of the District 
or Supreme Courts of this State, 

In all cases of convictions for assaults, batteries and affrays with- 
in said city, and in all cases of conviction under any ordinance of 
the city for breach of the peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses 
ot ill fame or frequenting the same, and of keeping; and maintain- 
ing disorderly and ill governed houses, the said Police Justice shall 
have power in addition to the fines or penalties imposed, to com- 
pel said offenders to give security for their good behavior and to 
keep the peace for a period not exceeding six months, and in a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars ($600). 

The said justice shall have the same power in cases of contempt 
as a justice of the peace under the laws of this State now in force. 

All fines and penalties imposed by the police justice for offences 
committed within the city limits, or for the violation ot any ordi- 
nance, by-law or regulati&n of said city, shall belong to and be a 
part of the finances of said city. 

Sec. 10. Said police justice shall monthly report, or oftener if 
required, to the citj* council, a list of all proceedings instituted be- 
fore him in behalf of the city, and the disposition thereof, and shall 
at the same time account for and pay over all penalties, fines and 
costs collected by him belonging to said city; and said justice shall 
be entitled to receive from the county of Crow Wing such fees in 
criminal cases as are allowed by statute to justices of the peace for 
similar services. 

Said police justice shall give bonds to the city for the faithful 
performance of his duties in the sum of $i,000, to be approved by 
the city council, and shall be an attorney, regularly admitted to 
practice in all the courts in this State. 

Sec. 11. The city council may designate a newspaper printed in 
the city, in which shall be published all ordinances and other pro- 
ceedings and matters required to be published in a public news- 
paper, the publisher of which shall be termed the "city printer." 
The city printer shall immediately after the publication of any 
notice, ordinance or resolution, or other matter which may require to 
be published, file in the office of the city clerk, his affidavit or affi- 
davits of his foreman, with a printed copy of such publication cut 
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from the columns of said paper, specifying the days on which the 
same was published. 

Sec. 12. The city council shall have power to require other and 
further duties of any officer whose duties are herein prescribed, and 
to appoint such other officers as may be necessary to carry into 
effi?ct the provisions of this act, and to prescribe their duties, and to 
fix the compensation of all officers elected or appointed by said city 
council; Provided^ such compensation shall not exceed the com- 
pensation fixed by statute for similar services, and provided the 
mayor and aldermen shall receive no compensation for any services 
from said city. 

Sec. .13. No member of the city council, or other city or ward 
officer shall be a party to or interested in any contract or job of 
work wherein the city may be one of the contracting parties. 

Sec. 14. Any person having been an officer in said city, shall, 
within five (5) days after being notified of the election of his suc- 
cessor, upon request, deliver to him all property, books, papers and 
effects of every description in his possession appertaining to said 
office, and upon failure to do so he shall forfeit and pay to the use 
of the city, one hundred dollars, also, to the party injured, all dam- 
ages caused by his neglect or refusal so to deliver; and such officer, 
so elected, may recover the possession of such books, papers and 
effects in the manner prescribed by the laws of this State in case of 
unlawful detention of property. 

Sec. 15. There shall be a chief of police of said city, who shall 
be appointed by the mayor by and with the consent of the city 
council; and said chief of police shall have all the powers of a con- 
stable under the laws ol Minnesota, and shall perform such other 
duties as shall be prescribed by said city council for the preservation 
of the public peace. 

All police officers and watchmen of said city shall have authority 
to arrest and any person guilty of any breach of the peace or a vio- 
lation of any ordinance of said city, or of any law of the State of 
Minnesota. 

The mayor, chief of police, sheriff of the county of Crow Wing, 
and each and every alderman and justice of the peace, police officer, 
watchman and constable of said city, shall be officers of the peace, 
and may suppress in a summary manner all disorderly behavior 
within the limits of the city, and for such purpose may command 
the assistance of any and all bystanders, and if any persons so com- 
manded shall refuse to aid in maintaining the peace, such person 
shall., upon conviction thereof before the police justice of said city, 
pay a fine to said city, not to exceed the sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars, 

Seo. 16. The city council shall annually, in the month of April, 
elect an Asseisor who shall have the same powers and authority, 
and perform the same duties as are or may be required by the laws 
of this State of town Assessors, and shall qualify in the same man- 
ner. 

CHAPTER 4. 

Sbctiok 1. The aldermen shall constitute the city council, and 
the style of all ordinances shall be, ''The Council of the City of 
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Brainerd do ordain." The annual meeting of the city council shall 
be on the first Monday after the annual election in each year, and 
a majority shall constitute a quorum. The city council shall deter- 
mine the rule of its proceedings and be the judges of the election 
and qualification of its members, and shall have the power to 
compel the attendance of absent members. 

Sec. 2. The city council shall hold stated meetings and the 
Mayor or two aldermen may call special meetings by notice to each 
of the members, to be delivered personally or left at their usual 
place of abode. 

The city council shall have the management and control of the 
finances and all the property of the city, and shall likewise, in ad- 
dition to the power herein vested in them, have full power and au- 
thority to make, enact, ordain, establish, enforce, alter, modify, 
amend and repeal all such ordinances, by-laws, rules and regulations 
for the government and good order of the city, for the suppression 
of vice and intemperance, and for the prevention of crime as they 
shall deem expedient ; they shall have power to establish and main- 
tain a city prison for the imprisonment, custody and safe keeping 
of ali persons arrested or charged with any offence whatever in any 
way cognizable before the police justice, to make all rules and reg- 
ulations for the government and management of such prison, to 
appoint keepers add other oiHcers for the same and prescribe their 
duties and fix their compensation. The keeper of said prison shall 
have and possess all the authority of a jailor at common law or by 
the laws of the State. The city council shall have full power and 
authority to declare and impose penalties and punishments and en- 
force the same against any person or persons who may violate any 
provisions of any ordinance or by-law passed or ordained by them, 
and all such ordinances, rules and by-laws are hereby declared to 
have all the force of law. Provided, That they be not repugnant 
to the Constitution and laws of the United States or of the State of 
Minnesota, and for these purposes shall have authority by ordi- 
nance and resolution or by-laws. 

First. To license and regulate the exhibitions of common show- 
men and shows of all kinds, or the exhibitions of caravans, circuses, 
concerts or theatrical performances, to grant licenses to and regu- 
late auctions and auctioneers and all persons dealing in spirituous, 
vinous, fermented, mixed or intoxicating liquors in said city, which 
license and the tax or taxes therefor shall not be in lieu of, but ad- 
ditional to any tax or license required by, or in pursuance of any 
State law. 

Second. To prohibit and restrain the use of all gambling devices 
whatever from being set up or used for gambling purposes, and to 
restrain and prohibit all descriptions of gambling and fraudulent 
devices and practices. 

Third. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbances, disorderly as- 
semblages in said city, and provide for the arrest of and punish- 
ment of any person or persons who shall be guilty ot the same; to 
suppress disorderly houses and houses of ill-fame, and to provide 
for the arrest' and punishment of the keepers thereof, and to 
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authorize the seizure and destruction of all instruments used for 
the purpose of gambling. 

Fourth. To compel the owner and owners of any cellar, tallow 
chandler^s shop, soap factory, tannery, stable, barn, privy, sewer, 
or other unwholesome structure or place, to cleanse, remove," or 
abate the same from time to time as often as may be deemed neces- 
sary for the health, comfort and convenience of the inhabitants of 
said city. 

Fifth, To direct the location and management of slaughter 
houses and markets, breweries and distilleries, and to establish rates 
for and license of gunpowder, and regulate the storage, keeping 
and conveying of gunpowder or other combustible materials. 

Sixth. To prevent the encumbering of streets, alleys, sidewalks, 
and public grounds with vehicles of any kind, or with wood, stone, 
lumber, posts, awnings, or other material or structure. 

Seventh. To prevent immoderate driving or riding in the streets, 
or obstructing streets, alleys or crossings, and to regulate the speed 
of cars and locomotives, and to prevent them obstructing streets 
and public walks, to compel persons to fasten their horses or other 
animals while standing in the streets, and to regulate the places of 
bathing. 

Eighth. To restrain the running at large of horses, cattle, swine, 
sheep, goats, or other animals, and poultry and geese, and to 
authorize the distraining, impounding and sale of the same, and to 
impose penalties on the owners of such animals for violation of the 
ordinances. 

Provided^ That where a sale of such animals shall be made the 
proceeds thereof, after deducting the expenses of distraining, keep- 
mg, advertising and selling such animals, shall be deposited in the 
office of the treasurer of said city, for the use and benefit of the 
owner thereof if called for by said owner within one year from the 
day of such sale. 

Ninth. To restrict and regulate the running at large of dogs, 
may grant licenses therefor and impose fines upon the owners of 
vicious or dangerous dogs, and maj*^ authorize the destruction of any 
dog when at large contrary to ordinance in relation thereto. 

Tenth. To prevent any person from bringing, depositing, or 
having in his possession yrithin the city, any putrid carcass or 
other unwholesome substance, and to require the removal of the 
same, and on default thereof to provide for the removal of the same 
at the expense of such person or persons. 

Eleventh. To make and establish public pounds, pumps, water 
cisterns and reservoirs, and to provide for the erection of water 
works for the supply of water to the inhabitants, to erect lamps or 
to provide other means whereby to light the city, to regulate and 
license hacks, omnibuses, express wagons, drays and carts, and to 
fix and determine the charges of hackmen, omnibus drivers, dray- 
men and cartmen. 

Twelfth. To regulate the width and surface line of sidewalks 
and to prevent damage thereto. 

Thirteenth. To establish and regulate boards of health, provide 
hospitals and hospital grounds, and the registration of births a&d 
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deaths, and the returns of bills of mortality, and to regulate or pre- 
vent if deemed expedient, the burial of the dead within the city 
limits, and to provide for the removal of any mortal remains now 
interred within such limits, to such cemetery as they may deem 
proper. 

Fourteenth. To regulate the size and weight of bread, and to 
provide for the seizure and forfeiture of bread baked contrary 
thereto. 

Fifteenth. To prevent the discharge of fire-arms or crackers 
and to prevent the exhibition ot any fire-works in any situation 
which may be considered by the city council as dangerous to the 
city or any property therein, or annoying to any citizen thereof. 

Sixteenth. To regulate and restrain porters, runners, agents 
and solicitors for boats, vessels, stages, cars and public houses or 
other establishments. 

Seventeenth. To prevent open and notorious drunkenness ob- 
scenity in the streeets or public places in the city, and to provide 
for the arrest and punishment of all persons who shall be guilty 
of the same. 

Eighteenth. To establish public markets and other public build- 
ings and make rules and res:ulations tor the government of the 
same; to appoint suitable officers for overseeing and regulating 
such markets, and to restrain all persons from interrupting or in- 
terfering with the due observance of such rules and regulations. 

Nineteenth. To license and regulate butchers* shops and stands 
for the sale of game, poultry, butchers' meats, butter, fish and 
other provisions. 

Twentieth. To regulate, control and prevent the landing or set- 
tling within said city limits, of any pauper or person liable to be- 
come a charge upon said city, whose place of residence is not 
legally in said city. 

Twenty-first. To compel the owner or occupant of buildings or 
grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the sidewalks, street 
or alley opposite thereto, and to compel such owner or occupant to 
remove from the lot owned or occupied by him, all such substances 
as the board of health shall direct, and in his default to authorize 
the removal or destruction thereof, by some officer at the expense 
of such owner or occupant. 

Twenty-second. To regulate and control and prevent the landing 
of persons from boats, vessels or other conveyances whereon are 
contagious or infectious diseases or disorders, and to make such dis- 
position of such persons as to pre«ierve the health of the city. 

Twenty-third. To regulate the time, manner and place of holding 
public auctions and vendues. 

Twenty-'fourth. To provide for watchmen and to prescribe their 
number and duties and regulate the same, and to create and estab- 
lish the police of said city, and to prescribe the number of police 
officers and their duties, and to regulate the same. 

Twenty-fifth. To remove and abate an v nuisance, obstruction or 
encroachment upon the streets, alleys and highways of the ^ity. 
Twenty-stxth. To remove and abate any nuisance injurious to 
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the public health, and to provide for the punishment of all persons 
who shall cause or maintain such nuisance. 

Twenty-seventh. To do all acts and make all regulations which 
may be necessary and expedient for the preservation of the public 
health or the suppression of disease, and to make regulations to 
prevent the introduction of contagious diseases into the city, and 
to make quarantine laws and enforce the same within the city. 

Twenty-eighth. To restrain and punish vagrants, mendicants, 
street beggars and prostitutes, and provide for the punishment of 
the same. 

Twenty-ninth. Fines, penalties and punishments imposed hy the 
city council for the breach of any ordinance, by-law or regulation 
of said city, may extend to a fine not exceeding one hundred ($100) 
dollars, and imprisonment in the city prison or county jail not ex- 
ceeding ninety (90) days, or both (and be led on bread and water), 
at the discretion of the police justice; and to provide that any male 
person convicted of any offence before the police justice, subjecting 
such person to imprisonment and fine, either or both, may be kept 
at hard labor in any workhouse established by the city council for 
that purpose, or upon the public streets or other improvements of 
said city, or both, until such person shall work out the amount of 
such fine, in conformity with any ordinance of said city. 

Seo. 3. All ordinances, regulations, resolutions and by-laws, 
shall be passed by an a£Srmative vote of a majority of the members 
of the city council present by ayes and nays, and be published in 
one issue of the ofiScial paper before the same shall be in force, and 
shall be admitted as evidence in any court in the State without 
further proof; they shall be recorded by the city clerk in books 
provided for that purpose. No appropriation shall be made with- 
out a majority of the council in its favor, which vote shall be 
taken by ayes and noes and entered among the proceedings of the 
council. 

Sec. 4, The powers conferred upon the city council to provide 
for the abatement or removal of nuisances, shall not bar or hinder 
suits, prosecutions or proceedings in the courts according to law. 

Seo. 5. All funds in the city treasury shall be under the con- 
trol of the mayor and clerk duly authorized by vote of the city 
council, and all orders shall specify the purpose for which they are 
drawn. No moneys shall be appi'opriated except such as are es- 
pecially authorized by this act. 

Seo. 0. The city council shall examine and adjust the accounts 
of all city officers and agents of the city at such times as they may 
deem proper; and if such officer or agent shall refuse to comply 
with the order of said city council in discbarge of their duties in 
pursuance of this section, the council shall declare the office of 
such person vacant, and may commence suit or proceedings at law 
against any such officer or agent who may be found delinquent or 
defaulting in his acccounts or in the discharge of his official duties. 
The council shall make full records of all such settlements and ad- 
justments. 

Seo. 7. The city council shall have power to order and con- 
tract tor the making, opening, grading, repairing, cleansing, im- 
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proving and adorning of the streets, alleys, public grounds, reser- 
voirs, cisterns, gutters, sewers and sidewalks within the city, and 
to direct and control the persons employed thereon, and all such 
improvements shall be superintended by the street commissioner 

CHAPTER 5. 

Sbo. 1. All property, real and personal, except such as may be 
exempt by the laws ot this state, or by ordinances of the city, shall 
be subject to taxation for the purpose of constructing, repairing 
and improving of streets, roads and brids:es, and all other needful 
improvements, and for other purposes conducive of good order, 
cleanliness and protection against crime, disease and fire, and for 
the support of the city government, and the payment of its debts 
and liabilities incurred on account of and for the purposes above 
mentioned, and the same shall be assessed, levied and collected in 
the manner provided by the laws of this State for the assessment 
and collection of county and State taxes. 

Providedy That said taxes shall in no one year exceed four (4) 
mills on the dollar of the assessed valuation of the property in said 
city. 

DBu. 2, Every male inhabitant between the ages of twenty-one 
(^1) and' fifty (50) years in said city shall annually pay a capitation 
or poll tax of two days' work upon the streets, highways, or other 
improvements within the ward of said city of which said inhabitant 
is a resident. All persons liable to pay such capitation or poll 
tax, may, in lieu of work, pay to the city treasurer one ($1.00) dol- 
lar per day, and all moneys so received by the city treasurer, shall 
be expended upon the streets, highways or other improvements 
within the ward where the persons paying the same may reside; 
Provided, That the same shall be levied by the city council and col- 
lected by the street commissioner^ m the manner provided by the 
laws of this State for the collection of highway labor taxes in towns 
by overseers of highways, except the payment of money in lieu of 
work, as herein before provided. 

Sbo. 3. The city council are hereby authorized and empowered 
to levy fipecial assessments and taxes on any lot, piece or* parcel of 
land in the city, without regard to the assessed valuation thereof, 
for grading, building ot sidewalks, sewers, or other improvements 
which may benefit such lot, piece or parcel of land, not to exceed 
the amount of such benefit. The amount of such benefit and the 
tax to be levied thereon shall be fixed and defermined by three (3) 
disinterested persons to be appointed by the city council for that pur- 
pose, whose duties and compensation shall be fixed and provided 
for by said city council, and all such special assessments or taxes 
shall, be a lien upon such lot, piece or parcel of land, and be levied 
and collected in the same manner as provided by the laws of this 
State for the levying and collection of other taxes. 

CHAPTER 6. 

Seotiok 1. The city council shall have power to lay out public 
squares, grounds, streets and alleys, and to widen and enlarge the 
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same as follows : Whenever twenty (20) or more freeholders residing 
in said city, shall by petition represent to the city council that it is 
necessary to take certain lands within the city for the purpose of 
laying out public squares, grounds, streets or alleys or enlarging 
or widening the same and the courses,. distances, metes and bounds 
of the land proposed to be taken, together with the names and 
residences of the owners of such premises, if known to. the peti- 
tioners, are or shall be set forth in the petition. The city 
council shall thereupon cause notice of such application to be given 
to the occupant or occupants of such lands if there be any, and 
if such lands or any portion of the same shall not be in actual oc- 
cupancy of any one, then the city council shall cause such notice 
describing as near as may be the premises proposed to be taken, to 
be published in the official paper of the city for three (3) weeks 
successively, once at least in each week; the publisher of such 
paper or his foreman shall make affidavit of such publication and 
nle the same with the city clerk. 

Sec. 2. Such notice shall state that on a day certain therein 
named, not less than six (6) days from the day of service of such notice 
or the expiration of such publication as the case may be, the city 
council will appoint three commissioners to view said premises 
and determine whether it is necessary to take the same for the 
purposes specified in said petition, and at the time so specified the 
said city council shall proceed and appoint three (3) reputable per- 
sons residents and freeholders of said city, but not interested in 
the result of the said petition, and shall enter an order in their 
proceedings requesting said commissioners to view said premises 
within ten (10) days, the time to be specified in said order and to 
make a report thereof to the city council whether in their judg- 
ment it is necessary to take and appropriate said premises or any 
part thereof for the public use specified in the petition. 

Sec. 3. The said commissioners at such time as may be specified 
in said order shall view the premises in question and shall hear 
such testimony as may be ofiFered by any party interested, which 
testimony shall be reduced to writing by one of their number, and 
either of said commissioners are authorized to administer the nec- 
essary oaths to witnesses. 

Sec. 4. When the view and hearing aforesaid shall be concluded, 
if the commissioners aforesaid shall deem it necessary to take such 
premises or any portion thereof for such public use, they shall ex- 
amine and report to the city council their estimate of the damages 
to be paid to the owner or owners of each parcel of property so 
proposed to be taken or used or which may be damaged by the 
making of such improvements, and in so doing shall take into con- 
sideration the value of the property proposed to be taken, with 
such other damages as may be incidental thereto, and also the 
advantages and benefits wnich may accrue to such owner or owners 
by the making of such improvements, and make a report in detail 
of their doings to said city council, 

Sbo. 6. If the land or buildings belong to different persons or if 
the lands be subject to lease, judgment, mortgage or lien, or if there 
be any estate in fee, the injury done to said person or interest res-^

pectiyelj, may be awarded to them respectiyely, less the benefits 
resulting to them from the proposed appropiation to the public 
use. 

Sec. 6. The awards and report of said commissioners shall be 
signed by them or a majority of them, together with the testimony 
so taken by them and returned to the city council within the time 
limited in the order of appointment, should they fail so to do they 
shall receive no compensation for their services thus rendered, and 
the city council shall appoint new commissioners therefor. 

Sec. 7. The land required to be taken for the purposes mentioned 
in this chapter, shall not be taken until the report of said com- 
missioners shall be approved and confirmed by the city council, 
and the damages thus awarded to the owners thereof for the taking 
of the same shall be paid or tendered to the owner or his agent 
or deposited for his use with the city treasurer in case said owner 
or his agent are unknown; and the said lands and premises so taken 
and appropriated shall thereafter be subject to all the laws and ordi- 
nances of the city, in the same manner as streets, alleys or public 
grounds heretofore opened or laid, and the damages so assessed 
shall be paid or tendered or so deposited within one (1) month 
from the time of the confirmation of such assessment, and report 
by the said city council when an appeal shall be claimed thereon, 
or within one (1) month from the time of the find confirmation 
thereof on such appeal and if not so paid, tendered or deposited all 
the proceedings in such case shall be void. 

Sec. 8. When the whole or any part of a tract of land or other 
premises under lease or contract, shall be taken by virtue of this 
act^ all the covenants, contracts and engagements between land- 
lord and tenant or any other contracting party or parties res- 
pecting the same upon the confirmation of the commissioners 
report, shall be absolutely discharged as to the part thereof so 
taken, but shall remain valid as to the residue thereof, and the 
same considerations in relation to benefits received and damages 
sustained by any lessee, contractor or owner of any interest in any 
premises so taken shall be observed and followed as in other cases 
of assessing damages. 

Sec. 9. When any known owner of any lands or premises 
affected by any proceeding under this act shall be an infant or labor 
under any other legal disability, the judge of probate of said county 
of Crow Wing shall upon the application of such person, his next 
friend or the said city council appoint a guardian for such person^ 
upon whom shall be served all notices required by this act. 

Sec. 10. Said commissioners shall each before entering upon the 
discharge of their duties severally take and subscribe an oath or 
affirmation in substance as follows: 

That they are not in any way interested in the premises pro- 
posed to be taken, and that they will faithfully and impartially 
discharge the trust reposed in them as such commissioners and 
file the same with the city clerk. 

Sec. 11. Any person whose premises or any interest therein may 
be taken in the manner herein before prescribed, may within ten 
(10) days after the confirmation by the city council of the report 
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and return of said commissioners appeal from such determination 
of damages to the district court held in and for said Grow Wing 
county, where such appeal shall be tried as in ordinary cases oi ap- 
peal in said court. 

Seo. 12, The city council may establish and determine the grade 
or grades of any street or alley in the city, and shall cause accu- 
rate profiles of all such grades to be made and certified by the city 
surveyor and when approved and established by the city council to 
be certified by the mayor and city clerk and recorded in the book 
of profiles in the office of the city clerk. 

CHAPTER 7. 

Seotion 1. The city council for the purpose of guarding against 
the calamities of fire, shall have power to prescribe the limits with- 
in which wooden or other buildings, the materials of construction 
of which shall be regarded as dangerous to surrounding property 
shall not hereafter be erected, placed or repaired, and to direct that 
all or any buildings within the limits prescribed shall hereafter be 
built and constructed in such manner and of such materials as in the 
judgment of the city council shall not be dangerous to surrounding 
proiertj;and to prohibit the repairing or ^building of wooden 
Duildings within the fire limits, when the same shall have been 
damaged by fire or otherwise to the extent of fifty (50) per cent, 
of the value thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining such 
damage. The city council shall have power by resolution to order 
any building, structure or materials therefor hereinafter erected or 
in process of erection of which the construction or materials may be 
dangerous to surrounding property, to be taken down and re- 
moved beyond the fire limits of the city; and shall have the power 
to prescribe the notice to be given to the owner or agent to 
remove such building, and in ease the same is not removed in pur- 
suance of the notice given, to order the same to be taken down,, 
removed by the police or in such manner as the city council may 
see fit; and the city council may prescribe penalties for the violation 
of any of the provisions of this section or of any ordinances made 
and enacted to carry out the provisions thereof, by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred ($100) dollars which may be imposed by the 
police justice, upon the complaint ot any citizen. 

Seo. 2. The city council shall have power to prevent the dan^ 
gerous construction and condition of chimneys, fire-places, stoves, 
stove-pipes, ovens, boilers and apparatus used in and about any 
building, and to cause the same to be removed or placed in a safe 
or secure condition when considered dangerous: to prevent the 
deposit of ashes in unsafe places, and the throwing of ashes into- 
the streets and alleys; to require the inhabitants to provide as 
many fire-buckets and in such manner and time as they shall re- 
quire, and to regulate the use of them in time of fire; to regulate 
and prevent the carrying on of manufactures dangerous in causing^ 
or promoting fires; to regulate and prevent the use of fire-arms and 
fire- works; to authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens and 
other officers of the city to keep away from the vicinity of anjr 
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fire, all idle and suspected persons and to compel all bystanders to 
aid in the extinguishment of fires and the preservation of property 
exposed to danger thereat; and generally to establish such regular 
tions for the preservation and extinguishment of fires as the city 
council may deem expedient, 

Sbo. 3. The city council shall have power to purchase fire-ex- 
tinguishers and all other apparatus which mav be required for the 
extinguishment of fires, and to authorize the formation of fire 
engine, hook and ladder and hose companies, and to provide for 
the proper support and regulation of the same, and to order such 
companies to be disbanded; their public meetings to be prohibited 
and their apparatus to be given up. Every member of each com- 
pany which may be authorized to be formed shall be exempt from 
highway work and poll tax; from serving on juries and from mili- 
tary duty during the continuance or such membership. 

Sbo. 4u The city council shall have power to appoint the chief 
engineer and two (2) assistant engineers of the fire department and 
also one (1) fire warden in each ward, and to prescribe the duties 
o^s'^ch oflBcers. 

Seo. 5. Whenever any person shall refuse to obey anv lawful 
order of any engineer, fire warden, mayor or alderman at "any fire, 
it shall be lawful for the ofiicer giving such order to arrester to di- 
rect orally any constable, police officer, watchman or any citizen to 
arrest such person and to confine him temporarily in any safe place 
until such fire shall be extinguished; and in the same manner 
such officers or any of them; may direct the arrest and confine- 
ment of any person at such fire who shall be intoxicated or 
disorderly; and any person who shall refuse to obey any such 
lav^rful order or who shall refuse to arrest or aid in arresting 
such person so refusing shall be liable to such penalty as the 
city council may prescribe, not exceeding a fine of fifty dollars 
($60). 

Sbo. 6. The city council may hereafter by ordinance or resolu- 
tion establish such fire limits as to them shall seem proper; and 
after the same shall have been so established the said limits shall 
not be reduced in extent, and any building of which the construc- 
tion or materials or uses to which the same is put shall expose 
neighboring buildings to great danger of fire, and which snail 
herealter be erected within said limits shall be deemed a nuisance 
and may be dealt with as provided in the first section of this 
chapter; and any person who shall erect or commence to erect any 
such building within said fire limits shall be deemed guilty oi a 
misdemeanor and punished by a fine imposed by the police justice 
not exceeding fifty dollars ($60). 

Sec. 7. For the purpose of providing fire-engines, or other ap- 
paratus for the extinguishment of fires, of constructing engine 
nouses, cisterns and reservoirs, the city council of said city by a 
majority vote of the members thereof, are hereby authorized to 
issue bonds of said city to an amount necessary, but not exceeding 
five thousand dollars ($6,000), at a rate of interest not exceeding ten 
(10) per cent, per annum and payable in not less than one (1) year 
nor more than ten (10) years, the interest to be paid annually or 
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semi-annually as the city council may determine, and said bonds 
m^ be of such denominations as said council may determine. 

Provided^ The issuing of such bonds and the procuring of fire- 
engines or other apparatus provided for in this section shall be 
submitted to a vote of the electors of said city by the city council 
and be approved by a majority of said electors voting thereon. 



CHAPTER 8. 

SBcnoN 1. No vote of the city council shall be reconsidered or 
rescinded at a subsequent meeting, unless at such subsequent 
meeting there be present as large a number of aldermen as v^ere 
present v\rhen the vote was taken. 

Sec. 2. No penalty or judgment recovered in favor of the city 
shall be remitted or discharged, except the vote of two-thirds (f ) 
of the aldermen elect, 

Seo. 3. In all prosecutions for violation of this act the first 
process shall be by warrant on complaint being made. 

Prpvidedy That no warrant shall be necessary in any case of the 
arrest of any person or persons while in the act of violating any 
law of the State of Minnesota, or ordinance, or by-law of the city of 
Brainerd, but the person or persons so arrested may be prosecuted 
against, tried, convicted and punished or discharged in the same 
manner as if the arrest had been made by warrant. All warrants, 
process or writs issued by the police justice for the violation of any 
ordinance and by-laws of said city, shall be directed to the chief of 
police or any police officer of said city. 

Seo. 4. In all cases of the imposition of any fine or penalty or 
of the rendering of any judgment by the police justice of said city, 
pursuant to any statute of the State of Minnesota or pursuant to 
any ordinance or by-laws as aforesaid, the defendant shall be forth- 
vrith committed to the city prison of said city, or if there be no 
city prison to the common jail of Crow Wing county, and be 
there imprisoned for a term not exeeding three (3) months in the 
discretion of the police justice, unless the said fine or penalty be 
sooner paid; and from the time of the arrest of any person or 
persons for any oflFence whatever, until the time of trial, the person 
or persons so arrested may be imprisoned in the city prison or in 
case there be no city prison, in the common jail of the county of 
Crow Wing. 

Seo. 6. No person shall be an incompetent judge, justice, 
witness or juror by reason of his being an inhabitant of said city in 
any proceeding: or action in which the city shall be a party in 
interest. 

Seo. 6. All fines, penalties, judgments and moneys, (except 
officers^ and justices^ fees) that may be imposed, levied or collected 
by the police justice or that may be collected by any other officer 
01 the city, for the violation of any ordinance or by-law of said city 
and in the possession of any officer of said city, or any of the laws 
of the State of Minnesota, shall be vested in, and be the sole .and 
exclusive property of said city* 
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Seo. 7. When any suit or action shall be commenced against 
said city, service of the process may be made by the proper officer 
by leaving a copy of such process with the mayor or acting mayor, 
and it shall be the duty of the mayor forthwith to inform the city 
council thereof and take such other proceedings as by the ordinance 
or resolutions said council may have in such case provided. 

Seo. 8. The said city may purchase and hold real and personal 
estate for public purposes sufficient for its convenience. 

Sec. 9. No law of the State concerning the provisions of this 
act shall be considered as repealing, amendatory or modifying the 
same unless said purpose be expressly set forth in such laws. 

Sec. 10. The city shall not be liable in any case for the board 
or jail fees of any person who may be committed by an officer or 
magistrate of the city, to the jail of Crow Wing county under the 
State laws. i 

Sec. 11. The street commissioner shall collect the capitation or 
poll ta^, except in case it is commuted by the payment of money 
as herein before provided which may be levied by the city council, 
and said street commissioner shall have all the powers as possessed 
by road supervisors as provided by the laws of tnis State, and shall 
report to the city council when required. 

Sec. 12. From the time of the passage of this act and until the 
organization of the city government, all town officers of the town 
of JBrainerd, shall continue to act and perform the duties of their 
respective offices, and their authority and jurisdiction be in no 
wise impaired, until the said day of organization when the same 
shall cease, except such officers as hold their offices under or by 
virtue of some' provision of the constitution. 

Sec. 13. The said city of Brainerd shall be liable for the prin- 
cipal and interest of all indebtedness now outstanding, or which 
has been voted or incurred by the town of Brainerd for any pur- 
pose whatever, prior to the time when this act shall take effect and 
be in force, and all moneys in the hands of the treasurer of the 
town of Brainerd, all taxes levied and uncollected or in the hands 
of the county treasurer of Crow Wing county, which are or may be 
payable to the town of Brainerd, shall be paid to the treasurer 
of the city of Brainerd, and all txaes levied and collected and to be 
collected for the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one 
(1881) and prior years, arising from property within the corporate 
limits of the city of Brainerd as fixed by this act, as town or city 
taxes on said property, shall be paid to the treasurer of the city of 
Brainerd, and all the property real, personal and mixed of every 
kind and description of the town of Brainerd shall become and be 
the property of the city of Brainerd. The treasurer of the to\^ n 
of Brainerd shall deliver all the books, papers, documents and 
evidences of debts or claims due the said town which may be 
in his possession or under his control as treasurer, to the 
treasurer of the city of Brainerd. The clerk of the town of 
Brainerd, shall deliver to the city clerk of the city of Brainerd 
all books, documents, papers and other property belonging to 
the town of Brainerd and in his possession or under his 
control and all other property, books, papers, documents, maps, 
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plats, profiles, suryeys and reports relating to the affairs of the 
said town of Brainerd, in possession of any officer of the said town 
or of any other person, shall be delivered to said city clerk, to be 
deposited in the proper department of the government of said city. 

Seo. 14. All chattel mortgages executed by parties residing in 
said city or on property therein, shall be filed with said city clerk 
in the same manner and with like effect as if filed with the town 
clerk of said town ; and the filing thereof with said city clerk shall 
dispense with the necessity for filing with the town clerk of said 
town and shall constitute constructive notice thereof to all 
persons in the same manner and to the same extent as mortgages 
filed in the town clerk^s office under the laws of this State. 

Sec. 15. The city council shall cause to be transmitted to the 
county Auditor of Crow Wing county, on or before the first day of 
September of each year, a statement ot all taxes by them levied, and 
such taxes shall be collected and the payment thereof enforced with 
and in like manner as state and county taxes are paid, and thepay- 
ment thereof enforced, and the county treasurer of said Crow Wing 
county shall pay such taxes over as now provided by law in case of 
town taxes, to the treasurer of the city of Brainerd. 

Seo, 16. No informality in the manner of giving notice of any 
general election under this act, nor the absence of any notice nor 
shall any informality or omission at said election, or no comparing 
and canvassing the votes invalidate said election. 



CHAPTER 10. 

Section 1. The first election under this act shall be held on the 
second Tuesday in January, A. D., one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-two (1882). 

Sec. 2. At least fifteen (15) days {)rior to the second (2d) Tuesday 
ill January, A. D., one thousand eight hundred and eighty-two 
(1882), the supervisors of the present town of Brainerd shall desig- 
nate a place in each ward for the holding of an election, and shall 
appoint three legal voters in each ward as judges of election in 
their respective wards, and said judges shall appoint in their re- 
fiipective wards two legal voters as clerks of election before the open- 
ing of the polls. 

Sec 3. The clerk of the present town of Brainerd shall fifteen 
(15) days prior to said second (2d) Tuesdav in January, A. D., one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-two (1882) cause notice of the 
time and place of holding said first election in the several wards to 
be posted in at least two (2) public places in each ward. Said 
notice shall have the names of the judges of election in their re- 
spective wards, and the time when and the place where the said 
judges will be in session for the preparation and revision of the 
voting lists of each ward. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said judges of election immedi- 
ately upon their appointment, to prepare lists of the qualified 
voters in their respective wards, to be used at said first election, and 
copies of said lists of voters shall be posted up in not less than 
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three (3^ public places in each ward for at least fifteen (15) days be- 
fore said election. 

. Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of said judges in each of said wards 
at least ten (10) days next preceding said election to be present and 
at the place appointed for holding such election as may be directed 
by the board of supervisors of the town of Brainerd at least one 
* day, for the purpose of making; all necessary corrections of such 
lists. In all other respects said, first election shall be governed by 
the rules prescribed in this act, except that the returns pf the first 
election shall be made to the clerk of the present town of Bfainerd, 
within twenty-four (24) hours after closing of the polls. 

Seo. 6. On the Thursday following said election the supervisors 
of the present town of Brainerd shall canvass the returns and make 
and file with the clerk of the said town of Brainerd a statement 
announcing who appear to be elected, and the clerk shall immedi- 
atelv notify the mayor and aldermen and all other elective officers 
oi tlieir election. 

Sec. 7. The mayor and aldermen elect shall hold their first 
meeting at the office of the clerk of the present town of Brainerd, 
or at some other convenient place designated by the mayor elect, 
on the first (1st) Monday next following said efectipn when they 
shall qualify and proceed to organize the city council. 

Sec. 8. The mayor, treasurer and clerk and one alderman in 
each ward elected at said first (1st) election shall hold their respective 
offices until the first (1st) annual election of said city, which said 
first (1st) annual election shall be held on the first (1st) Tuesday in 
March, A. D., one thousand eight hundred and eighty-three (1883), 
and until their successors are elected and qualified; and the police 
justice and one alderman in each ward shall hold their respective 
offices until the second (2d), annual election of said city and until 
their successors are elected and qualified, and thereafter there shall 
be one alderman elected in each ward at each annual election, and 
the electors at said first annual election, shall designate upon their 
ballots, which of said aldermen shall hold for the long term and 
which for the short term. 

CHAPTER 13. 

Sec. 1. An election shall be held at the town clerk's office, or 
some suitable place to be designated by the town board of supervi- 
visors, on the first Tuesday of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-one, at which the electors, as qualified by this 
chapter, residing within the city limits as fixed by this act, may 
vote upon the question of accepting this act of incorporation and 
the organization of the city government. 

Sec. 2. The town board of supervisors of the town of Brainerd, 
shall be the judges of said election. The judges shall appoint two 
clerks of said election, and when so organized, the board shall qualify 
according to the laws governing State and county elections; Pro^ 
vided^ hotvever^ should any of said judges be absent at the time of 
opening the polls of said election, the judge or judges present shall 
fill such vacancy by appointment; and in case none of the above

namedjudges are present, then the voters present shall appoint the 
judges of said election. 

Sbo. 8. The polls of said election shall be open at ten(lO) o'clock 
a. m., and be kept open until five (5) o^clock p. m. of said day. 

Sec. 4. All legal voters of the town of Brainerd, and who have 
resided within the limits of the city, as fixed by this act, at least six 
months immediately preceding said election, shall be entitled to vote 
at said election; and all questions in relation to the right to vote at 
said election, shall be determined by the judges under the laws re- 
lating to State and county elections, except as to residence, as here- 
in provided, and except as to registration of voters, as provided by 
this act. 

Sio. 5. The voters voting at said election to accept this act of 
incorporation and organizing the city government, shall have writ- 
ten or printed or partly written and partly printed upon their bal- 
lots the following words: '' Organizing City Government — Yes." 
And the ballots used at said election by those voting against accept- 
ing and organizing, shall have printed or written or partly printed 
and partly written, the following words: *' Organizing City Govern- 
ment — No." 

Seo. 6. Upon closing the polls of said election the judges shall 
proceed to canvass the votes and declare the result. If a majority 
of the ballots so cast shall contain the word ^'y^^/^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^^^ 
election for city officers shall be held as provided in this act, and 
the city government organized. If a majority of said ballots shall 
contain tne word "no," then said first election shall not be held, 
and the city government shall not be organized. 

Seo. 7. If upon canvassing the vote as provided for in section 
six (6) of this chapter, the result shall show a majority against the 
organization of the city government, then the judges shall file the 
returns of said election with the town clerk of Brainerd. If the re- 
sult shows a majority for the organization of said government, then 
the judges shall prepare duplicate copies of the returns of said 
election, and shall file one copy with the town clerk aforesaid and 
shall deposit one copy with one of their number whose duty it 
shall be, as soon as the common council is organized as provided in 
this act, to file said copy with the clerk of said council. 

In case this act shall not be accepted at the election herein pro- 
vided, then there shall be no change in the territory of the town i 
of Brainerd, but the town shall be and remain as now prescribed ] 
by law and governed ^accordingly. 

CHAPTER 14. 

Section 1. This act shall be deiemed a public act, and need not 
be pleaded nor proven in any court in this State, 

OEO. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER 19. 

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE VILLAGE OF NORTH BRANCH. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Sectiok 1. That all that district of country contained within 
the limits and boundaries hereinafter described shall be a vilWe 
by the name of the Village of North Branch, and the people who 
now do and who hereafter may reside therein, shall be a muni- 
cipial corporation by the name of the Village of North Branch, and 
by that name shall sue and be sued, and be impleaded in any court, 
make and use a common seal and alter it at pleasure, and take, 
hold and purchase, lease and convey such real and personal or 
mixed estate as the purposes of the corporation may require within 
or without the limits. Shall be capable of contracting and be 
contracted with, and have the general powers possessed by muni- 
cipal corporations at common law, and in addition thereto shall 
pNOssess the powers hereinafter specially granted, and the authori- 
ties thereof shall have perpetual succession. 

Sec. 2. The followine; described territory shall be and constitute 
said village, to-wifc: Section one (1), two (2), three (3), four (4), 
five (5), six (6), seven (7), eight (8), nme (9), ten (10), eleven (11 h 
twelve (12), thirteen (13), fourteen (14), fifteen (15), sixteen (16), 
seventeen (17), eighteen (18), nineteen (19), twenty (20), twenty-one 
(21), twenty-two (22), twenty-three (23), twenty-four (24), twenty- 
five (25), twenty-six (26), twenty-seven (27), twenty-eisjht (28), 
twenty-nine (29), thirty (30), thirty-one (31), thirty-two (32), 
thirty-three (33), thirty-four (34), thirty-five (36) and thirty-six (36) 
all in township thirty-five (35) north, of range twenty-one (21) 
west, in the county of Chisago, State of Minnesota. 

Seo. 3. There shall be an annual election for elective officers 
hereinafter provided, held on the first (1st) Tuesday of April of 
each and every year, at such place in the village as the common 
council shall designate, and the polls shall be kept open from nine 
(9) o^clock in the forenoon until five (5) o'clock in the afternoon, 
and ten days previous notice shall be given by the common 
council of the time and place of holding such election and of the 
officers to be elected, by posting notice thereof in three (3) of 
the most public places in said village. 

Seo. 4. The elective officers of said village shall be one (1) 
president, one (1) recorder, three (3) councilors, one (1) treasurer 
and two (2) justices of the peace, who shall be styled village justices. 
The president, recorder and treasurer shall hold their respective 
offices for the terms of one (1) year and the justices of the peace 
shall hold their offices for the terms of two (2) years and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. The councilors shall each 
hold his office for the term of three (3) years and until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified at the next village election in said 
village, to be held the first Tuesday in April, A. D. 1882, three 
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(3) councilors shall be elected. One (1) to hold his office for the term 
of one (1) year, one to hold his office for the term of two (2) years, one 
(1) to hold his office for the term of three (3) years, and at each 
general election thereafter one (1) councilor snail be elected each 
year. The ballot used at the election on the first (1) Tuesday in 
April A. D. One thousand eight hundred and eighty-two aforesaid 
shall contain the term of omce for which each councilor is to be 
elected. 

Sbo. 5. The following councilors and officers shall be and they 
and each of them are hereby constituted and appointed the councilors 
and officers of said village, with full powers and authority to act as 
such for and in behalf of said village until the next general election, 
to be held in said village, as hereinbefore provided, to wit: president, 
E. C. Lang; recorder, W. C. Hume; councilors, E. A. McGutcheon, 
Frank Smith and E. C. Endohl; treasurer, B. C. Winston; justices 
of the peace, E. C. Ingalls and J. W. DeLamater. 

Sbo. 6. Every person appointed to any office by the common 
council or elected to any office by the people, may be removed from 
said office by a vote of two-thirds(f ) of the common council; but no 
officer elected bv the people shall be removed except for cause, nor 
unless furnished with a written statement of the charges against 
him, nor until he shall have had a reasonable opportunity to be 
heard in his defense. The common council shall fix a time and 
place for the trial of such officer, of which not less than ten (10) 
days notice shall be given, and have power to compel attendance 
of witnesses and the production of books and papers, and to hear 
and determine the case; and if such officer shall neglect to appear 
and answer the charges against him, the common council may de- 
clare the office vacant. 

Sic. 7. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of presi- 
dent, councilors, recorder, or treasurer, by deaths removal, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, the common council shall have power, and it 
shall be their duty to declare the office vacant, hy resolution entered 
upon their minutes. Such vacancy shall be filled by a new election, 
wnich shall be ordered by the common council within ten (10) days 
after such vacancy has been declared, and held within twenty (20) 
days after such declaration; and notice of such election shall be 
given the same as of the general election of said village. Any 
vacancy happening in any other office shall be filled by the common 
council, unless otherwise provided for. 

The person appointed or elected to fill vacancy shall hold his 
office and discharge the duties thereof for the unexpired term and 
with the same ri^ts and subject to the same liabilities as the per- 
son whose office he may be elected or appointed to fill. 

Sec. 8. All elections by the people shall be by ballot, and each 
ballofc shall contain the names of the persons voted for with the 
proper designation of the office written or printed thereon, and 
plurality of votes shall constitute an election. When two (2) or 
more candidates for an elective office shall receive an equal number 
of votes for the same office, the election shall be determined by the 
casting of lots in the presence of the common council, at such time 
and in such manner as they may direct. 
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Sso. 9. All persons entitled to vote for state or county officers, 
and who shall have resided in the county of Chisago for four (4) 
months next preceeding the election, and ten (10) days in the vil- 
lage, shall be entitled to vote for any officer or any matter to be 
voted upon under this law and to hold any office nereby erected. 
The village shall be and constitute one (1) election district for state 
and county as well as village elections, and the mode of conducting 
all state and county elections in said village shall be in the manner 
herein provided in reference to village elections, except that the re- 
turns thereof shall be made by the judges of election to the county 
Auditor within the time and manner provided by law. 

Sbo. 10. The election in said village shall be held and conducted 
by any two (2) members of the council who shall be the judges of 
the election, and the recorder shall act as clerk of the election and 
the judges of election may appoint one (1) additional clerk. The 
judges shall take the usual oath or a£Srmation as prescribed by the 
General Laws of the State to be taken by the ludges of election, 
and shall have power to administer oaths. Said election shall be 
held and conducted in the same manner and under the same penal- 
ties as recyiired by the General Laws of the State regulating elec- 
tions. 

Sbo. 11. When the village election shall be closed and the 
number of votes for each person voted for shall have been counted 
and ascertained, and said judges shall make returns thereof stating 
therein the number of votes for each person for each and every of- 
fice, and shall be delivered or cause to be delivered, such returns to 
the village recorder within three (3) days after any election, and 
the common council shall meet and canvass said returns and de- 
clare the result as it appears from the same within three (3) days 
thereafter. The recorder shall forthwith notify the officer or of- 
ficers elected of their election by written notices served upon such 
officer in person or left at their usual place of abode with some 
person of suitable age and discretion. Special elections to fill va- 
cancies or for any "other purpose, shall be held and conducted in 
the same manner, and the returns thereof made in the same form 
and manner as in general and annual elections, and within such 
time as may be prescribed by resolution. 

Sec. 12. Any officer removing from the village, or any officer 
who shall refuse or neglect for ten (10^ days after notice of election 
or appointment to enter upon the discnarge of the duties of his of- 
fice, shall be deemed to have vacated his office, and the common 
council shall proceed to fill the vacancy as herein prescribed. The 
term of everv officer elected under this law shall commence on the 
second (2d) Tuesday of April of the year for which he was elected, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sbo. 13. Every person elected or appointed to any office under 
this act shall, before he enters upon the duties of his office, take 
and subscribe an oath of office and file the same, duly certified 
by the officer taking the same, with the recorder of the village, 
and the treasurer, marshal and village justices and such other offi- 
cers as the common council may direct, shall, severally, before en- 
tering upon the duties of their respective offices, execute to the 
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village a bond with at least two (2) sureties, to be approved by the 
common council, who shall make affidavit that they are each worth 
the penal sum specified in said bond over and above all debts, ex- 
emptions and liabilities, and such bond shall contain such penal 
sum and such conditions as the common council may deem proper, 
and they may from time fc© time require. new or additional bonds, 
and remove Irom office any officer refusing or neglecting to give the 
same. 

Sio. 14. The president shall take care that the laws of the State 
and the ordinances of the vill^e are duly observed and enforced, 
and that all other executive officers of the village discharge their 
duties. He shall from time to time give fche common council such 
information and recommend such measures as he may deem advan- 
tageous to the village. The president shall be the chief executive 
officer and head of the police of the village, and shall appoint such 
police officers and watchman, except when otherwise provided for; 
and in case of a riot or other disturbances, he mAy appoint as many 
special or temporary police as he may deem necessary; and any 
police officer or watchman appointed by. the president, as aforesaid, 
may be discharged by him whenever, in his opinion, the yelfare of 
the village may demand it, or a reduction of their number renders 
it necessary. The president shall preside at all meetings of the 
common council, and shall sign all ordinances, by-laws, rules or 
regulations passed by the common council, and in case of his ab- 
sence, the balance of the common council present (if there be a 
quorum) may appoint a temporary president, who shall act and 
preside instead of the president. 

Sec. 15. There shall be a recorder of said village styled **village 
recorder," who shall keep his office at the place of meeting of the 
common council or at such other place convenient thereto as the 
council may determine. He shall keep the corporate seal and all 
the papers and records of the village, and keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of the common council, at whope meetings it shall be his 
duty to attend. Copies of all papers filed in his office, and tran- 
scripts from all records of the common council certified by him 
under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all courts as if the 
original was produced ; he shall draw and countersign all orders on 
the treasurer in pursuance of any order or resolution of the com- 
mon council, and keep a full and accurate account thereof in the 
books provided for that purpose. The village recorder shall have 
power to administer oaths and affirmations and take acknowledge- 
ments of deeds and other writings. 

Sec. 16. He shall make or causo to be made estimates of the 
expense of any work to be done by the village, countersign all con- 
tracts made in behalf of the village and certificates of work author- 
ized by any committee of the common council or by any village of- 
ficer, and every contract made in behalf of the village or to which 
the village is a party, shall be void unless signed by the recorder. 
The recorder shall keep regular books of account in which he shall 
enter all indebtedness of the village, and which shall at all times 
show the precise financial condition of the village. The amount 
of bonds, orders, certificates or other evidences of indebtedness 
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issued by the common council, and the amount of all bonds, orders, 
certificates or other evidences of indebtedness which have been re- 
deemed and the amount of each outstanding, to countersign all 
bonds, orders or other evidences of indebtedness of the village, and 
to keep accurate accounts thereof, to keep accounts with all re- 
ceiving and disbursing officers of the village, showing the amounts 
they have received from the diflFerent sources of revenue and the 
amount which they have disbursed under the direction of the com- 
mon council. He shall on the last day of March, annually, make 
a full and accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
the preceeding year, which statement shall contain a full and cor- 
rect description of each item, from whom and on what account re- 
ceived, to whom paid and on what account expended, together with 
an accurate statement of the finances of the said village at the end 
of the fiscal year, including all debts and liabilities of every descrip- 
tion, and the assets and other means to discharge the same, and 
shall present the same to the common council for their approval. 

Seo. 17. The Treasurer shall be the depositary of all moneys 
belonging to said corporation and shall receipt to the Recorder 
therefor. The treasurer shall report to the common council at 
least fifteen (15) days before the annual election, a full and detailed 
account of all moneys received and paid out by him, after the date 
of the last annual report, which report shall be filed with the re- 
corder. 

Provided^ That no moneys shall be paid out by said treasurer 
except by an order from the village recorder as provided by this act, 
and no order shall be paid by him unless first endorsed in writing 
thereon the name of tne payee therein and the party receiving the 
money therefor. 

Seo. 18. There shall be a marshal of said village who shall be 
appointed by the president, b^ and with the consent of the common 
council, and who shall perform such duties as shall be prescribed 
by the common council for the preservation of the public peace. 
Said marshal is hereby invested with all the powers of a sheriff or 
constable in the service of writs as granted them by the laws of 
this State, and may pursue into any county in this State and take 
and bring back for trial any offender against the ordinances of the 
village and when performing the duties of sheriff for said village he 
shall be entitled to like fees. 

Sec. 19. The common council shall at the first meeting after 
the annual election or any adjournment thereof, elect by ballot a 
street commissioner, who shall hold his office for one (1) year and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. It shall be the duty of 
the street commissioner to superintend all work and improvements 
upon the streets, roads, bridges and public grounds of the village, 
and carry into effect all orders and ordinances of the common 
council in relation to work and improvements, public streets, roads, 
bridges and public grounds of the village, and he shall be required 
to execute a bond with sureties satisfactory to the common coun- 
cil conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties. That he 
will account for all moneys collected or received by him in his 
official capacity or belonging to the village. 
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Seo. 20. The common council shall in the month of April in 
each year, elect an assessor, who shall be styled the 
Tillage assessor, who shall perform all duties m relation 
to the asssessing of property for the purpose of levying of all vil- 
lage, school, county and State taxes, and upon completion of the 
assessment roll he shall return the same to the common council, 
who may alter, revise or equalize the same as they may deem just 
and proper. Said village assessor shall hold his office for one (1) 
year and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec, 21. The justices of the peace of the village, styled village 
justices, shall posses all the power, authority and nghts of justices 
of the peace of the county under the laws of this State, and shall 
have in addition thereto, exclusive jurisdiction to hear and try all 
complaints for violations of any provision or provisions of the vil- 
lage charter or any ordinance, by-law, rule or regulation made or 
adopted under or by virtue thereof, and all cases cognizable before 
a justice of the peace in which the village is a party, and of all 
writs, prosecutions and proceedings in the recovery of any fine, 
forfeiture or penalty uuder any by-law, ordinance or regulation of 
said village or its charter, and in all cases committed against the 
same. 

Seo. 22. In all prosecutions for any violation of this act, the 
first process shall be by warrant on complaint being made. 
Provided^ that no warrant shall be necessary in any case for the 
arrest of any person or persons while in the act of violating any 
law of the State of Minnesota, or ordinance or by-law of the village, 
but the person or persons so arrested may be proceeded against, 
tried, convicted and punished or discharged in the same manner 
as if the arrest had been made by warrant. All warrants, process 
or writs of the village justice for the violation of any ordinance or 
by-law of the village, snail be directed to the marshal or any police 
officer of the village. 

Sso. 23. In all cases of the imposition of any fine or penalty, or 
of the rendering of any judgment by the village Justice of the said 
village, pursuant to any statute of the State of Minnesota, or pur- 
suant to any ordinance or by-law of said village as a punishment 
for any ofiense, or for the violation of any ordinance or by-law as 
aforesaid, the offender shall be forthwith committed to the village 
prison of said village, or if there be no village prison, to the com- 
mon jail of the county, and to be there imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding three (3) months, in the discretion of the village justice, 
unless the said fine or penalty be sooner paid or satisfied, and from 
the time of the arrest of any person or persons for any offense 
whatever, until the time of trial, the person or persons so arrested 
may be imprisoned in the village prison or in case there be no vil- 
lage prison, in the common jail of the county. 

Sec. 24. All fines and penalties imposed b^ the village justices 
for offenses committed within the village limits, for the violation 
of any ordinance, by-law or regulation of said village, shall belong 
to and be a part of the finances of said village. 

Sec. 25. xhe village justice shall on the first (1st) day of every 
month report to the common council all the proceedifigs instituted 
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before him in which the village is interested, and shall at the same 
time, account for and pay over to the village recorder all fines and 
penalties collected or received by him belonging to said village, 
and said justice shall be entitled to receive from the county, such 
fees in criminal cases as are allowed by statue, to justices of the 
peace for similar services. 

Sec. 26. If any person having been an officer of said village, 
shall not within ten (10) days after notification and request, de- 
liver to his successor in office all property, books, papers and effects 
of every description in his possession belonging to said village or 
pertaining to the office he may have held, he shall forfeit and pay 
to the use of the village not less than twenty-five ($25) dol- 
lars nor more than one hundred ($100) dollars, besides all damages 
caused by his neglect or his refusal to so deliver, and said successor 
may receive possession of said books, papers and effects in the man- 
ner prescribed by the laws of this State. 

Sbo. 27, The common council shall have power unless herein 
otherwise provided, to fix the compensation of all officers elected 
or appointed under this act, and such compensation shall be fixed 
by resolution; and in regard to all officers created by this charter, 
the (Compensation shall be fixed within three (3) months from the 
first organization and meeting of the common council. After the 
first (1) year the compensation of officers shall be fixed for the 
fiscal year in the month of April of each year, except for such 
officers as may hereafter be created, in regard to which the compensa- 
tion shall be fixed at the time of the creaMon of such office, nor shall 
the compensation of any officer after having been fixed, be in- 
creased or diminished during the term for which such officer was 
elected or appointed. No officer elected or appointed to office un- 
der the provisions of this charter, shall be a party to or interested in 
any contract in which the villa&^e is interested, made while such 
officer is holding office. Provided^ That the president and councilors 
shall receive no compensation for their services as such officers. 

Seo. 28. The president, recorder and each councilor, village jus- 
tices, marshal, police officers and watchmen shall be officers of the 
peace, with powers of constables at common law, and may com- 
mand the peace, suppress in a summary manner all rioting and dis- 
orderly behavior within the limits of the village, and for such pur- 
pose may command the assistance of bystanders, and if need be, of 
the citizens and military companies, and if any person, bystander, 
military officer or private shall reftise to aid in maintaining th» 
peace when so required, each person shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
fifty ($50) dollars, and in case where the civil powers may be re- 
quirea to suppress riots or disorderly behavior the superior or senior 
officer present in the order mentioned in this section shall direct 
the proceedings. 

Seo. 29. The president, recorder and councilors shall con- 
stitute the common council, and the style of ordinances shall 
be, "The common council of the village of North Branch do or- 
dainJ' &c. The common council shall meet at such time and place 
as they by resolution may direct. A majority of the common 
council shall constitute a quorum. 
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Sec. so. The common council shall hold stated meetings, and the 
president may call special meeting by girine notice to each of the 
members, to be delivered personally or to be left at their usual place 
of abode. The common council shall be judges of the election and 
qualification of its own members, and in such cases shall hare 
power to send for persons and papers, and shall also determine the 
rules of its own proceedings and have power to compel the attend- 
ance of absent members. 

Seo. 31. The common council shall have control and manage- 
ment of the finances and all property of the village, and shall like- 
wise, in addition to the powers herein vested in them, have fall 
powers and authority to make and act, ordain, establish, publish, 
enforce, alter, modify, amend and repeal all such ordinances, by- 
laws, rules and regulations for the government and s^ood order of 
the village, and for the prevention of crime and for the suppression 
of vice and intemperance as they shall deem expedient. They shall 
have power to establish and maintain a village prison, Frovided^ 
that until otherwise ordered by the common council, the common 
jail of the county shall be used as the village prison, and it shall be 
the duty of the sheriflf or jailor of the county to take into custody 
and safely keep in said jail, all persons committed thereto until dis- 
charged according to law. 

The common council shall have full power and authority to de- 
clare and impose penalties and punishments, and to enrorce the 
same against any person who may violate any provisions of any or- 
dinance or by-law passed or ordained by them, and all such ordi- 
nances, rules and by-laws are hereby declared to have all force 
of law. Provided, that they be not repugnant to the Constitution 
and laws of the United States or of this State, and for these pur- 
poses shall have authority by ordinances, resolution or by-laws. 

First. To license and regulate the exhibitions of common show- 
men and shows of all kinds, or the exhibition of caravans, circuses, 
concerts or theatrical performances, billiard, pigeon hole and pool 
tables, nine (9) or ten (10) pin alleys ; to grant license to and reg- 
ulate auctions and auctioneers, pedlers, tavern and hotel keepers, 
butcher shops and victualing house keepers, merchants and dealers 
in manufactured articles, druggists and apothecaries, and all per- 
sons manufacturing or dealing in spirituous, vinous or fermented 
liquors. Provided^ that all licenses for so dealing in or manufact- 
uring spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors as a beverage shall 
not be less than one hundred ($100) dollars per year, and all licenses 
of whatever nature, shall expire on the last day of December in 
each year. 

Second. To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of gambling 
and fraudulent devices and practices, and all playing of cards, dice 
or other games of chance for the purpose of gambling in said vil- 
lage, and to restrain any person from selling, giving or dealing in 
spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors unless duly authorized by 
the common council. 

Third. To prevent any riots or disorderly assemblages in said 
village, and to provide for the arrest and punishment of any person 
who shall be guilty of the same, to suppress disorderly houses and 
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houses of ill-fame, and to provide for the arrest and punishment of 
the keepers thereof, and to authorize the seizure and destruction of 
all implements used for the purpose of gambling. 

Fourth. To prevent the encumbering of the streets^ sidewalks, 
lanes, alleys or public grounds with carriages, wagons, carts, 
sleighs or other vehicles, or with boxes, lumber, firewood, posts, 
awning or anj other material or substance whatever. 

Fifth. To prevent and punish immoderate driving or riding in 
the streets, to regulate the speed of cars and locomotives in said vil- 
lage, and to prevent their obstructing the streets of said village for 
more than ten (10) minutes, accidents excepted, and to compel per- 
sons to fasten tneir horses or other animals attached to vehicles or 
otherwise while standing in the streets, and to regulate the places 
for bathing or swimming in the waters within the limits of the 
village. 

S&th. To restrain the running at large of horses, cattle, swine, 
sheep, poultry and geese, and to authorize! the distraining and sale 
of the same, and to impose penalties on the owners of said animsJs 
for the violation of the ordinance. Provided^ that when a sale of 
such animal or animals shall be made, the proceeds therefrom after 
deducting the expense of the distraining, keeping, advertising and 
selling such animals, shall be deposited in the office of the treasurer 
of said village for the use and benefit of the owners thereof if called 
for by such owner within one (1) year from the day of such sale. 

Seventh. To prevent any person from bringing, depositing or 
having within said village any putrid carcass or other unwhole- 
some substance, and to require the removal of the same by any per- 
son who shall have upon his premises any such substance or any 
putrid unsound meats, flesh, fish, hides, skins of any kind, and to 
authorize the removal of the same at their expense. 

Eighth. To do all acts and make all regulations which may be 
necessary and expedient for the preservation of health or the sup- 
pression of disease, and to make regulations to prevent the intro- 
duction of contagious disease into the village, and to make quaran- 
tine laws and enforce the same within the village. 

Ninth. To restrain and punish vagrants, mendicants, street beg- 
ging, and provide for the punishment of the same. 

Tenth. Fines, penalties and punishments imposed by the com- 
mon council for the breach of any ordinance, by-law or regulation 
of said village, may extend to a fine not exceeding one hundred 
($10 >) dollars or imprisonment in the village prison or county jail 
not exceeding ninety (90) days, or both, at the discretion of the vil- 
lage justice, and offenaers against the same mav be required to give 
security for their good behavior and to keep tne peace for a period 
not exceeding six (6) months, and in a sum not exceeding five hun- 
dred ($500) dollars. 

Eleventh. To appropriate money and provide for the debts and 
expenses of the village, and to provide needful buildings for the use 
of the village and for the erection thereof. 

Sbo. 80. All ordinances, regulations, resolutions and by-laws 
shall be passed by an affirmative vote of a majority of the members 
of the common council present by ayes and nays, and shall be

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iKMsted in three (3) puUic plaees in said Tillage for two (9) weeks 
Wore the same snail be in force, and shall be admitted as eyidence 
in any court in this State without further proof; the^ eh^l be re* 
eorded by the yillaee recorder in books to be provided therefor. 
No appropriation shall be made without a Yote of a majority of 
the members of the council present in its fayor, which vote shall 
be taken by ayes and nays and entered upon the proceedings of the 
council. 

Sec. 81. The common council shall examine, audit and adjust 
the accounts of the recorder, treasurer, street commissioner, village 
justices and all other officers or agents of the village, at such times as 
they shall deem proper, and also at the end of each year and be- 
fore the term for which the officers of said village were elected or 
appointed shall have expired. And the common council shall re* 
quire each and every such officer and agent to exhibit his books, 
accounts and vouchers for such examination and settlement, and if 
any such officer or agent shall refuse to comply with the oiders of 
said council in discharge of their said duties in pursuance of this 
section, or shall neglect or refuse to render his accounts or present 
his books and vouchers to the council or committee thereof, it shall 
be the duty of the common council to declare the office of such 
person vacant. And the common council shall institute suits and 
proceedings at law againts any officer and agent of said village 
who may DC found delinquent or defaulting in his accounts, or m 
the discharge of his official duties, and shall make a full record of 
iJl such settlement or adjustments. 

Sec. 82. The common council shall have power to levy upon 
all the taxable property of said village, taxes to provide for the 
current expenses of the village government, for the opening, 
maintaining and improving of the public grounds, and the con- 
struction of buildings, and improvements of a g^eneral character. 
Provided, That such taxes shall in no year exceed one (1) per cent, 
of the assessed valuation. 

Seo. 83. The common council shall have power to levy a sjpecial 
tax upon all the taxable property of the village or of the different 
road districts therein, for the purpose of constructing, main- 
taining bridges, culverts and o^nings ; and for constructing, main- 
taining and repairing roads, highways, streets l^Id alleys, for the 
construction of reservoirs, cisterns, sewers, drains and street gutters 
and [for] grading of streets, and for other purposes conducive to good 
order and cleanliness, and for protection against crimes, disease and 
fire. Provided, that such taxes shall in no year exceed one (1) per 
cent, of the assessed valuation, and. Provided further, that for the 
improvements in this section mentioned, the common council shall 
have the power to assess the tax to the person paying the same, 
upon the road district benefited by such improvements, in such 
manner and to such extent as the common council may think just 
and equitable ; the tax shall be apportioned upon a cash valuation 
of the property which it shall be determined is liable to assessment 
for such improvements. The common council shall also have the 
power to levy upon every male inhabitant of said village, between 
the ages of twenty-one (21) and fifty (50) years, except idiots, iu« 
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natics, paupen and such others as are exempt by law, a capitation 
or poll tax of not less than two (2) Or more than four (4) days wor)p 
upon the streets, highwajrs or other public improvements withii^ 
their respective road districts in said village of which such inhabit- 
ant is a resident. All persons liable to pay such poll tax may in 
lieu of work pay the street commissioner one and one half ($1.50) 
dollar per day for each day such person is assessed to work. All 
moneys so received shall be expended upon the streets^ highways 
or other public improvements within the road district wherein the 
person paying the same may reside ; said poll tax shall be levied 
by the common council at their first meeting after the annual 
election of each year, and shall be collected by the street commis- 
sioner in the manner prescribed by the laws of this State for the 
collection of highway labor taxes in towns, by overseers of high- 
ways. Providea^ any person so assessed and duly notified, t^o 
does not commute as hereinbefore provided, or who refuses or neg- 
lects to appearand perform such labor, shall thereupon become 
liable to pay the full amount of such assessment and money at the 
same rate per day as prescribed in section eighteen (18) of chapter 
thirteen (13) of the General Laws of this State. 

Sbo. u4. The common council shall have power, and it shall be 
the duty of the common council to levy annually upon the taxable 
property of said village, taxes sufficient to pay all bonds or other 
mdebtedness due or payable in any year, unless that previously to 
the first day of September in each year some other adequate provis-. 
ion has been made for the payment of the same. Tne common 
council shall have the power to issue bonds and levy taxes exceed- 
ing the amount authorized by other sections of this act, Providetk 
that the same be authorized oy a majority of the voters present and 
voting at any election to be held for that purpose. The time, place 
and manner of holding such election to be prescribed by the com- 
mon council, the same notice to be given as at other elections and 
no bonds for any purpose shall be issued by the common council 
for any purpose unless so authorized. 

Seo. 35. Taxes may be levied by the common council, and no 
tax shall be invalid by reason of any informality in the manner of 
levying the same, nor because the amount levied shall exceed the 
amount required to be levied for the special purpose for which the 
same is levied. But in such case the surplus shall, if the tax be a 
general tax go into the general fund of the village; if it be a bon4 
or interest tax it shall be kept and used for the further payment of 
principal or interest of the same class of bonds or the purchase 
thereof before due. If it be for improvements it shall be sept and 
used for further improvements of the same character. 

Seo. 36. The common council shall cause to be transmitted to 
the county auditor of the county, on or before the first (1) dajr of 
September of each year a statement of all taxes by them levied; 
such taxes shall be collected and the payment thereof enforced with 
and in a like manner as State and county taxes are paid and pay- 
ment enforced. And the county treasurer of said county shall pay 
such taxes over as far as collected, into the treasury of said vil- 
lage. 
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. Seo 87. No money shall be paid out of the Tillage treasury un- 
less such payment be authorized by the common council, and these 
shall be drawn out only upon orders by the president, and coun- 
tersigned by the recorder, which orders shall specify the purpose 
for which they were drawn, and the fund out of which they are 
payable, and the name of the person in whose favor the same are 
drawn and may be made payable to the order of such person or to 
the bearer as the eommon council may determine. 

Sec. 38. When any such order shall have been paid or received 
by the treasurer, it shall not again be issued, but he shall im- 
mediately cancel the same and file the same away in his o£Sce, 
keeping the order drawn upon each person separate. 

Seo. 39. The common council shall have the care, super- 
vision and control of all public highways, bridges, streets, alleys, 
public squares and grounds vdthin the limits of said village, and 
shall cause all streets which may^ have been opened and graded to 
be kept open and in repair and free from nuisances. 

Sec. 40. The common council of said rillage by a vote of not 
less than two-thirds (f ) of all the members present and constitu- 
ting a quorum of any stated or special meeting, such vote to 
embrace a majority of all the members elect, shall have power to 
lay out, open, alter and vacate public squares, streets, grounds, 
highways and alleys and to widen and straighten the n9,me, provided, 
that whenever it shall be required to take private property for the 
purpose above stated, they shall proceed in accordance with the 
provisions of the general laws of this State in reference to the lay- 
ing out of public roads and highways. 

Sec. 41. Whenever the common council shall deem it necessary 
to construct or repair any sidewalk in the village, they shall re- 
quire the street commissioner to notify all owners and occupants 
of any lot or lots or parcel of land adjoining the sidewalk to con- 
struct or repair the same at his or their own proper expense and 
(Charge within a time designated, by the publication of three (3) 
notices in three (3) of the most public places in said village for at 
least two (2) weeks of a notice to such owners or occupants, setting 
forth what work is to be done and the character of the same, such 
owners and occupants and the time within which they are to do 
the same. 

Sec. 42. If such work is not done and the said sidewalk not 
built or repaired in the manner and in the time prescribed, the 
common council may order the same to be done by the street 
commissioner at the expense of the lots and parcels of land adjoin- 
ing said sidewalk, and said expense shall be assessed upon such 
lo^ and parcels of land, so chargeable, by the street commissioner 
in such manner that [each J such lot will be charged with the whole 
expense of the sidewalk adjoining thereto. After such assessment 
is made it shall be returned by the street commissioner to the 
common council; and said assessment so made and returned if 
approved by the common council, shall become a lien upon said 
lots and parcels of land as in case of other taxes for State, county 
or village purposes. 

Sec. 43. If said assessment be not paid to the street commis- 
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sioner or the recorder on or before the twentieth (20th) day of Au- 
gust in any year, the common council shall cause a statement of 
the same to be transmitted with the village taxes levied for that 
year to the auditor of the county, on or before the first (1st) day of 
September in each year, and said auditor shall insert the same with 
the other taxes in a duplicate statement of taxes annually trans- 
mitted by him to the county treasurer for collection, and payment 
thereof enforced with and in like manner as village, county and 
state taxes are collected, and payment thereof enforced. 

Seo. 44. The common council shall prescribe the width of side- 
walks and may establish different widths in different localities, and 
determine the kind of material of which the same shall be con- 
structed, having regard to the business and amount of travel in the 
vicinity of each. 

Sec. 45. The expense of constructing or repairing sidewalks in 
said village shall include all stone work, excavations or fillings to 
make the same upon established grades. 

Sec. 46. All sidewalks constructed or repaired by the owner or 
occupant of said lot or parcel of land in pursuance of notice under 
this act, or without such notice, shall be subject to the approval of 
the street commissioner of said village. 

Sec. 47. No person shall be an incompetent judge, justice, wit- 
ness or juror, by reason of his being an inhabitant ot said village, 
in any proceeding or action in which the village shall be a party in 
interest.

Sec. 51. This act is hereby declared to be a public act, and may 
be read in evidence in all courts of law in this State without proof. 

Sec. 52. This act shall take effect and be in force from and aftex 
its passage.

able with the cost of such sewer in porportion to their fronts on 
such street or alley.

Boa»d of Public Works, with instructions to cause a contract after 
having given ten (10) days^ notice by at least five (5) publications 
in the official paper of said city, to be let for a period not to exceed 
two years for the sprinkling of so much of any street or part of a 
street as may have been petitioned for by a majority of the owners 
and occupants as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. The board of public works as soon, after the letting and 
execution of any contract as aforesaid as practicable, shall proceed to 
make an assessment for the amount of money necessary to defray 
the cost and expense of such sprinkling, including the necessary 
expenses of making and collecting such assessment upon that part 
of the street so sprinkled and which are subject to assessment, and 
the buildings ana improvements thereon by an equal rate on the 
assessed value of such lots, lands, buildings and improvements 
without regard to the number of front feet. 

Sic. 3. Assessments for sprinkling streets may be in the fol- 
lowing form or any other form which the Board of Public Works of 
said city may adopt: 

The Board of Public Works of the city of St. Paul, doth hereby 
assess and levy upon and against the several lots and parcels of 
land below described, and the ouildings and improvements thereon 
the respective sums of money set opposite each lot or parcel of land.

Sbg. 4. When said assessment is completed, the said board of pub- 
lic works shall give six (6) days notice by at least two (2) publications 
to the effect that at a time and place therein set forth, that said assess- 
ment will be confirmed unless cause is shown to the contrary, and 
that objections must be filed one (1) day before such time of meet- 
ing with the clerk of said board; such objections shall be made and 
filed in the same manner, and said board shall proceed in hearing 
the same, and have the same power to correct, confirm or set aside 
such assessment or proceed de novo, as provided in section fifteen 
(15), chapter seven (7), of the city charter.

Seo, 7. Whenever the board of health shall report to the com- 
mon council, that stagnant or impure water stands upon any lot, 
lots or parcels ot land thereby creating a nuisance injurious to 
public health, the common council may refer said report to the board 
of public works, upon such reference said board shall then proceed 
to investigate the same, and if they shall determine that such nuis- 
ance does exist by reason of any stagnant or impure water standing 
upon any lot, lot^ or parcels oi land and that the same is injurious 
to public health, they shall report the same to the common council

Sbotion 1. That chapter seven (7) of an act entitled: "An act 
to reduce the act incorporating the city of Rochester, in the county 
of Olmsted, and State of Minnesota and the several acts amenda- 
tory thereof, and the act to organize a board of education for the 
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city of Rochester, and the several acts amendatory thereof to one 
act, and to amend the same,** approved March ninth (9th), one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven (1867), and the subsequent 
acts amendatory thereof, be and the same is hereby amended by 
adding the following new sections: 

Sec. 13. No public grounds, streets, alleys or highways within 
said city shall be vacated or discontinued by the common council, 
except upon a petition of a majority of the owners of property on 
the line of such public grounds, streets, alleys or highways resident 
vnthin the said city; such petition shall set forth the facts and 
reasons for such vacation, accompanied by a plat of such public 
grounds, streets, alleys or highways proposed to be vacated, and 
shall be verified by the oath of at least two (2) of the petitioners. 
The common council shall thereupon if they deem it expedient 
that the matter should be proceeded with, order the petition to be 
filed of record with the city recorder, who shall give notice by 
publication in the official paper of said city for four weeks, at least 
once a week to the effect that such petition has been filed as afore- 
said, and stating in brief its object, and that said petition will be 
^ heard and considered by the common council, or a committee ap- 
' pointed by them on a certain day and place therein specified, not 
less than ten (10) days from the expiration of such publication. 
The common council or such committee as may be appointed by 
them for the purpose, at the time and place appointed, shall in- 
vestigate and consider the said matter and shall hear the testimony 
and evidence on the part of pai*ties interested. The common 
council thereupon after hearing the same or upon the report of

Sec. 15. Whenever any public ground, street or alley shall be 
laid out, widened or enlarged, under the provisions of this chapter 
the common council shall cause an accurate survey and plat thereof 
to be made and filed in the office of the register of deeds for Olm- 
sted county. 

This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED : "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE 
THE VILLAGE OP WINNEBAGO CITY, FARIBAULT COUNTY, STATE 
OF MINNESOTA, APPROVED FEBRUARY TWENTY- FOUR (24.) ONE 
THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-FOUR (1874). 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Seotiok 1 That section eight (8) of title one (1), of an act to 
incorporate the village of Winnebago City, approved February 
twenty-fourth 24th, one thousand eight hundred and seventy -four 
(1874), being chapter fifty-four (54) of the special laws of one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-four (1874), be amended by adding 
at the end of said section the following: 

The common council of said village shall at their first (1st) meet- 
ing in each year by resolution designate and appoint some duly 
elected and qualified justice of the peace, then resident of the vil- 
lage, other than the police justice provided for herein, or in 
case there is no other justice of the peace resident in said village, 
then some justice residing in the township of Winnebago City, to 
act as special police justice of said village. The said justice who 
may be appointed as special police justice is hereby clothed with all 
the powers, duties as is by this act conferred upon, and shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction with the police justice, and shall receive the 
game fees for his services, and shall qualify and give the bond re- 
quired of the police justice by this act, before entering upon his 
said office. Provided,, That if fhe common council shall fail to 
appoint such special [police] justice at their first (1st) meeting as 
hereinbefore provided, they shall make said appointment at some 
other meeting, such appointment to extend and be in force only for 
and during the year for which said council were elected, and shall 
expire with the term of office of said council. 

Sec. 2. That section six (6) of title three (3), of said act as 
amended by section three (3) of chapter fifty-four (54), of special 
laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine (1879), and 
by chapter ninety-nin^ (99), of special laws of one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-one (1881), be amended by adding thereto the 
following: 

^^ Provided further^ That the provisions of chapter sixteen (16) of 
the general statutes of one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
eight (1878), relating to intoxicating liquors shall apply to and be 
in force within the limits ot the village of Winnebago City, but no 
person having obtained a license under the provisions of this act 
from the common council of said village, shall be obliged to obtain 
such or any license from the board of county commissioners of the 
county of Faribault. 

Sec. 3, That section two (2) of title one (1) as amended by sec- 
tion two (2), chapter fifty-four (54), of the special laws of one thou- 
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sand eight hundred and seyenty-uine (1879), be amended so as fo 
read as follows: 
Sec. 2. The elective officers of said corporation shall be one (1) 

f>resident, one (1) recorder, three (3) trustees, one (1) treasurer, one 
1) assessor and one (1) justice of the peace who shall be styled 
police justice, and shall each hold their office for the term of one (1) 
year except the justice of the peace whose term of office shall oe 
two (2) years, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 
In addition to the a'foove officers the common council shall have 
power, and it shall be their duty to elect by ballot a constable, who 
shall be styled marshal, for said corporation at their first (1st) meet- 
ing in each year, whose term of office shall extend and be in force 
during the pleasure of the council, but in no case longer than the 
year for which said council were elected, and until his successor 
shall be appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed from office 
by said council. In addition to the above officers the common 
council shall have the power to appoint, define the duties and fix 
the compensation of such other officers as the said council may 
deem necessary.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OP THE CITY OF ST. PAUL, IN 
RELATION TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT OF SAID CITY. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Sbotiok 1. That chapter ten (10) of the charter of the city of 
St. Paul, in relation to the fire department, be and the same is 
tereby amended by adding thereto the following sections: 

Sec. 8. There is hereby established a department of the munici- 
pal fifovernment of the city of St. Paul, which shall be known as 
^^the board of fire commissioners/^ to be constituted and organized 
as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 9, The said board of fire commissioners shall consist of 
three (3) reputable freeholders and qualified electors of said city, 
none of whom shall be members of the common council of said 
city, or hold any other office under the charter or ordinances of 
said city. 

The first board of fire commisioners shall consist of Frank 
Brewer, William B. Dean and Jeremiah C. Prendergast, who shall 
hold said office for the following terms, and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified, namely: Said Frank Brewer, until 
December thirty-first (Slst), A. D. one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-two (1882), said William B. Dean, until December thirty- 
first (31st), A. D, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-three (1883X 
and said Jeremiah C. Prendergast, until December thirty-first (3lst), 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four (1884). The suc- 
cessors of the members of said board hereby appointed shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor of said city by and with the consent of the 
common council ; one (1) on the last week day of December, A. D. one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty -three (1883), and one (1) annually 
thereafter, and the members so appointed shall hold their said office 
for the term of three (3) years, and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified, and in case the office of any member shall 
become vacant during his term, the said mayor, shall in like man- 
ner, as soon as practicable thereafter, appoint a person of like 
qualifications as aforesaid, to fill said vacancy during said unex- 
pired term, and until a successor shall be appointed and qualified. 

Sec. 10. Each person hereby or hereafter appointed a member 
of said board of fire commissioners, shall before entering upon the 
discharge of the duties of his office, take and subscribe an oath 
to the effect that he will faithfully and impartially perform the 
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duties of said office to the best of his ability; which oath shall be 
filed with the clerk of said city. 

Sec; 11. Said board shall annually elect one (1) of their number 
a president, and shall have the power to establish by-laws, rules and 
regulations for their goyernment. 

Sec. 12. For the operation and management of the apparatus, 
property and appliances for the extinguishment of fires in said city, 
the said board of fire commissioners shall from time to time ap- 

i)oint one (1) chief engineer* and o .e (1) assistant engineer, to serve 
or two (2) years unless sooner remoyed for cause; and there shall 
be fiye (5) steam fire-engine companies, each with steam fire- 
engines, nose, hose carts and apparatus complete, to be drawn 
by horses provided for that purpose, said companies to be numbered 
respectively: One (1), two (2), three (3), four (4), and five (6), and 
to have a complement of men each, to be appointed by said board 
of fire commissioners, as follows: One (1) engineman, one (1) 
fireman and one (1) driver of engine, and one (1) driver of hose 
cart, one (1) foreman of hose, all to be constantly on duty, and four 
(5) hosemen, called minute men, to do duty when alarmed. There 
shall also be one (1) hook and ladder company with vehicles and 
apparatus complete, to be drawn by horses to be provided tor that 
purpose, and to have a compliment of men to be appointed by said 
Doard of fire commissioners, as follows: One (1) driver, one 
(1) tillerman, one (1) foreman, to be constantly on duty, and seven 
laddermen called minute men, to do duty when alarmed. There 
shall also be appointed b^ said board, a superintendent of the fire 
alarm telegraph of said city, who shall have charge and control of 
the system of fire alarms, and the apparatus appertaining to the 
same. The persons so to be appointed to the several posts of fire 
duty hereinbefore provided, including the chief and assistant engi- 
neers, and said superintendent of fire alarm telegraph, shall be known 
as the firemen ot the city of St. Paul, and together with said board 
shall constitute the fire department of said city, and shall hold 
their respective places and appointments under said board during 
good behavior, and they shall not be removed or suspended except 
by order of said board. The common council of said city may 
from time to time by a two- thirds (f) vote of all the members 
thereof, direct the said board of fire commissioners to increase the 
number of companies hereinbefore provided for; and such additional 
companies shalf in all respects be organized and maintained pursu- 
ant to the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 13. The said board of fire commissioners shall have the 
control and management of the said fire department, its officers 
and men, and shall prescribe the rules for its discipline and govern- 
ment; and the said board of fire commissioners shall also have the 
control and management of the public property now pertaining to 
the fire department of said city, and that shall hereafter pertain to 
the department created by this act; and shall from time to time, in 
their sound discretion, add to, acquire, and subject to the approval 
of the common council, sell or dispose of said property, both real 
and personal, as the provisions of this act and the exigencies of the 
department, not inconsistent with this act, may require; and shall 
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Eay oyer to the city treasurer all moneys that may come to their 
ands. The said board of fire commissioners are also hereby in- 
Tested with all the discretionary powers necessary to the faithful 
execution of this act, including the proper selection and location 
of all needful buildings and offices, and the complete equipment of 
the several companies with horses, engines, yehicles and other ap- 
paratus, and by a two-thirds (f ) vote of all the members of said 
board, shall prescribe, control and regulate the expenditures of every 
kind of the department created by this act; Provided^ nevertheless, 
anything in this act to the contrary notwithstanding, that in case 
of any proposed expenditure, not including repairs and supplies for 
the ordinary current use of the department, the same shall first be 
presented by said board to the common council tor their approval 
of the same; if said common council shall by a two-thirds (|) vote 
of all the members thereof, approve of the same, it shall be lawful 
for said board of fire commissioners to incur or contract such ex- 
penditure, otherwise it shall not be lawful for said board so to do. 

Sec. 14. The comptroller of said city, shall audit all bills in- 
curred by said board, and if found correct, allow the same, and when 
so audited and allowed the same shall be paid by the city treasurer 
upon the warrant of the president of said board, countersig;ned by 
said comptroller, and the moneys now applicable or which would 
otherwise be applicable to fire department purposes, shall be ap- 
plied to the expenditures of said board, and the moneys required 
for said department shall be raised as heretofore, by tax, as a part 
of the current expense of said city. 

Sec. 15. The said board of fire commissioners hereby appointed, 
shall immediately upon the passage of this act take the oath of 
office, and enter upon the discharge of their duties, and take pos- 
session of all the public property now pertaining to the fire depart- 
ment of said city, and in case any of said commissioners named, 
shall fail or decline to act, the mayor shall appoint s/commissioner 
in his stead as in case of a vacancy, and all the officers and firemen 
of the present fire department of said city, shall be retained and 
continued in the fire department hereby created, subject to all the 
provisions of this act. Provided^ That the term of office of the chief 
engineer, assistant engineer and superintendent of fire alarm tele- 
graph of the present fire department, shall expire at the time for 
which they were elected or appointed. 

Sec. 16. The compensation of said firemen under said board, 
shall be fixed by said board not exceeding the amounts now pre- 
scribed by law, except that the compensation of the superinten- 
dent of the fire alarm telelegraph may be fixed at a sum not 
exceeding six hundred ($600) dollars per annum, and said superin- 
tendent of fire alarm telegraph, shall not hold any other position 
in said fire department; and except that the compensation of the 
assistant engineer, may be fixed at a sum not exceeding one thou- 
sand ($1000) dollars per annum, and said board may require him 
to devote his whole time to the duties of his office; and except that 
the compensation of the firemen and drivers of steamers, drivers of 
hose carts, and foremen of companies, may be fixed at a sum not 
exceeding seventy ($70) dollars per month ; and the compensation 
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of said board shall be the 'sum of one hundred ($100) dollars per 
annum to each member, to be paid in the same manner as the other 
officers of said city. 

Sec. 17. The said board of fire commissioners shall, when re- 

Juired by the common council, report to them the condition of the 
epartment, and, on or before the first (1st) day of January in each 
year, shall report in detail to said common council the receipts and 
expenditures of said department, with other matters pertaining 
thereto of public interest, including a complete inventory of all the 
property under their charge; and said report shall also exhibit a 
particular statement of all fire alarms and fires which have occurred 
in said city during the preceding year, together with the cause of 
all such fires as far as the same shall have been ascertained. It shall 
also exhibit a particular statement of all losses caused by such fires, 
and of all insurance thereon. It shall also show the amount of 
hose which shall have been used; the sources whence the supply of 
water was deriyed; the number and names of all companies under 
their direction; the names of all members and officers of such com- 
panies; the names of all persons in the employ of said board, and 
the compensation paid to them, and a statement of all expenses 
incurred under the direction of said board during the year, and 
shall set forth such other information relating to the fire depart- 
ment as to the board shall seem important. 

Sec. 18. Causes of action upon contract or for damages arising 
out of, or pertaining or incident to, the official administration of 
the department created by this act, shall be brought directly by 
and against the city of St. Paul; and the said board of fire com- 
missioners shall not be sued as such, except to compel or restrain 
the performance of acts proper to be compelled or restrained under 
and not within the discretion intended to be conferred by this act. 
Sec. 2. All portions of said chapter ten (10) and the acts amen- 
datory thereof, and of all other acts, inconsistent with the provis- 
ions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Seo. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

An act to incorporate the village of Duluth, St. Louis county, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows, to- wit: 
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Sbo. 2. Provided however, that in lieu of one thousand and five 
hundred ($1,600) dollars, that the common council have power 
to ^appropriate moneys, to defray the expense of marshal and his 
deputies tor any one (1) fiscal yetar. 

Sbo. 3. The village council may at their discretion, pay a sum 
not to exceed twenty-five hundred ($2500) dollars for the mainten- 
ance of a police force in said vill^e. 

Seo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force &om and after 
its passage.

1881," and inserting in lieu thereof the words, "February A. D. 
1882." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 40. 

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF MINNEAPOLIS. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The act entitled: "An act to amend and consolidate 
the charter of the city of Minneapolis," approved March eight (8), 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred and eisnty-one (1881,) is hereby 
amended as follows: By striking out the last proviso of section 
twenty-nine (29), of chapter three (3), of said chapter. By adding 
to said chapter three (8), an additional section as follows: 

Sec. 31. Deputy Comptroller: The city comptroller shall have 
the power to appoint a deputy, who shall be designated "deputy 
comptroller," and whose official acts shall have the same force and 
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effect as if performed by the comptroller, except that he shall not 
be authorized to countersign any bond or contract of the city, nor 
make any official statement of the condition of any city fund. 
Such deputy shall before entering . upon the duties of such office, 
take and file with the city clerk like oath as is required of other 
city officers, and may be required by the comptroller to give such 
bond as may be satisfactory to himself, for the faithful performance 
of his said duties, and the comptroller shall be responsible to the 
city for the acts of 3uch deputy. 

The compensation of such deputy comptroller, shall be paid by 
the comptroller, unless otherwise provided by the city council. 

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 41. 

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF MINNEAPOLIS. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1, The charter of the city of Minneapolis, as amended 
by act approved March eight (8), one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-one (1881), is hereby amended as follows: 

By striking out from the second (2d) line of section six (6), of 
chapter eight (8) of said charter the words: 

**Three street commissioners for the city," and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words: *'One street commissioner for each ward of the 
city/' 

^^The several street commissioners of the city, shall also act as 
health inspectors for said city, and shall have the same authority 
as police officers in enforcing the ordinances of said city for the 
security of public health, and shall act under the direction of the 
health officer and board of health of said city/' 

Sec. 2. All work done by the street commissioners, shall be 
subject to the approval of the aldermen of their respective wards 
and the city engineer. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force &om and after 
its passage. 

Approved November 12, 1881. 
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CHAPTER 42. 

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPO- 
RATE THE CITY OF MANKATO/' 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That section three (3), of chapter three (3), of an 
act entitled an act to incorporate the city of Mankato, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 3. The mayor shall have a salary of one hundred dollars 
($100) per year, to be paid quarterly, and shall be president of the 
council, but shall not hold any other office under the authority of 
the city. 

Seo. 2. Section eight (8), of chapter three (3), shall also be 
amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 8. The common council shall, at their first meeting after 
the annual election, or an adjournment thereof, elect by ballot two 
(2) street commissioners, who shall hold their office for one year» 
and until thnir successors are elected and qualified. ^^ One of said 
street commissioners shall be a resident within the limits of the 
first and second wards of said city, and the other street commis- 
sioner shall reside within the limits of the third and fourth wards 
of said city." It shall be the duty of the street commissioners to 
superintend all work and improvements on the streets, bridges and 
public grounds of the city "within their respective wards;" and 
they shall be required to execute a bond, with sureties satisfactory 
to the common council, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
their duties, and that they will account for all moneys collected or 
received by them in their official capacity, or belonging to the city. 

Seo. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force on the 15th 
day of April, A. D. 1882.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That section eight (8) of chapter two (2) of the 
Special Laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1876) 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
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Whenerer there shall be a tie in an election, there shall be a new 
election ordered in such a manner as shall be prescribed by ordi- 
nance; and whenever any vacancy or vacancies shall have been 
created in any of the elected offices of the village, either by the 
death, re2!>ignation or expulsion of any incumbents thereof, or from 
any cause whatsoever, said vacancy or vacancies shall be filled by vote 
of a majority of the village council in session at a regular or special 
meeting of the same, and the officers so appointed sha;Il hold their 
respective offices until their successor is elected at the following 
annual election, shall enter upon the terms for which they may be 
elected. 

Sec. 2. That chapter one (1) of said act be and the same is here- 
by amended, by adding to the same a new section which shall be 
styled section nine (9), and shall read as follows: 

Section nine (9). in the absence of the village justice of the 
peace, or during a disability of said justice to perform the duties of 
said office, any qualified justice of the peace in the town of Marine, 
in said county, shall have the same jurisdiction as the village justice 
of the peace over all cases of violation of the village ordinance. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AN ACT AMENDING PARTS OF THE CHARTER OF THE TOWN OF 
TAYLORS FALLS, CHISAGO COUNTY, AND ACTS AMENDATORY 
THERETO. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Sbctiok 1. That section nine (9) of chapter two (2) of the charter 
of the town of Taylors Falls, Cnisago county, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 9. Whenever there shall be a tie in an election there shall 
be a new election ordered in such a manner as shall be provided by 
ordinance, and whenever a vacancy shall occur by death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, the town council shall have power to fill said 
vacancy by appointment until the next regular election. 

Seo, 2. That section ten (10) of said chapter two (2) be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 10. The town council shall hold meetings at the town 
hall, or at such other places as may be designated by the president 
and at such times as may be deemed necessary. 

Sec. 3. That section eleven (11) of said chapter two (2) be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 11. The town council shall have power to assess, levy 
and collect taxes on all property, real, personal and mixed within 
the limits of the town for the general purposes of the corporation 
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created by this act; Provided^ That the tax levied for said purposes 
shall not in any one year exceed twenty (20) mills on the dollar of 
the assessed value of the property of said town of the last preceding 
year, unless authorized by a previous vote of the electors of said 
town. They shall also have power to assess, levy and collect a tax 
for school purposes not exceeding ten (10) mills on the dollar of the 
assessed value of the property, real, personal and mixed, in the in- 
dependent school district of Taylors Falls, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the board of education of the town of Taylors Falls. 

Sbo. 4. That subdivision Fifth of section tnirteen (13) of said 
chapter two (2) be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Fifth — To direct the location and management of slaughter 
houses and markets, breweries, distilleries, stock yards and pawn- 
brokers, and to establish rates for and license vendors of gunpowder, 
aud regulate the storage, keeping and conveying of gunpowder or 
other combustible materials; to erect market-houses, establish [mar- 
kets] and market places, and provide for the government and regu- 
lation thereof, and direct the location of slaughter-houses; to 
improve, erect and preserve the landings, public wharves and docks 
on the St. Croix river within the limits of the town, and regulate 
the rates of wharfage thereat. 

Sec. 5. That subdivision Sixth of section thirteen (13) of said 
chapter tw« (2) be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Sixth — To open, alter, abolish, widen, extend, establish, repair or 
otherwise improve and keep in repair, streets, avenues, sidewalks 
and alleys, subject to the assessment of damages, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and prescribe the width of sidewalks, and establish the grade 
of the same, and may establish different widths in different locations, 
and may determine the kind of material of which they shall be con- 
structed and the manner of construction, and shall have power to 
establish the grade of any street in said town and regulate the 
grading of the same. 

Sbo. 6. That subdivision Ninth of section thirteen (13) of said 
chapter two (2) be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Ninth — To regulate the movement and speed of railroad locomo- 
tives and cars, and to prevent and punish horse-racing, immoderate 
riding or driving in the streets; to compel persons to fasten their 
horses or other animals attached to vehicles or otherwise, while 
standing in the streets, and to regulate places of bathing and swim- 
ming within the limits of said town. 

Sbo. 7. That subdivision Thirty-seven of section thirteen (13) of 
said chapter two (2) be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

. Thirttj'Seventh. Fines, penalties and punishments imposed by 
the common council for the breach of any ordinance, by-law or 
regulation of said town mav extend to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred ($100) dollars, ana imprisonment in the town prison or 
county jail not exceeding ninety (90) days or both, and to be fed 
on bread and water at the discretion of the town justice; and 
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offenders against 'the same be required to give security for their 
good behavior, and to keep the peace not exceeding six (6) months 
and in a sum not exceeding five hundred ($500) dollars. 

Seo. 8. That part of chapter three (3) of said charter relating 
to the duties of the justice of the peace and marshal, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: ^'Of the justice 
of the peace.^' 

The justice of the peace provided for and elected under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall have and possess all the powers aiid juris- 
diction of justices of the peace provided and electe^iinder the 
general laws of the State, and in addition ther^toMnall have 
exclusive cognizance and jurisdiction of all suits, prosecutions or 
proceedings for the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or penaltv under 
anj^ by-law, ordinance or regulation of said corporation, or under 
this act, or for the breach or violation of any such by-law, ordi- 
nance or regulation; and in all cases of assault and batteries and 
affrays not indictable, and for a breach or violation of any by-law, 
ordinance or regulation, shall be commenced in the name of the 
State of Minnesota on behalf of the town of Taylor Falls, and the 
same proceeding shall be had in all civil and criminal suits, or 
prosecutions beiore said justice, when not otherwise herein directed, 
as are established and required to be had in civil and criminal 
actions by the general laws of the State before justices of the 
peace, except that no change of venue shall be taken. All fines, 
forfeitures and penalties imposed by or recovered before said 
justice in any suit, prosecution or proceeding, had and commenced 
in the name of said town, shall be promptly paid by said justice to 
the treasurer of said town, for the use thereof, taking duplicate 
receipts of the treasurer for the same. The justice of the peace 
shall take judicial notice of the by-laws, ordinances and regulations 
of said corporation, and it shall not be necessary in any action civil or 
criminal before said justice, to plead or refer to the same in any 
manner whatever in any pleading or complaint; but said by-laws, 
ordinances and regulations shall in said justice court be held and 
deemed to be public law. The justice of the peace shall, at least 
once in three (3) months, make to the town council a full report 
of any moneys received by him for fines, forfeitures and penalties, 
and shall file with said report receipts for the same from the treas- 
urer of said town. 

In case of prosecutions for a breach or violation of an ordinance, 
by-law or regulation of said corporation, or of this act, or for an 
assault, battery or affray, not indictable, committed within the. 
limits of said corporation, no appeal shall be allowed when the 
judgment or fine imposed, exclusive of costs, is less than ten ($10) 
dollars. All such proceedings shall be in the name of the State 
of Minnesota on behalf of the town of Taylon Falls, and in all 
prosecutions for any violation of this act, or any by-l.iw, ordinance 
or regulation or rule, the first (1st) process shall be a warrant; 
Provided J That no warrant shall be necessary in any case of the 
arrest of any person or persons while in the act of violating any 
law of the State of Minnesota, or ordinance of the town of 
Taylors Falls, but the person or persons so arrested may be pro- 
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ceeded against, tried, convicted and punished, or discharged, in the 
8ame manner as if the arrest had been by warrant. 

The fees of the justice of the peace shall be the same as allowed 
and fixed by the general laws of the State for justices of the peace. 
All warrants, writs and processes of every nature issued by such 
justice, shall be directed to the sheriff or any constable of the 
county of Chisago, and may be executed or served by the marshal 
elected under the provisions of this act, or by the sheriff or anv 
constable of said county, and for such purpose said marshal, 
sheriff and constable shall have and possess tne power and authority 
which by ijgi general laws of the otate they have and possess in 
the execution or service of warrants, writs and other processes 
issued by justices of the peace elected under such general laws. 

OF THE MARSHAL. 

The marshal elected under the provisions of this act, shall be the 
ministerial o£Bcer of the council, and shall have and possess all the 
powers belonging to constables elected under the general laws of 
the state, and his compensation shall be fixed by ordinance of the 
common council, and said marshal shall within the county in which 
he resides, also have and exercise all the powers, and perform all 
the duties of, and when acting as such, receive the same compen- 
sation as sheriffs elected under the general laws of the state. He 
shall also be chief of the police force of said town, but as such 
shall be subordinate to the president. And before entering upon 
his duties he shall ^ive a bond with two sureties, to be approved 
by the town council of said town, in the sum of five hundred ($500) 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Sec. 9. That section, one (1) of cnapter four (4) of said charter 
be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

OF ELEGTIOKS. 

Section* 1. There shall be an annual election held on the first 
Monday of December of each year, at which the electors of said 
town qualified to vote at township elections, may elect, by ballot 
and plurality of votes, a president, three trustees, treasurer, justice 
of the peace every alternate year, marshal, recorder, assessor and 
attorney of said town. The trustees of said town shall act as judges 
of election, and the recorder as one of the clerks, but in case of the 
absence of either of the trustees any qualified voter of said town 
may be selected bv the voters present to act as judge. At all town 
elections under this act the polls shall open at ten (10) o^clock in 
the forenoon and continue open until four (4) o clock in the 
afternoon of said day; and the election shall be by ballot, and 
shall be conducted and governed in the same manner, as far as may 
be, as township elections. The town recorder shall give notice of 
such election, similar to that required by law for township elections; 
Provided, that any failure to give the notice aforesaid shall not in 
any manner invalidate any election. Special elections may be 
called at any time by the trustees, on the petition of ten (10) free- 
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holders of said town, by giving the notice above required, stating 
the object of the election. They shall canvass the votes and issue 
certificates of election to those receiving the highest number of 
votes. 

Sec. 10. That section five (5) of chapter (5) of said charter be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 5. Whenever the town council shall deem it necessary, 
or a petition to said town council from one (1) or more of the own- 
ers ol property to be assessed for any improvement, as mentioned 
in section two (2) of this chapter, asking for said improvement, and 
the town council considers said petition favorable, said .town coun- 
cil shall order said improvement to be made by the owners of real 
estate or occupants of such real estate in front or adjacent to where 
said improvements are so ordered. The publication for one week 
in the oflicial paper of the town, or posting for ten days of said 
order, shall bft suflScient notice to the owners or occupants of said 
property to be so assessed for said improvement. 

Seo, 11, Section six (6) of chapter five (5) of said charter is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. That section twenty-two (22) of chapter five (5) of said 
charter be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 22. All owners of real estate or occupants of such 
real estate in front of or adjacent to where any of said im- 
provements mentioned in section two (2) of this chapter are 
ordered to be made, by the town council, shall make or cause 
to be made said improvements, at their own costs and charges, 
in the manner prescribed by said town council, and within 
such time as the town council may direct by publication in 
the official paper of the town, or posting. If the work be 
not done in the manner and time so prescribed by the town council 
the council may forthwith proceed and cause said improvement to 
to be made and pay for the same out of the town funds, and assess 
and levy such expense upon and against each lot and parcel of land 
upon which such improvement shall front or is adjacent thereto; 
which assessments may be collected in the same manner as other 
special assessments are collected under the provisions of this act, 
and covered into the town treasury. Provided^ That the repairing 
of any street, lane, alley, highway, public grounds, bridges, sewers, 
wharves, docks, levees, or sidewalks, may be done by the town coun- 
cil under the direction of the town council, and be paid out of the 
town funds known as the street improvement funds. 

Sec. 13. Sections twenty-three (23), twenty-five (25) and twenty- 
seven (27) of chapter five (5) of said charter, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 14. That section twenty-eight (28) of chapter five (5) of 
of said charter be and ihe same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 2S, Whenever any public improvement shall be ordered 
by the town council by virtue of this act, the same may be done by 
contract to the lowest responsible bidder therefor; and the town 
council shall require of the bidder a bond with two sureties for the 
faithtul performance of the contract, whenever the town council 
shall so order. The town recorder shall advertise for proposals for

doing said work; a plan and profile of the work to be done, accom-- 
panied with specifications for the doing of the same, shall be placed 
on file in the office of the town recorder, and open at all times for 

fmblic inspection. Said advertisement shall be continued for at 
east two weeks in the official paper of the town or posted for the 
space of fifteon (15) days, and shall state the work to be done. 

The bids for the doing of such work shall be sealed bids, and 
directed to the town council of the town of Taylors Falls, and shall 
be accompanied by a bond to the town in the sum of five hundred 

S500) dollars signed by the bidder and two responsible sureties, con- 
litioned that he shall execute the work for the price mentioned in 
his bid, and according to the plans and specifications, in case the 
contract shall be awarded to him, and in case of default on his part 
to execute the contract and perform the work, said bond may be 
sued and judgment recovered thereon by the town, for the full 
amount thereof, in any court having jurisdiction of the amount. 
Said bids shall be opened by the common council at their next reg- 
ular meeting. And the town council may reject any or all bids, 
and provide there for doing such work without contract, by direct 
employment of labor and purchase of materials. 

Sbo. 15. That section one (1) of chapter six (6) of said charter 
be and the same is amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. All property, real and personal, within the limits of 
said town, except such as may be exempt by the laws ol the state 
or by ordinance of the town, shall be subject to taxation for the 
support of the town government and the payment of its debts and 
liabilities including the repairing of sewers, sidewalks, streets, high- 
ways, wharves and docks, and the same shall be assessed in the 
manner provided for the assessment of taxes for town purposes 
under the general laws of the state for town purposes, within the 
limits herein prescribed. 

Sbo. 16. That the word ''ninety" (90) be and the same is hereby 
substituted for the word '*sixty" (60), found in the twenty-third 
(23rd) line of section three (3) of cnapter six (6) of said charter. 

Seo. 17. Section seven (7) of chapter six (6) of said charter is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 18. All acts or parts of acts ot said charter of the town of 
Taylors Falls, inconsistent with any of the foregoing acts are here- 
with repealed. 

Sec. 19. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

Section 1. That section seven (7), of chapter one hundred and

vote of the common council, be so issued; and before the submission 
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of said proposition to a Tote of the people, as aforesaid, the mayor 
of said city, by and with the consent of the common council, shall 
appoint tnree competent civil engineers, of whom the city engineer 
shall be one, whose duty it shall be, after taking an oath to faith- 
fully and honestly discharge the duties of said appointment, to in- 
quire into and report to the common council the proper location 
for a bridge within the limits named, the probable cost thereof, the 
proper manner for its construction, and whether or not it will inter-

SCOTT COUNTY, TO ISSUE A BOND.

Sbctiok 1. That the board of trustees of school district number 
one (1) of Scott county, are hereby authorized to issue and nego- 
tiate a bond of said district of one thousand ($1,000) dollars, pay- 
able in five (5) jrears with interest coupons attached; interest to be 
at the rate oi six (6) per cent, per annum payable semi-annually. 

Sec. 2. Said bond shall not be negotiated for less than par, and 
the proceeds thereof shall be used in the completion and furnish- 
ing of the school house in said district. 
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Sec. 3. The said board of trustees shall annaally after such 
bond is issued, cause a tax to be levied upon the taxable property 
in said district, sufficient to pay the interest and principal of said 
bond at maturity. 

Seo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER »5. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OP OLM- 
STED COUNTY TO ISSUE BONDS FOR THE PURPOSE OF PUR- 
CHASING LAND AND ERECTING BUILDINGS, ETC., THEREON FOR 
HOLDING AGRICULTURAL FAIRS AND CATTLE SHOWS. 

Be it enacted,by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Seotioet 1. The board of commissioners of Olmsted county are 
hereby aathorized to issue bonds for the purpose of purchasing 
lands and erecting thereon suitable buildings, sheds, fences, etc.^ 
for holding agricultural fairs and cattle shows; the total sum of 
such bonds not to exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000)^ 
in such denominations as said county commissioners may deter- 
mine. 

Sec. 2. Said bonds may bear interest, not to exceed seven (7) 
per cent, per annum, payable semi-aannually, at such place or 
places as the said board of county commissioners shall direct, at a 
time or times, not less than five nor more than twenty years from 
the date of said bonds. 

Sec. 3. The proper authorities of said county of Olmsted shall 
annually include in the general tax levied in such county, an 
amount sufficient to pay the interest of such bonds as shall be is« 
sued under the provisions of this act, falling due within the year 
when said taxes are due and collectable, and a further sum suffic- 
ient to pay the principal of said bonds at their maturity. 

Sec. 4. The bonds issued under the provisions of this act 
shall be signed by the chairman of the board of county commis- 
sioners ot said county, and countersigned by the auditor thereof, 
before the same shall become valid ; and said auditor shall keep a 
record of the bonds so issued, showing the numbers, dates, and 
amounts, to whom issued and when payable. 

Sec. 5. Said board of county commissioners shall negotiate said 
bonds as in their judgments shall be for the best interests of said 
county; Provided^ that the net amount paid into the treasury of 
said county from the sale thereof, shall not be less than the par 
value of said bonds, together with any interest that shall have ac- 
crued thereon before such sale and payment. 

Sec. 6. Said bonds shall not be issued as provided in section 
one (1) of this act unless authorized by a majority of the qualified 
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Toters of said county voting thereon, as hereinafter provided; and 
for the purpose of determining said question, the countj commis- 
sioners of said county shall, for at -least ten (10) days before the an- 
nual town meetings in the several towns, and ten (10) days before 
the annual municipal elections in the several villages, and in the city 
of Rochester in said county, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-two (1882), give public notice by publishing the same 
in one or more papers having general circulation in said county, 
and by notices posted in at least one (1) of the most public places 
in each organized town, and in each village, and in each voting 
precinct in the city of Rochester, in said county, setting forth the 
times and places of holding said election and the amount of bonds 
proposed to be issued or disposed of. Said notices shall be posted 
or be caused to be posted by the town clerk of each town, and by 
the city and village recorder or clerk in each village and in the city 
of Rochester, as provided by law in case of town meetings and mu- 
nicipal elections, but the failure of any town clerk, or village or 
city clerk or recorder to post said notices shall not affect the valid- 
ity of said election. Said vote shall be taken at the times and 
places of holding the annual town meetings, and the village and 
city municipal elections, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-two (1882), and those voting in favor of the issue of said 
bonds, shall have wntten or printed, or partly written and partly 
printed, on the ballots used, the words: ''For issue of bonds for ag- 
ricultural fair grounds, etc.;'' and those voting against the same, 
the words: "'Against issue of bonds for agricultural fair grounds, 
etc.,'* and said voting shall be conducted, and counted, and returned 
as provided by law in case of general elections, and within ten (10) 
days after the time that the last of said elections are held, the 
county auditor and two justices of the peace to be selected by him, 
shall count the votes cast on said question, and the number respect- 
ively for and against said issue, and if a majority of votes so cast 
shall be in favor of the issue of said bonds, they shall then be issued 
as hereinbefore provided, but not otherwise. 

Seo. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 96. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE VILLAGE OF SLEEPY EYE LAKE, IN 
THE COUNTY OF BROWN, AND STATE OP MINNESOTA, TO ORGAN- 
IZE AND MAINTAIN A FIRE DEPARTMENT, AND TO ISSUE THE 
BONDS OF THE VILLAGE FOR THAT PURPOSE. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

SBCTioiT 1. That the common council of the village of Sleepy 
Eye Lake, in the county of Brown and State of Minnesota, in ad- 
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dition to the powers they now possess shall hare full power and 
authority to organize and maintain a fire department, and provide 
the ways and means for the protection and safety of property with- 
in said Tillage, from the contingencies of damage and destruction 
by fire, and do all things necessary and proper to create and main- 
tain an efficient fire department for said village. 

Sbo. 2. That the common council of said village are hereby 
authorized to issue the bonds of said village with interest coupons 
attached, of said village of Sleepy Eye Lake, to an amount not 
exceeding two thousand ($2,000) dollars, at a rate of interest 
not exceeding ten (10) per cent, per annum, payable in not exceed- 
ing six (6) years; for the purpose of purchasing fire-engines and 
fire-apparatuSj and building and maintaining cisterns and reservoirs 
in said village. 

Sec. 3. The bonds mentioned in section two (2) shall be signed 
by the president of said village and countersigned by the recorder of 
aid village, who shall keep a record of all bonds thus issued under the 
provisions of this act, giving the numbers, dates, amount, rate of 
interest, to whom issued and when payable. 

Sec. 4. The common council of said village of Sleepy Eye Lake, 
may negotiate said bonds at not less than their par value, and the pro- 
ceeds thereof shall be used only for the purposes mentioned in sections 
one and (1) two (2) of this act, and the common council are hereby 
authorized and required to levy an annual tax on the taxable property 
of said village, in addition to all other taxes required by law to be 
levied sufficient to pay the interest accruing on said bonds, and 
the principal of said bonds as they shall mature, which tax shall be 
levied and collected as other village taxes, and no part of such tax 
shall be appropriated for any other purpose than the payment of 
said bonds and the interest thereon. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 97. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF CHIP- 
PEWA COUNTY, TO ISSUE BONDS TO BUILD A COURT HOUSE AND 
JAIL IN SAID COUNTY. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That the county commissioners of the county of 
Chippewa, are hereby authorized to issue the bonds of the county 
of Chippewa, for the purpose of erecting a court house and county 
jail in Montevideo in said county, in a sum not exceeding ten thou- 
sand ($10,000) dollars, in such denominations as said commissioners 
may determine. 
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Sec. 2. Said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
eight (8) per cent, per annam, payable annually, and the 
principal snail be paid as follows: One tenth (1-10) in ten (10) years 
and one-tenth (1-10) each year thereafter until all of said bonds are 
paid. 

Sec. 3. Such bonds shall be signed by the chairman of the 
board of said commissioners and countersigned and sealed by the 
auditor of said county, and shall have interest coupons attached 
thereto, which said coupons shall be signed by the chairman of 
said board and countersigned by the auditor of said county, and 
the said auditor shall keep a record of all the bonds issued under 
the provisions of this act, giving numbers, dates and amounts, to 
whom issued and when payable. 

Sec. 4. The said board of commissioners or a majority of them 
shall have authority to negotiate said bonds as in their judgment 
shall be best for the interests of said county, and it shall be the 
duty of said board to see that said bonds are appropriated and 
used for the purposes herein specified. 

Provided^ That none of said bonds shall be negotiated at less 
than their par value. 

Sec. 5. Said board and the proper authorities of said county, 
shall and are hereby authorized and empowered to levy an annual 
tax on the taxable property of said county, over and above and in 
addition to all other taxes required by law to be levied, sufficient to 
pay the interest accruing upon said bonds as they mature, and also 
to levy an additional tax when any principal is about to become 
due. sufficient in amount to pay such principal, sum or sums at 
maturity. Which taxes shall biB levied and collected in the same 
manner as other taxes for county purposes are levied and col- 
lected. 

Sec. 6. The proposition to issue said bonds shall be submitted 
to a vote'of the electors of said county, at the next annual town 
meeting. 

Provided^ That in the village of Montevideo, there shall be held 
a special election on the second (2nd) Tuesday in March next, being 
tne day when town elections are held in the towns ot Chippewa 
county, except the village of Montevideo, for the purpose of 
balloting upon said proposition, which shall be conducted in all 
respects in conformity with the provisions of the charter of said 
village, regulating elections therein for village officers. 

Sec. 7. The ballots used at said meetings shall have written or 
printed thereon the following words: 

"For the issue of county bonds for building court house and jail" 
or "Against the issue of county bonds for building court house and 
jail." 

Sec. 8. Said votes shall be cast at said election in the same 
manner as any votes cast for town officers under the laws of the 
State, and if upon an official canvass of said votes in the manner 
provided for county officers, a majority of said voters who have 
voted upon said proposition, are found to have voted in favor 
thereof, then the issue of said bonds shall be lawful, and said bonds 
so issued shall be valid to all intents and purposes. 
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Provided^ No ballot shall be counted for or against said propo- 
sition unless the same is printed or written in the above prescribed 
manner. 

Seo. 9. The town clerks of the several towns in the county and 
the clerks of election in the village of Montevideo, are hereby re- 
quired to certify to the auditor of said county the result of said 
election within five (5) days after the same, specifying in Ruch 
return the number off votes cast for and against such proposition 
respectively in their several precincts. 

oEO. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 98. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE MINNEAPOLIS GAS LIGHT COMPANY 
TO ISSUE AND NEGOTIATE BONDS, AND TO SECURE THE SAME BY 
MORTGAGE OF ITS PROPERTY AND FRANCHISES. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The Minneapolis Gas Light Company is hereby au- 
thorized to issue and negotiate the bonds of said company, to an 
amount not exceeding six huntlred thousand ($600,000) dollars, in 
such denominations, and at such rate of interest, and such time or 
times of payment not exceeding twenty (20) years, as it may deem 
advisable, and may by amendment to its articles of association, 
provide for and permit an amount of indebtedness to cover such 
bonds and such other indebtedness as may be deemed necessary, not 
exceeding, in the whole indebtedness, the amount of the capital 
stock ot said company. 

Sec, 2. In order to secure the payment ofsuch bonds, said com- 
pany is further authorized to make a mortgage or mortgages of all 
its property and franchises of every descrption, to one (1) or more 
trustees to be designated in such mortgage, who shall have power 
and are hereby authorized to hold such mortgage, and to forclose 
or otherwise enforce the same for the use and benefit of the 
holders of all such bonds. 

Sec, 3. Such mortgages may by their terms include and cover 
not only the property of said company at the time of their date, 
but all property both real and personal, which may thereafter be ac- 
quired by said company, and all extensions of its works and lines 
of pipes and shall be as valid and effectual for that purpose as if the 
property were in possession at the time of the execution thereof. 

Sec. 4. Such mortgages shall be recorded in the office of the 
register of deeds of Hennepin county, and when so recorded shall 
constitute a valid lien upon all the property and franchises of said 
company, whether real or personal covered by such mortgages, and 
the record thereof shall have the same effect both as to notice 
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and otherwise, both as to the personal as to the real property de- 
scribed therein, and the same as is now by law given to records of 
mortgages of real property. 

Sec, 5. Upon default of payment of the principal or interest of 
such bonds or any part thereof, such mortgages may be foreclosed by 
action in any court having jurisdiction, and upon the commencer 
ment of such foreclosure proceedings, such court shall have power 
by order, to be made either in vacation or term time of such court 
to appoint a receiver of such mortgaged property, and such receiver 
may be authorized to take immediate possession thereof, and may 
be by such court authorized and directed to continue the operation 
of such morgaged property, and continue the performance under 
the direction of such court of any contracts for supply of gas that 
may be in existence at the time of such foreclosure, and to collect 
and hold all rents and incomes from such property and business, 
subject to the order of such court on such foreclosure, as well as to 
exercise all other powers incident to receivers appointed by courts 
of equity, 

Sbo. 6, This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

That the county commissioners of Clay county are 
authorized to allow and pay to B. F. Mackall and J. H. G. Johnson, 
such sum as they may deem reasonable and just, and not exceeding 
eight hundred ($800) dollars, for services rendered in the county 
treasurer's office during the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty (1880), and to be rendered up to March first (Isb), one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one (1881).

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Sbctiok 1. The board of county commissioners of St. Louis 
county, are hereby authorized and empowered to purchase a site 
and to build thereon a jail for the use of said county, and for such 
purpose to issue the warrants of said county to an amount not ex- 
ceeding fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars, such warrants drawing 
interest not exceeding six (6) per cent, per annum, and to levy in 
the same manner that other taxes are levied by them, a special tax 
not exceeding one and one-half (1^) mills for each dollar of the val- 
uation of the taxable property of said county for the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eighty-two (1882), and annually thereafter 
until the principal and interest of such warrants shall be paid. All 
moneys received into the treasury of said county from the collection 
of sucli special tax, shall be appropriated for the payment of such 
warrants and interest and no other purposes. 

Sec. 2. The act entitled "An act to authorize the board of 
county commissioners of St. Louis county to purchase a site for, 
and erect a jail for said county, and provide for the payment there- 
of," approved March eighth (8th), A. D., one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-one (1881), is hereby repealed.

STILLWATER, IN WASHINGTON COUNTY, STATE OF MINNESOTA. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The Stillwater street railway and transfer co^npany, 
a corporation existing under the general laws of the state of Min- 
nesota, its successors and assigns is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered, by and with the consent of the city council of the city of Still- 
water, to drive piles and build and construct its road bed, or any 
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other structures necessary and convenient for the prosecution of its 
business, beyond low water mark, and between said low water mark 
and the centre of said Lake St. Croix in front of the city of Still- 
water, and to enter upon and occupy with its said road bed, any 
piers, fills or embankment built or extending into said Lake St. Croix 
beyond low water mark, and into the navigable waters of said lake, 
hereby granting to the said Stillwater street railway and improve- 
ment company, its successors and assigns, all of the rights belong- 
ing to the state of Minnesota, to and in the soil under the said Lake 
St. Croix, so to be occupied by the said railway road bed and structures 
to be built and constructed by the said Stillwater street railway and 
improvement company, its successors and assigns. Provided^ that 
the provisions of this act shall not apply to any territory between 
Myrtle and Mulberry streets, extended into Lake St. Croix. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 102. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CHIPPEWA VALLEY AND SUPERIOR 
RAILWAY COMPANY TO BRIDGE THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER.

Sbotiost 1. The Chippewa Valley and Superior Railway Com- 
pany is hereby authorized to construct and maintain across the 
Mississippi river, between Bead^s Landing and Wabasha, a railroad 
bridge to connect with its line of road in Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
where the same terminates on the banks of said river. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 103. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF CROOKSTON,TO DEVELOPE 
AND IMPROVE THE WATER WORKS AT CROOKSTON. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The city of Crookston is hereby authorized for the 
purpose of developing, increasing and improving the water works 
in said city of Crookston, to construct all necessary dams, locks 
and water sluces across Red Lake River. 
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Sbo. 2. The said city shall have power to acquire by purchase or 
otherwise title to any lands that may be deemed necessary for the im- 
provements aforesaid, and in the conduct of its aforesaid business, 
and in case any piece of land or parcel of land not so purchased or 
leased, shall be absolutely necessary for the aforesaid purpose of 
said business and water works, the said city of Crookston shall 
have the right to enter upon and occupy such lands for the pur- 
pose of conducting the said business as in this act contemplated, 
upon proceeding in the manner as amended for the condemnation 
of lands. All the provisions of the general statues of Minnesota, 
so far as they relate to the condemnation of lands, and the acqui- 
sition of the right of way are hereby made applicable to the city of 
Crookston, for the purposes specified in this act. 

Seo. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 104. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE COUNT! COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF STEARNS TO TAKE MEASURES TO PREVENT THE 
SPREADING OF SMALL POX. 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of the county of 
Stearns are hereby authorized to adopt such rules and regulations 
concerning vaccination, quarantine aad other preventive means 
to restrain and prevent the spreading of small pox in said county, 
as they may deem proper. 

Sec. 2, For the purposes of carrying out the provisions of this 
act said board may convene at any place in said county when nec- 
essary, upon twelve hours notice given by the chairman, and may 
appropriate such sums of mouey as may be needed, out of the reve- 
nue funds of said county. 

Sec. 3. Doctors B. R. Palmer, A, 0. Oilman, J. M. McMasters 
and W. L. Beebe, of said county, shall constitute the advisory board 
of such county commissioners in all matters pertaining to such 
rules and regulations. 

Sec. 4. Such rules and regulations shall after adoption, be posted 
up at the usual place of holding elections in each town or city of 
said county, and shall thereafter be in force in the town or city 
where so posted, until rescinded by said board of commissioners. 

Sec, 5. Any person violating any of said rules or regulations 
in any town or city where the same have been posted as aforesaid, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall upon conviction thereof, 
be fined not to exceed one hundred (100) dollars, and in default of 
payment thereof shall be imprisoned not to exceed ninety (90) days 
in the common jail of said county. 
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Seo. 6. No rules or re^alations so adopted shall be considered 
at superseding or abrogating any rule or regulation adopted by any 
board of health of any town or city of said county. 

Seo. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 106. 

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE SAINT PAUL GAS LIGHT COMPANY TO 
FURNISH STEAM FOR HEATING AND MOTIVE POWER AND THE 
ELECTRIC LIGHT FOR PURPOSES OF ILLUMINATION IN THE CITY 
OF ST. PAUL. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The St. Paul Gas Light Company is hereby author- 
ized and empowered, in the lighting of the city of St. Pa^l, or of 
streets, avenues, lanes, alleys, or public squares thereof, or of any 
buildings or other property public or private, in said city, to use, 
employ and furnish the " electric light ", so-called, or electricity in 
any suitable and proper form, and to use and run wires in and through 
the said streets, avenues, lanes, alleys and public squares, for the 
purpose of conducting electricity, as may be necessary tor such light- 
ing, or to adopt and employ any other proper means for so conduct- 
ing electricity, or for furnishing such light, and for furnishing such 
light, may charge and collect reasonable rates of a]l persons, firms 
and corporations taking and receiving the same from said company. 
The said company is also hereby authorized and empowered, by the 
use of its surplus heat, or otherwise, to furnish and supply steam 
power or steam heating, or both, to or for any manufactory, build- 
ing, machinery or other structure, in said city, in such manner and 
on such terms as may be agreed upon by said company with the 
persons or corporations owning, occupying or using such manufac- 
tory, buildinff, machinery or structure, or to or for whom such heat 
or power shall be furnished; and for the purpose of conducting and 
supplying such steam heat or steam power to any such manufactory, 
building, machinery or structure, the company may use the streets, 
avenues, lanes, alleys and other public places in said city, under 
such reasonable regulations as may be prescribed by the common 
council of said city, or as may be agreed upon between said city and 
the company; Provided^ however^ That the right to so use, employ 
and furnish such light in said city shall not be exclusive in said 
company, nor shall this act or anything therein contained be con- 
strued to prevent the said common council from using or authori- 
zing others to use said electric light or electricity in lighting said 
city, its streets lanes or other property, public or private; and no 
poles, wires or structures conducting or supplying such electricity 
or electric light shall be erected, constructed or maintained by said

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company, in or apon the streets or other public places, or property 
of said city, without the consent of said common council first had 
and obtained. Provided^ also^ that the authority hereby conferred 
on said compsmy to furnish and supply steam heating and steam 
power in said city shall not be exclusive in said company, nor shall 
this act or anything therein contained prevent the said common 
council from granting to other corporations, firms or individuals 
the use of any of the streets or other public places in said city for 
the purpose of laying pipes or apparatus for conducting steam for 
heating or motive power, and no heating pipes or apparatus for 
conducting or supplying steam or steam heat, or steam power, shall 
shall be laid or placed in any of the streets or other public places 
in said city by the said company, without the consent of said com- 
mon council first had and obtained. And provided further^ That 
any resolution or ordinance of the said common council authorizing 
the erection, construction, and maintenance of poles, wires or other 
structures or apparatus by the said company, for supplying, con- 
ducting or furnishing electricity or electric light, .or the laying of 
Sipes or other apparatus by said company for supplying or con-

It is hereby made the duty of the county commissioners 
of Ramsey county to have said certificates of indebtedness executed 
and negotiated, and the proceeds thereof placed in the treasury of 
Ramsey county by the fifteenth (15th) day of May next, to the 
credit of the grading: and improvement fund of the Fort Street road 
and applicable to the payment of the warrants authorized to be 
drawn upon the treasurer in the foregoing section.

Notice of said election shall be given by posting a copy of 
such notice in three of the most public places in said district at 
least six (P) days before said day of election. W, D, Prescott, J. A, 
Burnett and J. C. Larkin are hereby appointed commissioners, 
whose duty it shall be to sign and cause such notices to be posted, 
and to act as judges of such election. The board of education 
elected at such election shall hold their offices until the next an- 
nual meeting and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 4. The board of education chosen at said special election 
are hereby authorized to issue the bonds of said Brown's Valley 
school district, for a sum in their discretion not exceeding five thou- 
sand ($5,000) dollars, for the purpose of building and equipping a 
school house in said school district, and purchasmg a site there- 
for. 

Provided, That no such bonds shall be issued unless such issue 
shall have been authorized by a majority of the legal voters of 
said district present and voting at the aforesaid special election, or 
at any special election called for that purpose. The fact that 
such proposition will be submitted to vote at such election shall 
be clearly stated in the notice thereof and the vote thereon, as 
well as upon the election of said board of education shall be by 
ballot. 

Sec. 5. The annual meetings of said Brown's Valley school 
district for the election ot officers and the transaction of appropriate 
business, shall be held at the same time and be conducted in the 
same manner as the annual meetings of independent school dis- 
tricts, and the powers and duties of said board of education shall 
be the same as those of the board of education of independent 
school districts under the general laws of this State, except as here- 
in otherwise provided. 

Seo. 6, Within five (5) days after notice of such election said 
board of education shall meet and choose from their number a pres- 
ident, a treasurer and clerk. They shall then by lot divide them- 
selves into three (3) classes of two (2) each, designated as first (1st), 
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second (2d) and third (3d) classes respectively. The first (1st) shall 
hold their offices for one (1) year, the second (2d) class for two (2) 
years and the third (3d) class for three (3) years, and until their

as "School District No. one (1) of Cass county," with all the rights, 
powers and privileges (except the power to levy taxes), appertain- 
ing to or possessed by the common school district of this state or- 
ganized under the general laws of the State. 

Sec. 2, That all that part of the county of Cass in the State of 
Minnesota west of the line mentioned in section one (1) of this act 
and the people now or hereafter inhabiting said territory, be and 
hereby are organized and constituted a school district and a body 
corporate to be known as "School District No. two (2) of Cass 
county," with all the rights, powers and privileges appertaining to 
or possessed by the common school districts of the State organized 
under the general laws of the State. 

Sec. 3. Each of said school districts shall be subject to all the 
laws of the State regulating the common school districts of the 
State so far as the same are applicable, provided that until the or- 
ganization of Cass county all papers, documents, and reports from 
the officers of said districts, and from teachers of the schools there- 
in required by law to be tiled with or made to any county officer of 
the county in which such school districts are situated, shall be filed 
with and made to the proper county officer of the county to which 
said county of Cass is attached, for record or judicial purposes, and 
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all taxes levied and collected upon property in said school districts 
for school purposes shall be collected and paid together with the 
moneys accruing to such districts from the State school funds oyer 
to said school districts by the proper officers of the county to which 
said Cass county is attached for the purposes aforesaid. 

S£C. 4. That an election may be called in each of said districts 
for the purpose of electing officers thereof in the same manner as is 
now provided by law for the election of the first board of trustees 
when new districts are formed by the county commissioners. 

Seo. 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed as preventing the 
board of county commissioners of said Cass county after its organ- 
ization from forming new school districts out of the territory here- 
inbefore set apart for said school districts. 

Seo. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and afber 
its passage.

ignated on the ballot; and annually thereafter on the first Saturday 
in September, there shall be chosen in the same manner, two (2) 
directors, each of whom shall serve for three (3) years and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. The persons so elected 
shall within five (5) days after their election, file in ofiice of the 
clerk of said district their several oaths as required by law; Pro-

Sec. 2. The said village council may appropriate, annually in 
each year,out of the general village fund not otherwise appropriated^ 
the sum of three hundred dollars, or as much thereof as they may 
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deem necessarj for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
said bridges. 

Sec. 3. The village treasurer shall pay over the sums of money 
appropriated, upon the presentation of warrants signed by the 
president of the village council and countersigned by the village 
clerk. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and afUr 
March first (tst)^ one thousand eight hundred and eighty-two (1882).

CHAPTER 149. 

AN ACT TO RE-ESTABLISH AND LEGALIZE A STATE ROAD IN BENTON 

COUNTY, AND TO LEGALIZE EXTENSIONS. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1, That the state road located in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six (1876) in Benton and Morrison counties, 
under the provisions of an act entitled ^'An act to authorize the 
establishment of a state road from Sauk Rapids in Benton county 
to Pierz in Morrison county," be and the same is hereby re-estab- 
lished and constituted a legal state road so far as the same lies within 
the limits of Benton county, and that any failure to open the said 
Toad or any part thereof, and any destruction of stakes or other in- 
dications of the line of said road, by fire or otherwise, shall fail to 
operate against the present legality of said road in Benton county. 

Sec. 2. The commissioners named in section one (1) of the said 
act hereinbefore mentioned, are hereby re-appointed and continued 
as such commissioners, and they are hereby empowered with au- 
thority to re-establish any part of said line of road, and' to amend 
and alter the same, whenever in their judgment such action shall be 
deemed advisable: and the said commissioners are authorized and 
empowered to locate and establish one or more extensions or branches 
of said road, and leading easterly therefrom, from any point on said 
line of road in the towns of Sauk Rapids, Minden, Watab and Lan- 

fola, or in either of said towns, neither of which extensions or 
ranches shall exceed four miles in length; Provided^ That no such 
extension or branch road shall be located where there shall be at 
the lime of such location, six (6) legal voters who are, at the time 
of such location residents and freeholders within one mile of such 
extension or branch. 

Sec. 3, Sections three (3), four (4), six (6) and (7) of the act first 
above named, are hereby re-enacted and made a part of this act, 
excepting that in the proviso at the end of said section six (6) the 
words ^'and the Little Falls Courier,^* shall be omitted and inoperar 
tive. 

Sec. 4. The making and filing of a plat of said Jine of road in 
Benton county, or a plat of any part of said line, as re-established

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That Joshua Robinson, John Hardy and Edward 
Boyd, Ramsey county, are hereby appointed commissioners to sur- 
vey, locate and establish a county road, beginning at the west 
boundary of Ramsey county at the section post of sections eight (8) 
and seventeen (17) in the town of Rose in said county, running 
east on section line between sections eight (8) and seventeen (17), 
nine (9) and sixteen (16), ten (10) and fifteen (15), eleven (11) and 
fourteen (14), twelve (12) and thirteen (13) in the town of Rose; 
thence east between sections seven (7) and eighteen (18), eight 
(8) and seventeen (17) to the southeast quarter of section pight (8)» 

Seo. 2. Said commissioners, or a majority ot them, shall meet at 
the county auditor's oflSce in the city of St. Paul on or before the 
first (1st) day of June, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-two (1882), and there make oath that they will faithfully 
discharge their duties as provided by this act, and impartially assesi^ 
damages, if any they find to be sustained by the owners of land 
through which said road may run, which oath shall be filed in said 
auditor's office, and proceed to discharge their duties in locating, 
surveying and establishing said road, and assessingdamages, if any, 
which may be sustained by any person by reason thereof. 

Skc. 3. The said commissioners are hereby authorized to employ 
in discharging their duties under this act, one (1) chainman, one 
(1) axeman and one (^1) surveyor; provided, that said commission- 
ers, axeman and chainman shall not receive more than two dollars 
$2) per day each, nor the surveyor more than five dollars ($5) per 
lay tor such services. 

Sec. 4. Any damages sustained and benefits received by the 
owners of real estate along the line of said road by reason of laying 
out and opening of said road, shall be assessed and determined by 
said commissioners and shall be paid and collected in the manner 
now provided by general law for the assessment and collection of 
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damages and benefits for the laying out and opening roads, and 
said damages shall be fixed by the townships through which said 
road runs, and any person feeling aggrieved bv aiiy award or 
assessQient of damages aforesaid, shall have the right of appeal in 
the same manner and with like effect as if said damages had been 
assessed under the general laws of this state; provided, that notice 
of the time and place of the meeting of said commissioners to assess 
said damages shall be given to the owners or persons in possession 
of said real estate six days before said meeting of said commission 
and which notice may be served' by publication for six days in a 
daily newspaper published at the city of St. Paul, or personally 
upon said owners or persons in possession. 

Seo. 5. Said commissioners shall cause an accurate plat and 
map of the survey and location of said road to be made, which, to- 
gether with a statement of their appraisal of damages shall be filed 
in the ofiBce of the county auditor in Ramsey county, and thereup- 
on the establishment of said road shall be deemed complete, and 
the supervisors of the several towns through which said road shall 
pass shall cause to be opened and worked so much of said road as 
there lies in their respective towns, upon being notified by the 
county auditor aforesaid of said county that such plat has been 
filed as above prescribed; and the county auditor of said county is 
hereby required to publish the statement or award of damages 
assessed, with the name of the owners, if known, and description 
of the land or tracts through which said road was located, and the 
amount, if any, awarded for damages to said respective tracts, for 
three (3) successive weeks of some newspaper printed or published 
in the city of St. Paul, in Ramsey county, and thereupon due 
notice of the said assessment of damages shall be deemed as given 
to all persons interested in the said tracts of land, and thereupon 
within thirty (30) days thereafter the right of appeal to either a 
justice or district court, as the case may be, shall lie as hereinbefore 
provided. 

' Sec. 6. The expenses of surveying, locating and establishing 
said road shall be paid b}'^ the county of Ramsey aforesaid.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR BUILDING A BRIDGE

Section 1. That the sum of three hundred dollars ($300) be 
and is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the State treasury 
belonging to the internal improvement fund, or out of the first 
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moneys that shall come into the treasury belonging to said fund, 
not already appropriated, to reimburse the town of Mantorville for 
moneys expended in building a bridge across the Zumbro river in 
said town at the village of Mantorville on the leading traveled 
road from Mantorville to Easson, and said bridge shall be forever 
free from toll and be kept in repair and be maintained by said town 
of Mantorville.

persons, in the county of Fillmore, in the State of Minnesota, 
during any season of the year, unless they are carefully herded. 

Sec. 2. The owner or owners or any person or persons having 
control or being in possession of any cattle, horses, mules, sheep, 
swine or other domestic animals as aforesaid, shall be liable in an 
action at law for all damages done by such animals as aforesaid, 
without regard to any fence or the sufficiency of any fence or 
fences on the lands on which the damage is done. 

Sec. 3. Any person being the owner or occupant of any lands 
or a pound master of any town or incorporated city or village in 
in said Fillmore county, may take up and distrain and be known 
as the distrainer of any cattle, horses, mules, sheep, swine or other 
domestic animals found running at large c'ontrary to the provisions 
of this act. Provided^ That the person making distraint shall be at 
the time a resident of the town or adioining town when such di- 
straint is made, and the distrainor shall within twenty-four (24) 
hours (Sundays excepted) after such distraint, cause the animals 
distrained to be impounded in the nearest pound either in the same 
or adjoining town, city or village it there is one, and if none, then 
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in some other pound within the county of Fillmore, and upon the 
delivery of such animals to the poundmaster or other person re- 
ceiving such animals into such pound, the distrainer shall make 
out and deliver to such poundmaster or other person acting as 
such, a certificate containing a brief description of the animals to 
be impounded, giving marks natural and artificial as near as pract- 
icable; the name and residence of the distrainer, and as near as may 
be the time when the animals where distrained and the value 
thereof, also the name of the owner of said animals if "known to the 
distrainer; the amount of the distrainer's fees for distraining and de- 
livering said animals to the poundnTaster, which fees are as follows, 
viz: lor cattle, horses and mules ten (10c) cents each; for sheep, 
swine or other domestic animals five (5) cents each, and the pound- 
master's shall be as follows: For impounding and discharging 
cattle, horses and mules twenty-five (25) cents each; and for . 
sheep, sivine or other domestic animals ten (10) cents each ; and for 
care and feed of animals while impounded, to commence twelve (12) 
hours after entering into or being impounded, twenty-five (25) 
cents each per day for cattle, horses and mules, and ten (10) cents 
each per day for each sheep, swine or other domestic animal; and 
the distrainer may ia ease damage is done by animals distrained, 
within twenty-four (24) hours (Sundays excepted) apply to a justice 
of the peace of the town or adjoining town, city or village who 
shall appoint three (3) disinterested inhabitants of such town 
where distraint is made to appraise the damages; such appraisers 
shall receive as compensatien for their services one ($1) dollar per 
day or fifty (50) cents for each half-day actually consumed in 
making the appraisal, and six (6) cents per mile as mileage in 
going to and returning from the place where the damages are 
done, to be paid in the first instance by the distrainer. The ap- 
praisers after their appointment shall be duly sworn and repair to tlie 
place and view the damages done, and they may take the evidence 
of any person of the facts necessary to enable them to ascertain 
the extent of such damage, for which purpose the appraisers or either 
of them, are authorized to administer an oath to every witness. 
The appraisers shall ascertain and certify under their hands the 
amount of such damages and their fees for their services, not ex- 
ceeding one ($1) dollar per day, and deliver the same to the dis- 
trainer or poundmaster, which fees with those of the justice shall be 
a lien on said distrained animals until the same are paid; and if the 
owner or person controlling or in possession of any animals at the 
the time they were distrained and impounded under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall appear and pay to the poundmaster all fees 
and charges against the same, within five (5) days after said 
animals are impounded, then the poundmaster shall deliver over 
such animals to such owner or person having control of the same; 
but if no such owner or person shall so appear, then it shall be the 
duty of the poundmaster to keep and hold such animals subject to 
such further fees, costs and charges as may be incurred, by reason 
of further proceedings in pursuance of the requirements of this act. 
And the poundmaster shall then within ten (10) days, after the ex- 
piration of the five (5) days hereinbefore named, for the appear- 
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ance of the owner or person controling or entitled to possession of 
the same, proceed to give notice of the distraining of impounding 
of such animals by publication of such notice in some weeklj 
newspaper published at the county seat of said county, for three 
(3) weeks successively; the cost of such publication shall be added 
to the charges against such animals, and if at the expiration of 
such notice, (which notice shall embrace the certificate as required 
in the third (3d) section of this act, to be delivered by the dis- 
trainer to the poundmaster.) If the owner or person entitled to the 
possession of any animal so impounded, has not appeared within 
two (2) days after the expiration of the giving of said notice as 
heretofore provided, and paid all proper charges and costs against the 
same, it is hereby made the duty of the poundmaster to cause such 
animals then remaining in the pound, to be appraised by a justice 
of the peace of his town or adjoining town, city or village, which 
appraisal shall be certified to by such justice and within three (3) 
days thereafter, be filed in the town clerk's office of such towa, 
and the distrainer shall pay to such justice of the peace fifty (50) 
cents for such appraisment (and certificate), and six (0) cents for every 
mile necessarily traveled in such service. The town clerk shall 
transmit by mail or otherwise forthwith to the register of deeds of 
Fillmore county, a certified copy of the published notice and des- 
cription of the distrained animals on file in his office, for which 
certificate the town clerk shall receive the sum of twenty-five (25) 
cents, to be advanced by the person distraining said animals to- 
gether with the fee of filty (50) cents, which fee shall be forwardeS 
by the town clerk to the register of deeds, with the notice afore- 
said, and upon receipt of said notice and description with the fee 
accompanying it, the register of deeds shall cause the notice and 
discription to be recorded in a book in his office kept for that pur- 
pose, designated "estray book." Provided^ The register of deeds 
shall not be entitled to more than fifty (50) cents for recording any 
estray notice or discription, whether it includes a discription of 
one (1) or more animals. It shall be the duty of said register to 
answer all letters of inquiry addressed to him, provided such letters 
contain a postage stamp to pay postage on said answer. 

Sec. 4. If the owner or person entitled to the possession of any 
distrained animal under the provisions of this act, shall appear at 
any time within one (1) year after the notice is filed with the 
town clerk as aforesaid and make out his right thereto, he shall 
have such distrained animal or animals restored to him upon pay- 
ing all lawful charges which have been incurred in relation to the 
same, including keeping by the distrainer. 

Sec. 5. If tne owner or person entitled to the possession of any 
distrained animal under the provision of this act, does not appear 
within two (2) days after the filing of the notice and certificate of 
the justice of the peace, with the town clerk, the poundmaster 
shall deliver to the distrainer all animals impounded by said dis- 
trainer, taking his receipt for the same and a bond with sureties 
to be approved by said poundmaster, in double the amount of the 
value of said distrained animals; conditioned that said dis* 
trainer shall faithfully comply with all of the conditions of this act. 
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Sec. 6. If the owner or person entitled to the possession of 
any irapiunded animal under the provisions of this act, cannot 
agree with the impounder upon the amount of charges for the 
keeping or for the care of such animals, eitner party may make ap- 
plifcation to any justice ot the peace of the town or adjoining town, 
city or village, where such aiimals were impounded, to settle the 
same; and the party making such application shall give notice 
thereof to the other party, and if any amount shall be found due to 
the impounder by said justice over the value for the use of such 
animals, the same shall together wHh the costs of the justice be a 
lien on such animals until paid by the owner or person entitled to 
the possession of the same. 

Sec. 7. If the owner or person entitled to the possession of any 
animal or animals impounded under the provisions of this act, 
shall not appear and make out his right thereto and pay the 
charges thereon, within one (1) year from the time the notice is 
filed with the town clerk as aforesaid, and if such animal or animals 
shall not have been appraised at a greater value than ten ($10) 
dollars, the impounder shall have a perfect title to the same; but 
if the appraisal of such impounded animal or animals shall have 
been adjudged to be more than ten ($10) dollars such animals shall 
be sold at the request of the impounder of said animals, by any 
constable of the town or adjoining town, city or village at public 
auction, upon first giving public notice thereof in writing, by posting 
up the same in three (3) of the most public places in said town, at 
least ten (10) days before such sale; and the impounder may bid 
therefor at such sale; and after deducting all lawful fees and 
charges of the impounder as aforesaid, and the fees of the constable 
which shall the same as a sale on execution, the impounder shall 
deposit the remainder of the money with the treasurer of Fillmore 
county, taking a receipt therefor, which shall be a legal discharge 
of the impounder from all liability therefore. 

Sec. 8. It* the money be not claimed within one (1) year after 
the sale by the former owner of said impounded animals, after the 
same was sold under the provisions of this act, the surplus 
shall be paid by the county treasurer to the school fund of said 
Fillmore county. 

Seo. 9. Any person claiming the ownership of any animal im- 
pounded under the provisions of this act, when the provisions of 
said act has been complied with, drives away any such animals 
or causes the same to be driven away from the place where the 
same is kept, without paying all legal charges and costs shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction before any justice of 
the peace having jurisdiction, shall be fined in double the sum of 
said charges and costs, and imprisoned in the county jail not less 
than ten (10) nor more than thirty (30) days.

Ramsey, in the name of said county of Ramsey, praying for the 
appointment of commissioners to assess the benefits or damages as 
the ease may be, and he shall give notice to all parties interested, 
of the time and place of such hearing, which notice shall be at 
least twenty days prior to such hearing, that open proof of the 
service of such notice being filed, the parties shall be deemed in 
court, and the court to have jurisdiction of the property and par- 
ties, and shall appoint three competent disinterested persons as 
commissioners, and fix a time and appoint a place at which they 
shall meet and organize, and hold their first meeting, and notice of 
such meeting shall be entered in the minutes of said court; that 
the commissioners shall be sworn, and shall meet, at the time and 
place specified in the order, and when met may proceed to hear the 
proofs and allegations of the parties, and are authorized to admin- 
ister oaths to witnesses before them, and shall keep minutes in 
writing of all their proceedings in which they shall enter the time 
and place of their meetings and adj:urnments,the names of parties 
appearing before them, and whether in person or by attorney, the 
substance of the testimony of witnesses examined before them, and 
all disputed questions which shall be submitted to them and their 
decision thereon. 

Seo. 3. They shall then make and file with their minutes a re-

The city council of the city of Lake City is hereby 
authorized and empowered to purchase for, and on behalf of said 
city, the ferry boat and all tools and tackle belonging thereto, now 
owned by I. C. Stout and G. D. Post, and to run and operate said 
boat as a ferry at said Lake City; either as a free ferry or other- 
wise, as shall to said council be deemed proper.

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CHAPTER ftOO. 

AN ACT CONFIRMING JERTAIN RIGHTS UPON THE DULUTH STREET 

RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That the Duluth Street Railway Company, a corpo- 
ration organized and existing under the general railroad law of 
this state, be and is hereby granted during the term of its charter, 
the exclusive right and privilege of constructing and operating a 
single or double track for a passenger railway line with all neces- 
sary tracks for turn outs, side tracks and switches in any of the 
streets of the village of Duluth and its suburbs, including New 
London and Oneota, and in the roads connecting the same subject 
to the terms, conditions and forfeitures hereinafter contained, jPro- 
vtdedj That there is reserved to the council of said village the 
right within its limits, to restrict the said company to the con- 
struction of a single track upon such street or streets as it may 
deem proper. 

Sec. 2. The aforesaid grant is upon the express condition that 
if the said Duluth Street Railway Company shall fail to construct, 
equip and have in full operation one (1) mile of said Street Railway 
within one (1) year after the passage of this act, then and in that 
case the said Duluth Street Railway Company shall without any 
act on the part of the state or the village of Duluth, forfeit to the 
village of Duluth all of the rights, privileges and immunities 
granted by this act, and is upon the further express condition, that 
said company shall build and operate a line connecting Rice^s point 
with the central parts of said village, as soon as there shall be an 
improved street available for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. The village council may at any time after the first (1st) 
day of Mgiy, A, D. one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four 
(1884), designate any line of railway in the said village as a line 
demanded by the public necessities, and may also designate an ex- 
tension of any line or lines then existing, and in case said company 
upon being notified of such designation shall not within such 
reasonable time as shall be fixed by the village council, construct 
and put in operation such line, then the village council may 
charter to any other company the exclusive right to construct and 
operate a street railway upon the streets or lines of extension so 
designated. 

Provided^ The foregoing provisions of this section shall apply 
only to such streets or parts of streets as are suitably improved for 
street railway purposes, nor shall the rights of said Duluth Street 
Railway Company, be prejudiced by their failure to construct any 
such designated lines or ex tensions within the specified time, unless 
within two (2) years after such default on their part, the lines or 
extensions so designated . shall have been constructed and put in 
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operation by some other company duly authorized thereto by said 
village council. 

In case the said Duluth Street Railway Company shall at any 
time neglect to keep in operation any line of railway which it may 
have constructed, then upon such reasonable notice as the village 
council may prescribe, said company shall forfeit the exclusive 
right herein granted so far as the same pertains to such neglected 
line; and the village council may grant the exclusive right to any 
other person or company to build and operate a street railway 
upon such neglected line, and thereupon the said first named com- 
pany shall if required by the village council after being notified in 
writing by the village attorney, remove or cause to be removed 
the track and other materials of such neglected line within ten (10) 
days after service of such notice upon the president or secretary of 
said company. 

Sbo. 4. The cars to be used upon such tracks shall be propelled 
either with animal, pneumatic or other power as the said company 
shall deem most advisable. Provided^ That no propelling power or 
machinery of any sort shall be used after it shall prove to be a 
public nuisance; and said company may connect with any other 
railway upon which power is used similar to that authorized to be 
used by the provisions of this section; but no locomotive such as 
are usually run over the general railways of this state for 
the transportation of freight or passengers shall be used upon any 
of said tracks unless authorized by the village council; Provided^ 
That the said Duluth Street Railway Company and other street 
railway company which the council may charter under section 
three (3) of this act, shall each allow the other to connect with 
and jointly use such portions of their respective tracks as the con- 
venience of the traveling public may require, upon such equitable 
terms as may be agreed upon by such companies or as may be de- 
termined by the District Court ot St. Louis county. 

Sec. 5. Said tracks and railway shall be used for the purpose of 
transporting passengers; and the cars and carriages for that pur- 
pose snail be of the best style and class used on such railways in 
other cities, Provided^ Said company shall at all times have the 
rifi:ht to use their track for transporting iron, ties and other ma- 
terial for constructing their road and keeping the same in repair, 
and such other purposes as from time to time may be necessary in 
carrying out any contract or engagement that may be hereafter 
entered into by and between the village of Duluth and said com- 
pany. 

Seo. 6. The tracks of such railway shall be laid so as to conform 
to the established grades of the streets on which the same shall be 
laid, whenever the same may have been granted by the village; but 
whenever the village shall change the grade of any street or streets 
or any portion thereof, the said company shall raise or lower the 
track so as to conform to such change of grade, where the streets 
are not graded to an established grade, said company shall lay their 
tracks so as to conform to the grade of such streets. 

Provided^ That they raise or lower the same to the grade when 
the village shall grade the same or any part thereof; and in case 
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said village shall at any time pave or otherwise improre the sur- 
face of any street along which said railway may run, said company 
shall pave or otherwise improve the space between the rails of 
their tracks unless otherwise provided by the village council, so that 
it shall substantially correspond with the improvement of the street 
outside said tracks, except that in case other than animal power is 
used; the company shall be required to pay only so mucn of the 
expense of paving the street as is made extra by reason of said 
railway; Provided^ Said company shall plank the space between 
the tracks and on both sides thereof at street crossings whenever 
required by the street commissioner; and one (1) plank shall be 
liad on the outside of each rail, and on the inside when it shall be 
ordered by the village council; and provided further^ that there is 
reserved to the city council the right to designate the style of rail 
to be laid by said company through the streets of the village. 

Sec. 7. The said village of Duluth shall not be held liable, to 
said company for any damage that may be occasioned by the 
breakage of any gas or water pipes or from any delays that may 
be occasioned by the construction of sewers, laying of water or gas 
pipes, or from the improvement or repair of any street, unless there 
be unreasonable delay in making such repairs. There is reserved 
to said village the right to take up and remove the rails of the 
said road whenever it shall be necessary for the repair or improve- 
ment of the streets, or for laying water or gas pipes or sewers, or 
for other public purposes on the streets on which such rails may 
be laid, and such repairs or improvements shall be made by the 
village without unnecessary delay, and the track of said road shall 
be taken up and relaid by and at the cost of said company when- 
ever the council may require the same to be done. 

Sec. 8. The said company may regulate and establish from 
time to time such rates of fare for the transportation of passengers 
and freight over its lines of railway as it may deem proper; Pro^ 
vided^ That the charge for carrying a person including hand bag- 
gage from one point to another within the village limits, whether 
by one or more lines operated by the same company shall not ex- 
ceed five (5) cents on any one (1) Vine; provided further that there 
is hereby reserved to the village ot Duluth, the right to alter and 
regulate the rate to be charged by the said company, their succes- 
sors and assigns, for the transportation of passengers in said village 
at the expiration of five (5) years from the passage of this act, and 
every five (5) years thereafter, fixing the same at such rates as the 
village council may deem just and rea&onsh\e^ provided further that 
the said council shall not reduce the passenger fare below five (5) 
cents over any one (1) continuous line, and what shall be con- 
sidered a continuous line may be designated by the said village 
council, but that the said council shall not designate any such 
continuous line of more than three (3) miles in length. 

Sec. 9. There is hereby reserved to the village council of Du- 
luth, the right to make all necessary and usual police regulations 
concerning the operation and management of said street roads, in- 
cluding the cleaning of the tracks of said roads and removal of snow 
during the continuance'of the rights and privileges hereby granted. 
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Sec. 10. Said tracks shall be laid in the center of the street in 
all cases where it is practicable to so lay them, and said tracks shall 
not be laid within twelve (12) feet of the sidewalk upon any street 
where it is practicable to be be avoided; and said company shall 
keep the space between the rails in proper repair so as not to inter- 
fere with travel over the same, and shall keep the same in proper 
order as to cleanliness at its own cost and expense. 

Sec. 11. The cars of said company shall be entitled to the track 
and in all cases where any team or vehicle shall meet or be over- 
taken by them upon any of the street railways of said company, 
such team or vehicle shall give way to such car; nor shall any per- 
son wilfully obstruct, hinder or interfere with any of said cars by 
placing, driving or stopping or causing to be placed or driven or 
stopped, any team, vehicle or other obstacle in, upon, across, along 
or near said tracks, or any of them, after being notified by the 
driver or conductor, by the ringing of the car bell or otherwise, 
and whosoever shall wilfully violate any of the provisions of this 
section shall upon conviction thereof before any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, be punished by a fine of not more than fifty (50) 
nor less than five ($5) dollars and cost of prosecution, and may be 
imprisoned until saca fine and costs are paid, not exceeding thirty 
(30) days. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of the company to furnish and 
run a sufficient number of cars to. accommodate the traveling pub- 
lic on all streets which they shall use and occupy for railroad pur- 
poses. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of said company to repair any and 
all damages done to the streets, curbs, sidewalks, gutters or other 
public property, by the construction or repairing of the tracks 
along the streets as herein provided for; and further to protect and 
save narmless the said village ot Duluth, against claims or damages 
arising from the construction or management of the tracks and 
roads provided for herein. 

Sec. 14. Authority is hereby conferred on and said company is 
hereby required to lay double tracks over and across such bridges 
as they may cross with any of their lines, when so required by the 
city council; and such tracks on such bridges, shall be laid in such 
manner as the said council may direct. 

Sec. 15. The cars or carriages of the company shall be run 
upon and along the tracks of said railway company, in conformity 
with the following rules and regulations; Provided^ That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed as limiting the police powers 
of the common council of the village, as granted in section nine (9) 
of this act, to- wit: 

(1). No car shall be run within the limits of said village at a 
greater rate of speed than six (6) miles per hour. 

(2). While cars are turning corners or crossing bridges the horses 
or mules attached thereto, snail not be driven faster than a walk. 

(3). Gars driven in the same direction shall not approach each 
other nearer than a distance of two hundred (200) feet, except in 
cases of unavoidable necessity or accident, or when cars are near 
or at stations. 
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(4). No car shall be left to remain standing on any street at 
any time unless the same is waiting for passengers, or is unavoida- 
bly detained. 

(5). No car shall be allowed to stop on a cross-walk or in front 
of any intersecting street, except to avoid collision or to prevent 
danger to persons in the street, or to take in or leave off passen- 
gers. 

(6). The conductors and employees of said company, shall 
reasonable care and diligence to prevent injury to persons, and on 
the appearance of danger to any one on or near the track, the car 
shall be stopped, when by so doing injury may be averted. 

(7). All proper care shall be used by conductors and employees 
to prevent injury to teams, wagons, carriages and other vehicles. 

(8). The conductor shall use proper diligence to prevent ladies 
or children under twelve years ot age, from leaving or entering the 
car while in motion. 

(9). Conductors shall announce to passengers in distinct tone 
the names of all streets crossed as the cars approach the same, and 
they shall observe the same rule when nearing the track of any 
other railway company. 

(10). No cars shall remain standing on any of the stations more 
than ten (10) minutes except at each end of the lines, and the sta- ^ 

tions nearest the passenger depots of any other railway companies, 
at which excepted stations they may stay a longer time. 

Sec. 16. Within thirty (30) days from the passage of this act, 
said company shall file with the Secretary of state of Minnesota, 
and with the recorder of the village of Duluth, a written acceptance 
of the grants hereinbefore made, with the conditions, regulations 
and limitations above expressed, signed by the president and secre- 
tary of said company, and when so accepted the same shall operate as 
a contract between the state and the village and said company, and 
upon failure to file such acceptanae as aforesaid, then the aboye 
grant shall not become operative to vest any rights, privileges and 
franchises whatever. 

Sec. 17. Nothing in the second (2d) paragraph of sub-division 
eleven (11.) of chapter five (5), of the act entitled an act to define 
the boundaries ol, and establish a municipal government for the vil- 
lage of Duluth,"approved March eight (8th), A. D.one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-one (1881), shall be construed to authorize the 
making of any contract or the granting of any rights or franchises 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 18. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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CHAPTER SOI. 

AN ACT TO DETACH PIPE STONE VILLAGE, PROM THE TOWNS. OP 
GRAY AND SWEET FOR ELECTION PURPOSES. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That the village of Pipe Stone, in Pipe Stone 
county, be and the same hereby is constituted an election district, 
and for all purposes of elections and township organization is de- 
tached from the towns of Grav and Sweet, to which the territory 
in said village pertains, and shall hereafter be a separate and inde- 
pendent municipality, subject to ail the laws pertaining to elec- 
tions, township organizations and government, not in conflict with 
its village charter. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 202. 

AN ACT CREATING TWO (2) ELECTION PRECINCTS IN THE TOWN- 
SHIP OF HAMPTON, COUNTY OF DAKOTA, AND STATE OF MINNE- 
SOTA. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota. 

Section 1. That all the territory embraced within the corpo- 
rate limits of the village of New Trier, in the township of Hamp- 
ton, county of Dakota, state of Minnesota, shall constitute an 
election precinct; that all duly qualified voters shall be entitled to 
vote therein at all annual, semi-annual or special elections; that 
the polling place as well as the officers of all elections shall be des- 
ignated bv the board of trustees of said village, and that all 
elections therein held shall be conducted and returns made in con- 
formity with the general laws of the state of Minnesota, excepting 
the felection of village officers, which shall be under con- 
formity with the provisions of the act incorporating said village. 

Sec. 2. That all the territory not embraced within the incor- 
porated limits of said village of New Trier, shall constitute the 
town of Hampton, and shall hold their annual, semi-annual and 
special elections, at such polling places as shall be designated by a 
majority of the town board of the town of Hampton, which elec- 
tions shall be conducted, and returns made as provided in the gen- 
eral election laws of this state. 
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Sbo. 3. AH acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
Jiereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTJER 203. 

AN ACT PROVIDING COMPENSATION TO THE BOARD OP EQUALIZA- 
TION OF THE COUNTY OF ST. LOUIS, WHILE ACTING AS BOARD 
OF EQUALIZATION. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Seotiok 1. That the members of the board of equalization of 
the county of St. Louis, consisting of the county commissioners and 
the county auditor, while performing the duties prescribed by 
law as a board of equalization, shall be entitled to three ($3) dollars 
per day while performing such duties. 

Provided^ That no member of such board of equalization shall 
receive pay for more than ten (10) days services, and mileage as al- 
lowed by chapter one hundred and fifteen (115), of the general 
laws of one thousand ei^ht hundred and eighty-one (1881). 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 204. 

AN ACT RELATING TO PARTITION FENCES IN THE CITY OF RED 

WING. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. All fences four and one-half (4i) feet high and 
otherwise properly constructed so as to turn orderly cattle, shall be 
deemed to be legal fences. 

Sec. 2. The respective occupants of adjoining farms, shall 
make, keep and maintain partition fences between them in equal 
shares, to be settled by mutual agreement between them or by 
decision of the fence viewers, and in the absence of such decision 
or agreement, when either party has constructed or shall construct 
voluntarily a portion equal to one-half (^) part in length of such 
partition fence in the manner provided in section one (1) of this 
act, and maintain the same in good order, such construction and 
maintenance shall be deemed to be a full performance on his part 
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of the obligation to make, keep and maintain such partition fence 
as above required. 

Sec. 3. In case the occupant of one (1) of two (2) adjoining 
farms requires a partition fence to be constructed and maintained 
between them and no agreement has been made relative thereto, 
or in case of controversy between the parties, as to their rights or 
obligations in the construction or maintenance of the same, then 
either of the parties may apply to the fence viewers for a decision 
as to what portion of said partition fence shall be built and main- 
tained by each party respectively, as to what are the rights and 
obligations of each party in the premises. Such application shall 
be made to and such decision rendered by the fence viewers, and 
the same shall be recorded in manner and form and in the like ef- 
fect as is provided in the general statutes of the state of Minnesota 
relative to partition fences, and the parties respectively shall be 
entitled to all the rights and remedies provided by said statute in 
that regard. 

Sbo. 4. In case the occupants of one (1) of two (2) adjoining 
farms has constructed and maintained in good order his portion of 
the partition fence between them, either under the decision of the 
fence viewers of under an agreement between the occupants, or in 
the absence of such decision or agreement voluntarily as provided 
in section two (2) of this act, and any stoc^ kept by him, on said 
farm — except swine — shall on account of the remaining portion of 
said partition fence, remaining unconstructed or being defective or 
out of order, escape from his said farm into aiid upon the other 
and do damage thereon, he the said occupant shall not be liable 
for such damage. 

Seo. 5. This act shall apply only to farms in the city of Red 
Wing, in the county of Goodhue. 

Seo. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

AN ACT FOR THE IMPROVEMENf OF THE ST. CROIX RIVER. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Sectioi^ 1. Smith Ellison, R. F. Hersey, E. W. Durant, E. L. 
Hospes, C. N. Nelson, L. E. Torinus. James S. Anderson, Samuel 
Judd, A. L. Gillespie, David Bronson, J. Gr. Nelson, E. S. Brown, 
C. P. Cogswell, Joel F. Nason, Wm. Blanding, Samuel Matthews, 
and David Tozer, their associates, successors and assigns are hereby 
authorized and empowered to erect, keep and maintain a dam in 
and across the Saint Croix river, at or near the Saint Croix Falls, 
in the county of Chisago, state of Minnesota, and to extend and 
maintain said dam from shore to shore in said river, and to im- 
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prove said river so as to make the same navigable for the driving 
of saw logs, from the bridge across said river near the village of 
Taylors Falls, and below said dam, (hereby authorized) to a point 
above said dam in the rapids of said river known as '*Big Rock,'* 
the entire distance being within the said county of Chisago, and 
for such purpose they shall have full power and authority to 
enter upon and take any lands necessary for such purpose and to 
build dams and wing dams upon the said river, and by removing 
obstructions within the bed of said river, and to raise the water 
upon said river so as to float logs over the rapids above said dam 
and below Big Bock rapids in said river; said rapids to be flooded 
over by said dam being known as Tutters Palls and Pine Island 
Rapids, and to divert the current thereof. 

Provided^ That all damages which the owner or owners of the 
land adjacent thereto may sustain by reason thereof, shall be as- 
sessed, settled and ascertained under the provisions of title one (1), 
chapter thirty-four (34) of the general statutes of this state. 

Sec. 2. That said dam shall be so constructed as to permit the 
rapid and easy passage of logs through said dam, and so as not too 
unreasonably interfere with the use of the water flowing in said 
river, for the purpose of propelling any mills or machinery that 
may be hereatter erected upon said river. 

Sec. 3. That said persons above named, their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns shall be entitled to receive and collect for all 
logs passing through said dam or floated over said rapids above 
named by the aid of the water collected in said dam, or the flood- 
ing of said rapids by means of said dam or dams, a sum not to ex- 
ceed [the sum of] seven (7) cents per thousand feet as compensation 
for maintaining and keeping up said dam and the improvement of 
said river, and in case the said persons above named, their as- 
sociates, successors and assigns do not fix and establish any other 
or different toll than that above mentioned, then the said charge 
or toll shall be seven (7) cents per thousand (1000) feet. 

Sec, 4. The said persons above named, their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns shall have alien upon all logs floated over said 
rapids, by the aid of said dam or the improvement of said river 
by the persons above named their associates, successors and assigns as 
herein provided, in compliance with the provisions of this act. 
Provided^ That the said persons above named, their associates, 
successors and assigns, shall within sixty (60) days after said logs 
shall pass over or through said dam, or be floated over said rapids 
by the aid of said dam, file a notice of such lien in the office of 
the surveyor general of logs and lumber for the first (1st) lumber 
district of Minnesota, setting forth the marks of the logs passing 
through said dam or floated over said rapids, and the amount 
claimed to be due thereon, and such lien shall attach and be held 
valid as to the entire mark of such logs and each and every log of 
such mark shall be held and considered subject to the lien of said 
persons above named, their associates, successors and assigns for 
said sum so due, and all logs of the same mark which shall have 
passed through said dam or floated over said rapids by the aid of 
said dam or said improvements herein authorized. 
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Sbg. 5. The filing of the notice in section four (4) of this act« 
mentioned within the time therein set forth, shall be constructive 
notice to all parties purchasing or holding the mark of saw logs in 
said notice described of the right, title and interest of said persons 
above named, their associates, successors and assigns in the mark of 
the logs specified. And the said persons above named and their 
associates, successors and assigns, shall have the right to attach 
any and all of the saw logs of such mark mentioned in such notice, 
in whosoever hands the same may be found, in an action commenced 
by said persons above named their associates, successors and assigns 
against the person in whose name such mark is recorded in the 
office of the surveyor general of logs and lumber for the first (1st) 
district, for services in floating said logs over said rapids by aid of 
said dam as in this act mentioned, and the improvement of said 
river as herein permitted, and the said parties above named their 
associates, successors and assigns may collect the sum so due to 
them in a civil action against the owner or owners of such logs, 
and against any and all parties claiming any right, title or interest 
in said logs, and the lien herein provided shall have preference 
over all otner liens or claims on said logs. 

Sec. 6. The rights herein granted shall continue for a period 
of thirty (30) years and said rignts shall become fully vested when 
said dam is fully constructed, and when said dam is fully con- 
structed the rights of the parties above named their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns shall be deemed to be fully vested. 

Seo. 7. This act shall take effect upon and after its passage.

VEYANCES AND THE RECORDS OF THE SAME RELATING THERE-

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. The amended plat to Dunham's addition to Prince- 
ton, in Mille Lacs county, according to the survey and certification 
of Leonard Pratt surveyor, filed in the oflSce of the register of deeds 
of said county, on the twenty-fourth (24th), day of October A. D. 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty- one (1881), is hereby sub- 
stituted for the original plat of said addition on file in said office, 
and is hereby legalized and declared to be the plat thereof for all 
purposes, and to take effect from the time of the filinsr of said 
original.

Sbction 1. That the North Star Barrel Company, the Co-op- 
erative Barrel Manufacturing Company, the Hennepin County 
Barrel Company and the Phoenix Barrel Manufacturing Company, 
corporations heretofore organized or attempted to be organized, 
under title two (2), chapter thirty-four (34), of the general laws of 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight (1878), may con- 
form their articles to the provisions of chapter twenty-nine (29), 
of the laws of one thousand eight hundred and seventy (1870) and 
the several amendments thereto, and file the same in the office 
of the city clerk of the city of Minneapolis, in the county of Hen- 
nepin, Minnesota, where said corporations carry on their 
business, and thereafter and without any other act or ceremony, 
shall become entitled to all the rights, benefits and privileges con- 
ferred by said chapter twenty-nine (29), of the laws of one thousand

Section 1. Whereas, In the year A. D. one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-eight (1858), th^re was dedicated to the use of the gen- 
eral public by the owners thereof a certain tract of land situate, lying 
and being in the village of Watertown, in the county of Carver, 
and State of Minnesota, for the purpose of being used as a public 
cemetery or place of burial of the dead, which said tract of land 
WHS indicated and described on the recorded plat of the said village of 
Watertown, as surveyed and made by R. H. Blanding, Esq., by 
certain lines, and the word "cemetery," and whereas^ The said 
tract of land has been taken and used by the public as a cemetery, 
but has not been platted or laid out into proper lots. Now there- 
fore. 

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for any number of persons not less 
than seven (7), residing in the said county of Carver, to associate 
themselves together under the provisions of title five (5), of chapter 
thirty-four (34), of the general statutes of Minnesota, as compiled 
and revised in thp year A. D. one thousand eight hundred and 
spventy-eight (1878), for the improvement and protection of said 
ct^raetery.

ANCE OF SINKING FUND TO PROVIDE FOR THE PAYMENT OF THE 
BONDS OF THE TOWN. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: 

Section 1. That the followring sections be and the same are 
hereby added to chapter seven (7), of the charter of the tov^n of 
Taylors Falls, Chisago county. 

Sec. 6. In order to provide for the payment of the bonds and 
interest thereon of the town, the town council is authorized to 
maintain a sinking fund as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 7. The town council shall from time to time invest the 
moneys which shall constitute the sinking fund, for the redemp- 
tion of the town bonds, or any surplus of interest to the credit of 
the interest fund or as much as they can, in the purchase of bonds 
issued by said town at the market price, not exceeding the par value 
thereof, and that the said town council is hereby authorized to invest 
the said moneys or such part thereof as they see fit, either in the pur- 
chase of said bonds or in the bonds of the county of Chisago, the* 
state of Minnesota, or in the United States bonds, notwithstanding 
the said county, state or United States bonds may be above the 
par value thereof, or deposit the same in a designated depository as 
hereinafter provided. 

Provided, That the said town council shall at all times give the 
preference to the purchase of said town bonds, if the same can be 
procured at reasonable rates. 

Sec. 8. In case said town bonds cannot be purchased at par 
value, and said council shall deem it desirable, the town council 
may deposit a part or all of said sinking and interest fund in one (1) 
or more designated national banks, savings banks, state or private 
bank or banks, in the name of the town of Taylors Falls, such 
bank, banks or banker shall be designated by said town council. 
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after advertising in one (1) or more newspapers published in said 
t(»wn of Taylors Falls, tor at least one(l) week for proposals, 
which proposals shall state that security will be given to the said 
town for such funds as deposited, and what interest will be paid on 
the amounts so deposited, and said funds with accrued interest 
shall be held subject to draft, and payment from and after a time to be 
designated by said town council at the time of depositing said funds. 

Seo. 9. Before any national, state, private or savings banks or 
bankers shall be designated as such depository, such bank or bank- 
er shall dt posit with the town treasurer of the said town, a bond 
payable to the said town of Taylors Falls, and signed by not less 
than three (3) free-holders of said town as sureties, which bond 
shall be approved by the said town council of said town, and shall 
be in suci an amount as said council shall direct; which amount 
shall be at least double the amount of funds to be deposited with 
such bank or banker. 

Sec. 10. Whenever the said town council shall have invested 
any part of said funds, in the purchase of the bonds of the county, 
state or United States, and shall at any time thereafter be enabled 
to purchase only the town bonds at such prices as they may deem 
best for the public interest, they shall forthwith sell and dispose of 
the said county, state or United States bonds and invest the pro- 
ceeds thereof in the said town bonds if in their opinion such dispo- 
sition would be beneficial to the public interest, and the said town 
council may at any time they deem it best for the public interest, 
withdraw said funds deposited in the designated depositories, and 
invest the same in the bonds of said town or county, state or in 
United States bonds. 

Provided however^ That when said funds are deposited in said 
designated depositories for a stipulated length of time not to exceed 
two (2) years, said town council shall not withdraw said funds un- 
til said time shall have elapsed. 

Sec. 11. Whenever any of the moneys constituting the sinking 
fund for the redemption of the town bonds at their maturity, shall 
be required for any such purchase, investment, deposit, or for the 
redemption of the town bonds, the amount of money so required 
shall be paid by the town treasurer upon the warrant of the town 
council. 

Skc. 12. Whenever any of the moneys constituting said sink- 
ing fund are on deposit in a designated depository, the same shall be 
paid by said depository upon warrant of said town council. 

Sec. 13. All moneys constituting the sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the bonds ot the town, whenever required to meet such 
bonds, shall be drawn from the treasury or designated depository in 
the manner in the foregoing sections. 

Sec. 14. All bonds and securities purchased by said town coun- 
cil, shall be held in safe keeping by the town treasurer. Whenever 
town bonds are paid by the warrants nf said town council a record 
thereof sliall be made in the books of said town, and the said bonds 
sliall be carefully cancelled by said town council. 

Sb.^. 15. It shall be the duty of said town council to protect 
the credit of the town, and direct and superintend the remission 
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of funds for the payment of interest and the bonded indebtedness 
of the town, to the city of New York, or wherever said bonds or 
interest may be payable, and if at' any time said town council shall 
find that the ii^terest fund for the payment of the interest upon the 
bonded indebtedness of said town, shall not be sufficient to meet 
atid pay such interest, the town council may transfer any surplus 
balance belonging to the credit of the sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the bonds at maturity, or so much thereof as may be 
nt^cessary to meet and pay said interest to the credit of said 
interest fund, or in case of a surplus of the interest fund for any 
one (1) year, they may in like manner transfer to the credit of the 
sinking *lund. 

Provided however^ That this section shall not be so construed as 
to permit the transfer of funds from the interest and sinking funds 
ot said town, to the credit ol any other funds of said town and 
that any other transfer of said funds is hereby forbidden. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

of the Austin & Mankato Railroad company the same being a 
corporation organized and existing under the general laws of this 
State, by the consent of a majority of the stockholders of each 
company, and the two companies, when such consolidation has 
been made, shall hereafter be known by the name of the St. Cloud, 
Mankato & Austin Railroad company, and shall have all the rights, 
privileges and franchises belonging to, or enjoyed by each of said 
companies at the time of such consolidation, and such consolidated 
company shall be governed and its aflfairs shall be managed by the 
oflBcers and directors of the St. Cloud, Mankato & Austin Railroad 
Company holding oflBce at the time of such consolidation, until the 
next annual election of ofiBcers and directors.

AN ACT TO MAKE PAUPERS A TOWN CHARGE IN LE SUEUR

paupers, in the same way and manner, so far as applicable, as is 
now provided for counties to take care of their poor or paupers.

* township supervisors under oath of two credible persons, and upon 
a proper case being made out for aid to care for a poor person or 
pauper, the supervisors, or a majority of them, shall order such 
sum of money or other things, as they deem best, to be paid to 
suoh poor person or pauper, or to some other person for the benefit 
• of said pauper, at such time and manner as may be deemed neces- 
sary. 

Sec. 3. The county treasurer of said county shall refund to the 
town treasurer of each township the amount of poor fund in his 
hand, or that may come into his hands, belonging to each town or 
collected from each town. 

Sec. 4. The general laws of this state as to residence of poor 
persons in order to obtain aid from counties shall apply to town- 
ships in Le Sueur county, and the rule applied to residence in the 
county shall apply to residence of poor in towns. 

Sec. 5. The township board of supervisors shall be superintend- 
ents of the poor in their respective townships, and take charge of 
such paupers to the exclusion of the county commissioners of said 
county of Le Sueur. 

Sec. 6. The county commissioners of Le Sueur county are here- 
by authorized to aid any township in the support of its poor when 
any such township shall have expended more than two hundred 
($200) dollars in any one year in support of the same, and are here- 
by authorized to levy a county poor tax sufficient to create a fund 
lor that purpose.

OP BLUE EARTH COUNTY.

The sheriiff of Blue Earth County shall receive 
forty (40) cents per day for boarding prisoners committed to the 
jail of said county, for offences alleged to liave been committed in 
said county. Said sheriff shall be entitled to the same reward for 
the capture of horse thieves as any person under the laws of this 
State, and shall be paid therefor in the same manner. 

Sec. 2. The salary of the auditor of Blue Earth county is 
hereby fixed at twenty-five hundred ($2,500) dollars per annum, 
including clerk hire. 

Sec. 3. The salary of the treasurer of Blue Earth county is 
hereby fixed at eighteen hundred ($1,800) dollars per annum. 

Sec. 4. All fees and sums received by the register of deeds of 
Blue Earth county, in excess of the sum of fifteen hundred 
(1,500) dollars shall be paid by him into the treasury of said 
county and be a part of the funds of said county. 

Sec. 5. All fees and sums received by the clerk of the court of 
Blue Earth county, in excess of the sum of twelve hundred 
($1,200) dollars, shall be by him paid into the treasury of said 
county and shall belong to the common school funds of said 
county. 

Sec. 6. The salary of the judge of probate in Blue Earth 
county is hereby fixed at one thousand ($1,000) per annum. 

Sec. 7. The salary of the superintendent of schools of Blue 
Earth county is hereby fixed at one thousand ($1,000) per annum. 

Sec. 8. The janitor employed by the board of copnty commis- 
sioners of Blue Earth county shall receive for all services per- 
formed by him, a sum not greater than three hundred ($300) 
dollars per annum. It shall be his duty to properly saw and split 
all the wood necessary for the use of the county officers and the 
office of the district judge, and to carry such wood necessary for 
said offices into the same, and to sweep all of said offices and keep 
the same clean, and in addition to such duties he shall perform such 
other duties and services as may be designated by said board of 
county commissioners. - 

Sec. 9. The salary of the superintendent of the poor farm of 
Blue Earth county shall not exceed the sum of four hundred ($400) 
per annum. 

Sec. 10. The bonds of the clerk of the court and res^ister of 
deeds for Blue Earth county shall be five thousand ($5,000) dollars 
each. 

Sec. 11. The register of deeds and clerk of the court of Blue 
Earth county shall be required to make a sworn statement to the 
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auditor of said couniy of all fees and moneys received by them 
for their official works, on the first (1st) day of April, July, Octo- 
ber and January of each year, and to make a final settlement at 
the end ol each year, and at the end of each quarter if required 
by t>h. board of county commissioners. 

Sec. 12. The salary of the county attorney of Blue Earth 
county shall not exc^eed one thousand ($1,000) dollars per annum.

Sbotioit 1, There is hereby established in the city of Mankato, 
in the county of Blue Earth, a municipal court for the transaction 
of all business which may lawfully come before it. Said court shall 
be a court of record, and shall ha^e a clerk and a seal, and shall 
have jurisdiction to hear, try and determine civil actions at law, 
where the amounts in controversy does not exceed five hundred 
($500) dollars. It shall also have exclusive jurisdiction to hear all 
complaints, and conduct all examinations and trials in criminal cases 
arising or triable within the city of Mankato, heretofore cognizable 
beiore a justice of the peace. It shall not have jurisdiction of ac- 
tions for divorce, nor of any action where the relief asked for in 
the complaint is purely equitable in its nature; nor cases involving 
the title to real estate; nor for false imprisonment, libel, slander, 
malicious prosecution, criminal conversations or seduction, or upon 
a promise to marry; nor for an action against an executor or ad- 
ministrator as such, and when in any cause pending in said court a 
counter claim in excess of five hundred ($500) dollars over plain- 
tiff's claim, or an equitable defense or ground for equitable relief is 
interposed, or whenever it shall appear from the pleadings or 
upon the trial of any cause that the title to real estate is involved, 
the said court shall immediately cause an entry of the fact to be 
made of record, and cease all further proceedings in the cause, and 
order the clerk to certify and return to the district court in and 
for the county of Blue Earth, a transcript of all entries made in the 
record relating to the cause, together with all process and papers 
relating to the cause, and the clerk shall within ten (10) days after 
being so ordered make such certificate and return ; and thereupon 
said district court shall proceed in the cause to final judgment and ex- 
ecution the same as if said cause had been commenced in said district 
court as near as may be, and the costs shall abide the event of the ac- 
tion; Provided^ The clerk of said municipal court shall not make 
said certificate or return, until the costs chargeable by the clerk in 
favor of the city have been paid. 

Sec. 2. The qualified electors of the city ofMankato, shall at the 
general city election to be holden on the first (1st) Tuesday in 
April, in the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-two 
(1882), and on the day of the general city election every third (i) 
year thereafter, elect a suitable person with the qualifications here- 
inafter mentioned, to the office of judge of said municipal court, 
to be called "municipal judge," who shall hold his office for the 
term of three (3) years, and until nis successor shall be elected and 
qualified. In case of any vacancy in the office of municipal judge, 
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the governor of the state of Minnesota shall appoint some quali- 
fied person to said oflSce until the next annual city election, oc- 
curring more than thirty (30) days after the vacancy shall have 
happened, wh^n a judge shall be elected for a full term of three 
(3) years. 

Sec. 3. The judge of the municipal court shall be a resident of 
the city of Mankato, and a qualified elector therein, a person 
learned in the law and duly admitted to practice as an attorney in 
this state. Before entering upon the duties of his oflSce he shall 
take and subscribe an oath as prescribed in the general 
statutes for judicial ofiBcers,^ which oath shall be filed in the office 
of the city recorder of said city. He shall have the general pow- 
ers of judges of courts of record, and may administer oaths and take 
and certify acknowledgments in all cases, and as a conservator of 
the peace shall have all power and authority which is by law 
vested in the justices of the peace or any other judicial officer.. 
There shall be one (1) special judge of said municipal court whose 
manner ©f election, term of office, powers, duties and qualifications, 
shall be the same as those of municipal judge, ejcept as otherwise pro- 
vided in this act, and his successor shall be elected and vacancies, 
in his office filled in like manner. At the request of the munic- 
ipal judge or in case of the absence, sickness or disqualification 
of the municipal judge, the said special judge shall act as judge, of 
said court. When the special judge so acts at the request of the 
municipal judge, the said special judge and the municipal judge 
may each have and exercise the powers of said court. The said 
special judge shall not act on the trial or examination of any case 
except as above provided, and such special judge acting as judge 
ot said court, shall receive compensation from the city at the rate 
of ihreft ($3) dollars per day, and when said special judge shall act 
for any other cause than the sickness or disqualification of said 
municipal judge, three ($3) dollars per day for each day that said 
special judge shall so act, shall be deducted from the salary of 
said municipal judge. This section shall not incapacitate such 
special juds:e from acting as attorney in said court; but when such 
judge is acting as judge of said court, he shall take no action in 
such case, save to adjourn the same. 

Nothing in this act shall be so construed as to disqualify or 
prevent the municipal judge from practicing as an attorney or 
counseller in any court of this state, except in said municipal 
courc. 

In all actions or proceedings in the district court of Blue Earth 
county, wherein the judge of said court may enter a trial of said 
actions or proceedings, the same may be referred to the said mu- 
nicipal judge to hear, try and determine or report the evidence 
thereon as may be ordered or agreed upon, and said judge so acting 
as referee shall be entitled to the same fee for said services as other 
referees, and such fees when paid, shall be and constitute a part of 
his salary of one thousand ($1000) dol'ars. He may accept said 
reference with all the powers of a referee. 

Sec. 4. The city recorder of the city of Mankato. shall be ex- 
officio clerk of said court. Such clerk before he enters upon the 
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duties of his office, shall take and subscribe an oath to support the 
constitution of the United States, and of the state of Minnesota, 
and to faithfnily and honestly discharge and perform the duties of 
his office; and shall execute to the city of Mankato a penal bond, 
in the sum of one thousand ($1000) dollars with two (2) sureties, 
approved by the mayor ot said city of Mankato, conditioned that 
he will account to and pay over to the said city, on the first (Ist) 
Monday of every month all fines, penalties, fees and other moneys 
belonging to or to go to said city, which may have come into his 
hand during the month next proceeding, and that he will at all 
tiroes pay over to all other persons, on demand, all moneys to 
which ihey may be entitled, which have come into his hands in 
virtue or by reason of his said office. Such oath and bond shall be 
filed in the office of the city treasurer of said city. 

Sec. 5. The municipal court shall have full power and authority 
to issue all process, civil and criminal, necessary or proper to carry 
into effect the jurisdiction given to it by law, and its judgments 
and its other determinations, and it shall have and possess all the 
the powers usually possessed by courts of record at common 
law, subject to modifications of the statutes of this state, applicable 
to courts of record, except that it shall not have jurisdiction to 
issue writs of habeas corpus, quo warrant, ne exeat, mandamus, 
prohibition nor injunction. All process shall be attested in the 
name of the judge, and issued under the seal of the court and 
signed by the clerk, who shall be styled ''clerk of the municipal 
court," and the forms of process may be prescribed by the court 
by rule or otherwise; and any form so prescribed shall be valid 
and sufficient, and such form may be changed by the court fn»m 
time to time in the absence of such prescribed forma of process 
in use, either in courts of record of this state, or by justices of 
the peace, may be changed and adapted to the style of the court 
and used at the discretion of the court or clerk. Process may be 
directed for service to any police officer of the city of Mankato, or 
to the sheriff or any constable of said Blue Earth county. 

Sec. 6, The municipal court shall be held in the city of Man- 
kato, at some suitable place to be provided therefor by the city 
council. Its judge shall be the chief magistrate of the city, and 
shall see that the criminal laws ot the state, and the ordinances, 
laws, regulations and by-laws of said city are observed and exe- 
cuted, and for that purpose shall open his court every morning, 
(Sundays and legal holidays excepted,) and proceed to hear and dis- 
pose of in a summary manner, all causes which shall be brought 
before him by the police officers of the city or otherwise, either 
with or without process, for violations of the criminal laws of this 
state, committed within the county of Blue Earth, or of the ordi- 
nances, laws, regulations or by-laws of said city. The clerk of said 
court shall keep a record of all its proceedings, and enter all orders, 
judgments and sentences under the supervision of the judge, and 
issue commitments and executions as well as all other process. 

Sec. 7. The clerk of the municipal court shall have the custody 
and care of all the books, papers and records of said court. He shall 
be present at all trials, unless absent from sickness or with the 
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consent of the judge; and in case of his absence the judge may ap- 
point some person temporarily in his place. He may swear all 
witnesses and jurors, and administer all oaths and affidavits and 
take acknowledgments. He shall keep minutes of all proceedings 
and enter all judgments and make up and keep the records of the 
court, under the directions of the judge. He shall tax all costs and 
disbursements allowed in any action, subject to review by the 
judge, and do all other things and acts necessary or proper to the 
enforcing and carrying out of the jurisdiction of the municipal 
court, and when the judge is not present adjourn the court from 
day to day. He shall receive all fines and penalties and all fees of 
every kind according to the court or clerk, and keep full, accurate 
and detiiiled accounts of the same; and shall on the first (1st) 
Monday of every month, deliver and pay over to the city treasurer 
of the city of Mankato, all moneys so received with detailed ac- 
counts thereof, under oath. 

The clerk of said court may, when he deems the same necessary,, 
appoint with the sanction of the judge, a deputy clerk of said mu- 
nicipal court, for whose acts the said clerk shall be responsible; and 
said deputy shall be appointed under the hand of said clerk and 
seal of said court, with the sanction of said judge, endorsed on the 
back of such appointment; and before any deputy clerk of said court 
shall enter upon the duties of his office, he shall take and subscribe 
the same oath prescribed and required to be taken by 
the clerk of said court, which oath together with the appointment 
of such deputy clerk, shall be filed in the office of the city treas- 
urer of the city of Mankato; and the clerk of said court or the 
judge thereof, may at any time remove any deputy, appointed 
under the provisions of this act. The deputy clerk of said court 
shall receive no compensation from the city of Mankato. The said 
deputy clerk may administer oaths, take acknowledgements, ancj 
perform all the duties pertaining to the office of clerk of said mu- 
nicipal court. 

Seo. 8. The municipal court shall hold regular terms for the 
trial of civil actions, on the second (2d) Tuesday of every month,, 
which terms shall continue from day to day, with such adjourn- 
ments as to the court may seem proper, until the business of each 
term shall be finished; and the court may by rule or order appoint 
such terms to be held oftener or upon other days, than the days, 
above mentioned. All civil actions for the recovery of money only 
shall be commenced by summons to be issued by the clerk.

Or the summons may be in any other form which the court may 
by rule prescribe, and shall be served upon the defendant at least 
six (()) days before the commencement of the term, at which the 
same is made returnable. The manner arid effect of service shall 
be the same as that provided by law for the service of summons in 
the district courts of this state; and a summons issued out of said 
municipal court may be served under like circumstances and in the 
same manner as in tJie district court. No summons shall be issued 
until the complaint in the action shall have been filed with the 
clerk. All pleadings in said municipal court shall be in writing. 

If the defendant fail to appear at the opening of the court on 
the day on which the summons is made returnable, judgment may 
be entered against him for an amount not exceeding that men- 
tioned in the summons and for courts and discursements, except 
that when the action is for unliquidated damages or relief the 
plaintiff shall obtain such judgment, only as he shall show himself 
entitled to by evidence and proof. If he so appear, he shall then 
or at such time as the court may designate, by rule or otherwise, 
answer ihe complaint; and if the answer contain a counter-claim 
or new matter, the plaintiff shall reply thereto forthwith, or at 
such time as the court may by rule or otherwise designate. The 
answer and reply shall be in writing and filed with the clerk, and 
each pleading shall be verified by the party, his agent or attorney, 
either as in courts of justices of the peace or in the district courts 
of this state. 

Either party may demur to any pleading of his adversary, as in 
the district court, except that the demurrer to any pleading shall 
be filed within the same time allowed for filing an answer or reply to 
such pleading. All pleadings of this court shall be construed lib- 
era' ly, and where technical objections shall be designated. And 
the court may for good cause, in its discretion and on such terms 
as it may deem equitable, open any default at the same term at 
which it occurred, or allow an amendment of any pleading at any 
time, and shall disregard variance between the allegations of a 
pleading and the evidence, unless satisfied that the adverse party 
is prejudiced thereby. Either party shall be entitled to contin- 
uance of a civil action, except actions for forcible entry and unlaw-' 
ful detainer, until the next term of the court following the term at 
which the summons is made returnable; and further continuance 
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inay be granted upon sufficient cause shown, and on such terms as 
may be just. Said court shall have authority to provide that the 
plaintiff in any civil action in which a justice of the peace w6uld 
have jurisdiction, or when the defendant is a non-resident shall by 
bond, recognizance or deposit of money with the clerk, give se- 
curity for costs in such sum as the court may designate; when the 
plaintiff in any cause shall neglect or refuse to give such security 
when so ordered within a time to be designated by the court, the 
court may dismiss such cause at the cost of said plaintiff. 

Costs are allowed to the prevailing party in actions determined 
in said municipal court, as follows: 

To the plaintiff, upon a judgment in his tavor of one hundred 
($100) dollars or more, or in actions of replevin when the value of 
the property is one hundred ($100) dollars or more, when no issue 
of fact or law is joined, five ($5) dollars; when an issue is joined, 
ten ($10) dollars. 

To the defendant, when the amount claimed in the complaint is 
one hundred ($100) dollars or more, uprtn discontinuance or dis- 
missal, five ($5) dollars; when judgment is rendered in his favor 
upon the merits, ten ($10) dollars. 

Costs and disbursements shall be taxed and allowed in the first 
instance by the clerk, upon two (2) days notice in writing by either 
party, unless notice is waived by stipulation, and inserted in the 
entry of jud rment. The disbursements shall be stated in detail, 
aiid verified b^r affidavit unless otherwise ptipulated by the parties. 
Tne party objecting to any item shall specify in writing the 
ground of obiection, and the same, in case of appeal, shall be certi- 
fied to the court by the clerk; and the appeal shall be heard and 
determined upon the objections so certified, and none other. All 
papers specified in this section shall be filed with the clerk. 

Sec. 9. Any creditor desirinir to proceed by attachment in said 
court, may at the time of commencing the action, or thereafter and 
while the action is still pending, by himself, his agent or attorney, 
make and file with the clerk an affidavit similar to the affidavit re- 
quired by law in an application for a writ of attachment in justices 
court, and also cause to be filed with the clerk a bond, with suffi- 
cient sureties, to be approved by the judge and similar to the bond 
required on like applications in justices' court, except that the 
limit of liability thereon shall be mentioned therein as not exceed- 
ing the sum of two hundred and fifty ($J50) dollars. The writ of 
attachment may be in iorm as follows:

If the motion is made 
upon affidavits on the part of the defendant but not otherwise, the 
plaintiff may oppose the same with affidavits in addition to those 
on which the writ of attachment was allowed. 

Sag. 11. The plaintiff in an action to recover the possession 
of personal property, may at the time of the issuing of the sum- 
mons, or at any time before answer, claim the imm^iate delivery 
of such property. The plaintiff, his agent or attorney, shall make 
and fil an affidavit, similar to the affidavit required in the district 
court in like actions. The plaintiff, or some person on his behalf, 
shall execute a bond with sureties, to be approved by the judge, 
conditioned similar to bonds in such actions in justices* courts as 
near as may be. and file such bond. And an action may be main- 
tained on such bond, as upon similar bonds filed in like actions 
injustices courts. The clerk shall thereupon issue the writ, which 
may be in form as follows:

The writ shall be served, and all proceeding thereunder had in 
the same manner, as near as may be consistent with the practice 
of this court, in proceedings ot replevin in justices* court; but the 
times and forms of pleadings and trial shall be the same as in other 
actions in this court. The officer executing the writ shall retain 
the property taken under it , in his own custody for three (3) days 
before delivering the same to the plaintiff; and if within that time, 
the defendant or some one on his behalf, shall execute to the 
plaintiff a sufficient bond with sureties, to be approved by the 
judge, conditioned as in like cases in the district couit, and file 
such bond; the clerk shall thereupon issue an order to the officer 
to deliver such property to the defendant, 

Sbo. 12. The defendant may except to the sufficiency of the 
plaintiff *s sureties within the same time and in the same manner 
as in proceedings of claim and delivery of personal property in dis- 
trict eourt, an<r when defendant so excepts, the same proceedings 
shall be had as in like actions in district court, except that the 
jurisdiction of sureties shall be had before the judge of said mu- 
nicipieil court or the special judge thereof and no other. The qial- 
ifications of sureties shall be the same as required for sureties in 
like actions in district court. 

Sec. 13. The clerk of the court shall prior to each term of the 
court, make up a calendar of the causes which will come up for 
trial or for any disposition before the court at such term adopting 
such arrangement as the judge may direct; and tho court shall di- 
rect the order of trial, and other disposition of causes. 

Sbo. 14. Trial by jury in the municipal court shall in all 
respects, except as herein otherwise provided, be conducted as in 
the district courts of this state; and all laws of a general nature 
applicable to jury trials in said district courts shall apply to said 
municipal court. Jurors for said municipal court shall be provided 
and drawn however, in the following manner, to-wit: The pre- 
siding judge of said municipal court, together with the senior 
alderman from each ward of the said city of Maukato, or in case of 
the failure of any of said aldermen to act, any two (2) of them, 
shall on the first (1st) Monday of February, May, August and 
November in each year, at the office of the clerk of said court, meet 
and from the legal voters of said cit^, select and designate seven- 
ty-two (72) legal voters of said city as the jurors of said municipal 
court, to serve therein when required and drawn, during the suc- 
ceeding three (3) months and until their successors are elected and 
certified, and shall thereupon certify said names, so elected, to the 
clerk of said municipal court,who shall thereupon write said names 
upon separate ballots, and place the same in a wheel or box, and 
whenever a jury is required in said court, shall thereupon by lot 
draw thirty (80) ballots, or in case a jury of six (6) is agreed upon 
by both parties to the pending action, in the same manner as in 
justice court, he shall draw twenty-four (24) ballots therefrom, and 
shall make a list thereof, from which list each party shall strike 
off nine (9) names, in the same manner as in striking a jury in 
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courts of justices of the peace in this state, and in case of the neg- 
lect or refusal of either or both parties so to strike, the judge shsdl 
strike out the names for either or both. The twelve (12), or in 
case of a jury of six (6), the six (6) persons whose names remain on 
said list shall be summoned to attend the trial of the cause where- 
in they were drawn; and shall constitute the jury unless some of 
Said jurors shall be excused or successfully challenged for cause, in 
which case the clerk shall successively draw the names of other 
jurors from the box, until the jury is full, allowing however, to 
each party, as many peremptory challenges to such additionally 
drawn jurors as there shall remain, after said first striking, jurors 
to be drawn. When said drawing shall be finished those jurors 
last drawn shall be summoned, and if any of the last drawn jurors 
are excused or successfully challenged, others shall be drawn and 
summoned in like manner until the jury is full, allowing to each 
party in each drawing as many peremptory challenges as at said 
drawing there shall remain jurors to be drawn. No talismen shall 
be summoned in any cause in said court until, the regular panel 
shall all have been exhausted; after the jury shall be complete the 
clerk shall return to the box the names of all persons, except those 
who constitute the jury as finally struck. The names of tho«e 
who serve as jurors shall not be returned to the box until all the 
names in said box are drawn. The persons selected by the 
judge and aldermen to serve as jurors as aforesaid, shall not again 
be eligible tor one (1) year from their said election, and the failure 
to select and designate the said jurors at the time herein provided, 
shall not be available as a cause of challenge to the panel of said 
jurors, except to a party who shall show himself to be prejudiced 
thereby. 

Sbo. 15. Title eighteen (18), of chapter sixty-six (66), of the 
general statutes of one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight 
(1878), relative to trial by referees, title nineteen (19) of the same 
chapter, relative to exceptions, and title twenty (20) relative to 
new trials, shall apply to said municipal court; and section four (4) 
of chapter twenty-seven (27), of the general statutes of one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-eight (1878), relating to reporter 
of the supreme court, and the distribution of supreme court re- 
ports, shall apply to the judge of said municipal court; and all 
cau<ies may be removed from said municipal court to the supreme 
court ot the state of Minnesota, in the same manner and upon like 
proceedings, and with like effect, as from the district court; and 
said municipal court shall have jurisdiction of actions of forcible 
entries and unlawful detainers, and mky fix return days for such 
actions, other than the regular terra days of said court in the dis- 
cretion of the judge; and chapter eighty-four (84), of the general 
statutes of -one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight (1878) 
relative to forcible entries aud unlawful detainers, shall apply to 
said municipal court, and the practice shall be the same in such 
cases as near as may be to similar proceedings in iustices courts. 

Sec. 16, No judgment rendered in said municipal conrt shall 
attach as alien upon real estate, until a transcript thereof shall be 
filed in the district court, as hereinafter provided. But writs "of 
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execation thereon, may issue against the goods and chattels of the 
judgment debtor, returnable within thirty (30) days as in justices 
courts. The provision for renewals of executions in district court 
shall apply, to this court, except that such renewal shall extend 
the life of the execution for only thirty (30) days from the date of 
such renewal, and except that no renewal of such execution shall 
l^e made by the clerk until his fee of twenty-five(25) cts. therefor shall 
have been paid Every person in whose favor a judgment is ren- 
dered in said municipal court, for an amount exceeding five ($5) 
dollars besides costs, may upon paying the fee therefor, demand 
and shall receive from such clerk a transcript of the docket entries 
of such judgment, duly certified, and may file the same in the office 
of the clerk of the district court, in and for the county of Blue 
Earth, who shall file and docket the same as in the case of trans- 
cripts of judgments from courts of justices of the peace. And 
eyery such judgment shall become a lien upon the real estate of 
tbe debtor from the filing of such transcripts, to the same extent 
as a judgment of said district court, and shall thereafter be exclu* 
sively under the control of said district court, and carried into 
execution by its process, as if said judgment had been rendered in 
said district court. The clerk of said municipal court shall not 
issue such transcript while a writ of execution is outstanding in 
the hands of an officer, or otherwise, and shall note on the record 
of said judgment the fact that such transcript has been given; and 
shall not thereafter issue any writ of execution, on the same judg- 
ment, but may at any time after the first transcript is issued give 
to any party applying therefor upon such party paying the clerk's 
fee therefor a new transcript, and the clerk shall note the record of 
each transcript given upon such judgment. 

Sec. 17. Proceedings against garnishees may be iijstituted in 
the same manner as in justices' courts; but the summons may be 
served either by any officer authorized by this act to serve process 
or by any person not a party to the action, at any place within 
the state of Minnesota; and the summons may be made returnable 
at any term of said municipal court which may be named therein; 
and the notice required to be served on the defendant in the action 
may be signed, either by the clerk of said court, or the person who 
served the garnishee summons, or by the plaintiff or his attorney. 
The disclosure of the garnishee may be taken, and all further pro- 
ceedings had, in the same manner as if the proceedings were in the 
district court, except that the examination of the garnishee shall 
be before the acting judge of said court. 

Sec. 18. Complaints in criminal cases where the defendant is 
not in custody, may be made to the judge or clerk in writing, or 
reduced to writing by the judge or clerk, and sworn to by the 
complainant, whether the offense charged be a violation of the 
criminal laws of this state, or of the ordinances, regulations or byr 
laws of said city; and the clerk shall issue a warrant only upon the 
order of the judge endorsed upon the complaint, and complaints^ 
warrants, and all other process in criminal cases, may follow sub- 
stantially the same forms heretofore in use by justices of the peace 
with such alterations as may seem convenient, to adapt the same 
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to the style of said municipal court, or may be in such other 
form as the court may prescribe, sanction or approve. In cases 
where alleged offenders shall be in custody and brought before the 
court without process, the clerk shall enter upon the records of 
the court a brief statement of the offense with which the defend- 
ant is charged, which shall stand in place of a complaint, unless 
the court shall direct a formal complaint to be made. The plea of 
the defendant shall be guilty or not guilty; in case of failure to 
plead, the clerk shall enter a plea of not guilty, and a former ac- 
quittal or conviction for the same offense may be proved under 
that plea as well as if formally pleaded. In the examination of 
offenders charged with indictable offenses, the clerk shall keep 
such minutes of the examination as the court may direct, and shall 
make the proper return to the court before which the party 
charged with the offense may be bound to appear. 

Sbg. 19. The judge of said court shall receive a salary of one 
thousand ($1000) dollars per annum to be paid in monthly install- 
ments, on the first Monday of each month by the city treasurer, out 
of the moneys paid into the city treasury of said city under or by 
virtue of this act, whether paid into said treasury by the clerk of 
said court or by the bounty ot Blue Earth, excepting, however, all 
moneys received by said city treasurer for fines imposed by said 
municipal court. 

Provided^ That if in any month the said moneys so paid into 
said treasury shall not be sufficient for the payment of the p.alary 
of said judge for said month, said judge may draw the balance of 
his said month's salary in any month thereafter, when said moneys 
so paid into said treasury shall be sufficient to pay the balance 
thereof, after paying the salary of the judge for the month then 

Eayable; Provided [Juriher]^ That no prior judsre shall be paid after 
is term shall have expired any sum for unpaid salary, until the 
salary then due his successor from the commencement of said suc- 
cessor's term of office shall have been paid in full, and provided 
further^ that said city of Mankato, shall not be liable nor holden 
for the salary of any judge in excess of the amount said judge may 
draw from the treasury of said city, as provided in this section. 
The clerk of said court shall receive as salary besides the salary re- 
ceived as city recorder one hundred dollars ($100) per annum, to 
be paid by the city of Mankato, out of the treasury of said city in 

Quarterly installments on the first (1st) Monday in April, July, 
ctober and January, and the clerk shall receive no other fee or 
compensation as such clerk for his services, but in all proceedings 
had in said court, like tees shall be charged and collected by the 
clerk as costs, as are allowed by law to justices of the peace in pro- 
ceedings and upon trials before them, or for similar services. The 
clerk shall not enter any judgment in any cause, nor perform any 
services required of him in any cause as such clerk after the entry 
of judgment therein until his fees therefor shall have been paid, 
said clerk shall be liable to the city of Mankato on his bond for 
all sums accruing to him as fees or costs on any judgment entered 
by him, or for any services rendered by him in any cause, for any 
party thereto after the entry of judgment. Said clerk upon ap- 
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peal to the supreme court shall receive the same fees allowed by 
law to clerks of the district court for like services. 

For any services to be performed by the clerk of this court for 
which no fee is provided, the judge of said court shall prescribe a 
fee by rule. 

The judge of said court for performing the ceremony of mar- 
riage, shall receive the same fee as is allowed to justices of the 
peace for the same services. In no case shall the municipal judge 
receive any salary except from fees or costs collected or paid into 
the city treasury as herein provided. Said judge shall not be en- 
titled to any fee for services in actions, trials or proceedings for 
disorderly conduct or drunkenness under the ordinances of said 
city of Mankato, unless said fees are paid or collected. 

[Sec. 19. The judge of said court shall receive a salary of one 
thousand ($1000) dollars per year, which, shall be paid by the city 
of Mankato, in quarter yearly installments. The clerk of said 
court shall receive as salary besides the salary received as city re- 
corder, two hundred ($200) dollars per annum', to be paid by the 
city of Mankato, out of the treasury of said city in quarterly in- 
stallments, on the first (1st) Monday in April, July, October and 
January, and neither the clerk or the judge shall receive any other 
fee or compensation as such judge or clerk for his services. But 
in all proceedings had in said court, like fees shall be charged and 
eollected by the clerk as costs, as are allowed by law to justices of 
the peace in proceedings and upon trials before them or for simi- 
lar services. The clerk of said court shall receive and collect in all 
cases except as in this act otherwise provided, the same fees allow- 
ed by law to justices of the peace for like services. The said clerk 
shall not enter any judgment in any cause, nor perform any ser- 
vice required of him in any cause as such clerk after the entry of 
judgment therein, until his fees therefor have been paid, and said 
clerk shall be liable to the city of Mankato on his bond, for all 
sums accruing to him as fees or costs on any judgment entered by 
him, or for any services rendered by him in any cause for any party 
thereto after the entry of judgment. Said clerk upon appeals to 
the supreme court shall receive the same fees allowed by law to 
clerks of the district court for like services. For any service to be 
performed by the clerk of this court for which no fee is provided, 
the judge of said court shall prescribe a fee by rule]. 

Sec. 20. The judge of said municipal court shall hold no other 
office created or existing under or by virtue of the laws of the state 
of Minnesota, or created or existing under the charter, ordinances 
or by-laws of the city of Mankato; and said municipal judge while 
holding said office shall have no law partner; but this section shall 
not apply to the special judge of said court, but when said special 
judge is acting as judge of said court, his law-partner shall not 
practice before him. 

Sbc. 21. The city attorney of the city of Mankato, shall have 
charge of the prosecution of all criminal cases before said munici- 
pal court, wherein the defendant is charged with the violation of 
the city charter, or any ordinance or by-law of the city of Man- 
kato, and the county attorney of the county of Blue Earth, shall 
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act in the prosecution or examination of offenders charged with 
other offenses, when required by law to prosecute in like cases be- 
fore a justice of the peace. 

Sbo. 22. At any time after the appointment and qualification 
of the said municipal judge, either party to any civil cause pending 
before any justice of the peace of the city of Mankato, may at any 
time before the trial commences, demand in writing by himself, 
his agent or attorney, that said cause be transferred to the said 
municipal court, and upon such party so demanding and paying 
the justice^s costs, said justice shall forthwith transfer said cause 
together with all papers and a copy of all his docket entries, there- 
in to said municipal court, and said cause shall thereupon be 
placed upon the calendar of said municipal court, and shall be 
brought on for trial therein as if originally commenced therein as 
near as may be; and whenever after the appointment and qualifi- 
tion of said municipal judge, any criminal cause shall be pending 
before any city justice of the city of Mankato, or when any person 
shall be brought before such justice for examination, charged with 
a criminal offease, the prosecuting attorney or the defendant, his 
agent or attorney, may at any time before the trial or examina- 
tion commences, demand in writing that said cause or examination 
be transferred to said municipal court, and the said justice shall 
thereupon forthwith transfer said cause or examination together 
with the papers, and a copy •of the docket entries therein to the 
said municipal court, and said municipal court shall proceed to hear 
and determine said matter, as if the same were regularly com- 
conimenced therein. 

No justice of the peace shall ever be elected after the passage of 
this act within the city of Mankato. The terms of office of the 
present justices of the peace, of and within the said city, shall ex- 
pire on the second (2d) Tuesday in April, iii the year one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-two (1882), and on or before the second 
(2d) Tuesday in April, the said justices shall transfer to the said 
municipal court their dockets, together with all books and papers 
in their hands as such justices, and all judgments, that shall prior 
to such transfer have been entered by any such justice, shall be. 
enforced and carried out by said municipal court in the same man- 
ner as if the same were originally entered therein as near as may 
be. 

Sec. 23. In all criminal cases tried in said municipal court and 
in all examinations of persons therein charged with crime, the 
clerk shall tax as costs and fees, the same fees as are now allowed 
by law to justices of the peace for like services, and when the 
said court has final jurisdiction and the defendant is convicted, the 
clerk shall tax the said costs as part of the costs against the de- 
fendant and include the same in the judgment to be entered 
against him. And in all examinations of persons charged wif h crime 
under the laws of this state, and in all trials of criminal cases 
when the defendant is acquitted, and when he is convicted and 
does not pay his fine and costs within ninety (90) days after the 
final determination of said cause, the clerk of said court shall 
make out an itemized bill of the costs accruing to the clerk in such 
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case or examination, certified to ' under his hand and the seal of 
said court, and said clerk shall file such bill so certified with the 
city treasurer of the city of Mankato, and the said city treasurer 
shall at least once in every three (3) months, present all such bills 
so on file in his ofBce to the county auditor of the county of 
Blue Earth, who shall upon such presentation file the same in his 
office, and draw his warrant upon the county treasurer of the 
county of Blue Earth, for the amount of the bill or bills so pre- 
sented, in favor of the said city treasurer of the city of Mankato^ 
and the said city treasurer shall present the said warrant to the 
said county treasurer who shall pa}' the same. 

Seo. 2L Whenever any civil action is pending in the district 
court of Blue Earth county, of which the municipal court would 
have jurisdiction such action may be tried by the said municipal 
court, if the parties so agree and the district judge so orders, and 
thereupon such action shall be transfered to aud tritd in said munici- 
pal court as though the said action was originally commenced in said 
municipal court, and for such action so tried and determined by a jury 
in said municipal court, in which the amount in controversy ex- 
ceeds one hundred dollars ($100) the county of Blue Earth shall 
pay to the city of Mankato, the sum of five ($5) dollars, and the 
clerk of said court shall on the first legal day of each month make 
a list of such causes determined in said court during the month 
preceding, which shall contain the names of the parties to each 
cause, the date of the filing of each decison, and the amount in 
controversy in each case, and certify the same under his hand and 
the seal of the court, which list so certified, shall be by said clerk 
filed with the city treasurer ot the city of Mankato, and said city 
treasurer shall at least once in every three (3) months, present all 
such lists so on file with him, to the county auditor of the county 
of Blue Earth, who shall file the same in his office and draw his 
warrant forthwith upon the county treasurer ot the county of 
Blue Earth, for the amount of such list or lists, and the said city 
treasurer shall present such warrant to the said county treasurer 
who shall pay the same. 

Sec. 25. The plaintiff before the issuing of the summons in any 
civil action, shall pay to the clerk ot said court, to be by him ac- 
counted for and paid over to the city of Mankato, a fee of one dollar 
($1) to constitute a part of the salary of the municipal judge as 
herein provided, and if the plaintitf is successful in the action, he 
may tax the same as part of his costs against the defendant. 

All fines and penalties imposed by said municipal court for a 
violation of any ordinance of said city, or of any law of this state, 
shall, when collected, be paid by the clerk of this court into the city 
treasury and belong to said city of Mankato. 

Sec. 26. The clerk of the municipal court shall under the direc- 
tion of the city council, from time to time procure and furnish all 
necessary blanks, stationery, record books, and office furniture, for 
the use of the court and the officers thereof, at the expense of the 
city of Mankato. 

Seo. 27. Immediately after this act shall take effect, the gov 
ernor of the state of Minnesota, shall appoint one (1) municipa 
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jadge and one (1) special jadge of said court, each of whom shall 
immediately upon his appointment, qualify and enter upon the du- 
ties of his office, and hold the same until the second (2d) Tuesday 
in April, in the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-two 
(1882), and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 28. No summons issued by or out of this court shall be 
served in any county other than the county of Blue Earth. 

Sec. 29. This act shall take effect on the first (1st) Monday of 
January, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty- two (1882).
